I was ready to commonco tliis report on 1st April, the 
figures of the district returns having been for the nmst part sent to this office 
with commendable promptness, but it is impossible to do any real work till the 
Commissioners’ reports are received. I'ko Govornmont of India’s orders 
regarding the revised form of <;riminal statements were received on 28th 
March, after all tho figures had been compiled, still I have included, as 
far as possible, tiio pei’centagos and information ' required under these 
orders. This has caused some delay in the preparation of tho report, 
as I hud to work out tho figures from the compilation sheets ; but it 
appeared to mo that the additional information, which these figures give 
regarding police) administration and the facilities they will afford for com-

The mtioduction ol tilth giadc hub luspcctois may now bo said to bo 
complete, only a lew posts louiaiuing to bo tilled up uliith will be done as 
headt-constablcs are absoil»od. The ordoisof Govcuninent to appoint outsiders 
to a c*onsidorablo cxtciiT have been Ciiiind out. N<*tossiiily such men lacked 
exporiciico at first, and some have been complete tailiiios. I cjuote biicfiy 
some of the reports on the sub|cct — 

Batlcd gtmg ( . — Kiie outsidcia; six lie ad constables promoted. “ l)<‘eid(‘d 
improvement in every way.'’ “ All ini]}ortuiit outposts should liavo fitth giacle 
Sub-Inspectors.” 

DanJeoota. — “ Marked iinpTOvemeiit in every way.” 

J 3 ( e> hhnom — “Woiked satisfac’tonl^y .” 

bhagvijtnie . — Two outsiders — one u failure and discharged; the ether still 
wanting in expeiit m e. 

— Only one, who is doing well. 

Dacca. — Two men, ncitlu'i very successful , one was an outsider, and is still 
learning. 

Chumparun . — Two outsiders, both doing well, but still inexperienced. 

Dmagepoe . — Two outsiders, who ha\e so lar not done well , one head-con- 
stable promoted, who has done well 

Fum^fpou . — One outsider and one promoted. Tho former picked up his 
work slowly, but is now dcang faiily w<*ll. 

Gga. — h'he men piomotc'd; four outsiders. Hie latter still learning, 
having been recently appointed. One post still to bo filled, to which an emt- 
sider will bt‘ ajipointed. 

Dazarihagh — Thiee outsiders, and two men promoted. Of the former 
two are very good men, tho tnird has recently joined. 

Jlooghlg . — The out iidcrs — only 4 out of 12 — are not well reported on. 

f/cjwiere.— A very full report is submitted from this district. The District 
Supeiiutendent is clearly in favour of a certain number of outsidersi but 
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complains of tlio conduct of these men« who have no idea of discipline, and 
are generally conceited and self-suiHciont. He considers, however, that 
tho^ work honestly, and that in the end there will be a gain, though at present 
police work suffers, lloth he and Magistrate consider Its. ilO too low pay. 

Khulna . — District Superintendent reports on five outsiders, and two men 
promoted ; the former all did well. 

Julmgotee . — Two ou1.siders, both of -whom promise well. 

LohardugQa . — The District Superintendent reports that all the new men 
except one, wlio has been dismissed, have worked well. He, however, considers 
the system a mistake, ns Rs, 30 is not sufficient pay for a Sub-lnspcctor, 
and the grade has been brought too dose to that o£ head-constable. 

Midnopore . — The new men are a decided improvement on the old class, but 
further experience is required. 

Mtmghffr . — The District Superintendent reports the system as a decided 
success. Jiis opinion is exactly contrary to that of the Di-strict Superiutendeiit 
of Doliardugga quoted above. 

Moorshf diihad . — Throe outsiders ; four promot ^‘d. Of the f i>rmer two promise 
well; the thiid is not physically fit, and 1 have directed his dis< h.irge 

Three outsiders, of whom the Distiift Superintendent 
reports badly. One has been degraded. 

JV^wtWra.— Four men piomotcd ; throe outsiders. Report very favourable, 
two ba\e been promoted to Ibuttli giade. 

jPrt/«a.— Only two outsiders against five jiromotcnl. 

The ouo outsider put in, foimtrly a m oh urrir, has turned out a 
voi’j'’ dishonest offiecr. 

Jxaj'ihahye . — One outsider was a failure, a sei'ond has d(*ru w(>ll. 

Hung yore — An outsider turned out a failure, and resigned. The head- 
constable piomoted ill hiH jilaee has done wtdl. 

Shaliuhad . — Two ]»romotions ; five outsiders. Oi the former one a success, 
the otlu'r not. Of the latter all promisi* well. 

I lm^ e not (ijuoted from all the rt'jiorts, Jn those not quoted the opinion 
express! d is g( iietully in favour ot the si heme, vvlin h must ho pronounced 
on tlii’i whole a dieukd ‘•uecess. Most of the new men appointed ai© of good 
familv and ediu atiori, and will turnout I'ftu I< at oOieiu's when they loam 
their woik. Kxiojit in one </r twu> distiiets no really eflieient hoad-eon- 
st.ibles were suptisi‘ded, but 'are must bo taken not to ovei do the intro- 
duetiou of outsideis, else the very impoituiit giado ot head-coustublcs will 
suffer ill etlieieney. 

6. I’he distiK t foree at the end of the ;> car was below the Minetioned 
strength by thieo Insjiectors, SuO-lnspcctois, 37 llead-t ’ouotables, and 130 
t Vmstuble'', or less tlian 1 0 per cent, slioil c 1 the full eompleniciit. The Hill 
Tiacts Force was below stiongth b}' seven officers and 27 pinates.

Some figur<*8 legurding incidence of ennu* to pfipulut ion u mi police 
calh*d for in paragraph % are giv^<'n in the criun* p.iit of tins repoit ; hut the 
subject will be tlealt w'ith more fully iii the repoit vvhn*li will be submitted ou 
the sul)j ect. 

Hk As the report above referred to will shortly besubrnitb'd, I only noto 
bri, Hy what has hi an t. uU by < ’.,.,i,Mi„i,.„ora oi. tho 

subject of pay of nmiiicipal police. The f\nnmis- 
siotn'i ot llunlwMu again urges increase of pay lothe municip'tl police of lioog Idy 
and llowiah In tin* lonner di-stnct tin* lo<*.il ofhc(*rs leeommend that the 
fourth giado on JN. <> slnnihl Im* aboli.«.hed for the whole district, and th.it tliiid 
grade men of the dlstii<*t police, when woi'king in t(»wn, .*<liou}(J get Ito. 1 a 
month batta In Ilowrali the projiosal is much tin* s.ime. it is sugg(*st(*d that 
Hs. S a month slnmld lu* tin lowest pa> for eoiisiahles and Its. lo for head- 
constahh‘s. Tin* (Jommissioner, in noting these propo'-als, .says: ‘‘J am uawilU 
ing to rceom mend any eh.iiiges w'hich lead to increase ol (‘xpeuditur**, but it i.s a 
primary <luty of every Goveriinn nt t<» protei*1 liioainl property, and if po»ic*i*meu 
cannot be got for the present rates of pay, then* seems no alternative I ut to in- 
crease them. Tin* rate** of w^ages earned by nidi handsareso high in Hooghly and 
Howrah that wi* cannot wonder at men leaving the irksome and ilipaid work ol 
the police for a lietter position in private service. The Commi.ssiom'r oi^ itoto.s 
that difiiculty is found in getting good upcountry recruits even in the more remott* 
and cheaper districts. Tho I*ie.sMb*ncy t’ommi'.siouer does not notice the snhj'e<*f, 
but the District Sup<*rintondcrit of tlie 2i-Pergunn'ilis complains of the ditliculty 
in getting r(*(*ruit.s. He gets a certain number of upcountry r(‘cruits from re- 
lations of tin* men of the n*itiv(* regimei.t stationed at Alipore, w'lm att* itiiiler 
siao for tin* regiiuent or for whom there are no vacuncie*,. 'l’Ji»*se men re.sigii 
when the regiment moves or when they can ]>o onlnsted. J*’or tin* rest his upcouu- 
try recruits are chiefly men wdio are too lazy to woik and who hope to lead a 
more idle life in the polici than they w’ould in serve*!* . this last clais is for the 
most part useless. Ho cornpluins that of the lt(*rigali applicants for enlistment 
about 60 per cent, are rejected by tin* (hvil Surgeon, uiidthat almost all wiio pre- 
sent themselves are men who wish to do only w'nling work, a liaiil working man, 
read 3 ^ to do all sorts of police work, being able to t*arii mueli more h^* manud 
labour. I quote these retnaiks as, in his recent enquiry'' reg.uding the 
outbreak of dactuty and IioiiNt'-bieaking lu the subiubs, Jdr. Slack, tho 
Officiating Deputy In.spi'ctor-Geneial, reports that tho main (*!iuse of the immu- 
nity of these gangs has been On* persistent shirking of tlu'ir roumls by tho 
Bengali constables who were siatiomd lu the sufburbau out-posts. 
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Tbore ia no doubt that the npoountiy man is indoitely more suited for 
nif^ht-rouiid work than the Bengali, and that unless this class of men is put on 
town duty there will always bo a probability of such outbreaks. 

The Rajshahye Oommisaionor reports that the amalgamation of the muni- 
cipal and regular police has led to more ofticicnt watch and ward in Rajshahye 
and Dinagopore. The District Superintendent of Rajshahye, however, reports 
that the town duty is hateful ’’ to his men, and suggests a batta of Us. 2 a month 
to compdhsate for the additional expense, night duty, and stricter discipline. 
The Magistrate concurs with him. This is much the same as the Hooghly and 
Howrah proposals, and would bring the pay of constables serving in the town up 
to Xts. ^ « 

The Dacca Oommissioner points out that out of 220 resignations in the 
division, iJto took place in Dacca, duo, he <*(Hihiders, to the difHculty of living 
ill Dacca ou small pay, and to the better pay so easily earned thei*e in many other 
trades and iirufcbsions. 

The Clommissioner of Chittagong points out the necessity of having up- 
country constables for the town of Chittagong. 

The municipal police dirtieulty is not expericn<;ed in Bohar. 

IJ. This important subject lias not received the attention it ought during 
L.Kht.n^oitow,o. tile past year. Additioual lights have been put up 

111 Jiurdwan, Ivlnilna, Berhampore, Jessore, liogru, 
Sheerpore, MozufForporo, Uu.vur, Sasserum, Nasrigunge, Patn.i, Moughyr, and, 
Cuttack, while lighting has been begun in Balasoie, Durblmngti, 8uruti. and 
Julpigoree In Durbhunga the liglits are reported to b(‘ so dim as to be useless, 
but till' Magistratf promises improvement. In Julpigoree a consideiable 
decrease in crime is reported since lighting bi'gan. Municipal Ctmimisfiiouerb 
might with advantage bo stirred up to greater energy xn this ditoctioii.

3 5. The Chowkidari Act has boon introduced into four inoie \illag('s in tlie 
, , Buidi^an distri(‘t, making a total of 1 Jb. The Com- 

missioiier com»idcrs that it ouelit to iiavobi'en mm*o 
extensively introduced, and that proper attention has not been given to tlie sub- 
ject. Ill Baiikoora 50 1 ehowkidars are undi*i the Act against 47(> in 1S82. 'I'hev 
do not apjiear to have been paid as regulaily as in the ])re\iou8 yc'ar, and the 
jmnehuyets aeeomits have bi'oa badly kept and hard to be got at lor inspection. 
The CominiHsionor considers that in tins distiiet in egulaiitii‘s have been allowed 
to exist which ouglit to have boon cheeked lung ago, but admits tJiat good 
puncliayets ari' hanlly to bo got. 

Ill B(*eibhoom the number of ehowkidars under the Act lias been reduced 
to 149, the reason of which was reported last j ear. In tlii. district the number 
of chowkidais with grants of land is very large, and their grants al.so large. 
The ( Jommissioiior states that ho has heard of oii<' village where all the 
inhabimDts are ehowkidars and all the land cliakeran. Many of those men 
are, the Commissioner states, more like jagirdars or lukhirajdars than 
village vratchmen. From this it would appear tlial the figures in column 6 
of the supplementary statement to K, where the average annual emolu- 
ments of each cliowkidar is put down at Rs. IT'l only, must be incorrect, 
and an explanation will bo called for. 

In Midnapore only 2,11 1 ehowkidars in 4,781 villages are reported as 
undi'r the Act. 1 cannot reconcile those with last year's figures. More care 
is now taken in the matter of realization of arrears. The Magistrate asks 
for a special supervising agenc}’^, but does not enter into details. The ques- 
tion of pay of kltas niolial eliowkidars is noticed by the Oommissioner, but 
this is a point which will have to bo considered in the new Act, so I do not 
extract wfiat is said on this subject. 

Ill Hooghly two now unions with 10 ehowkidars have been formed, 
and the Act is now in force in 180 unions made up of 474 villages with 
612 ehowkidars. The District Superintendent reports that those men are 
not paid regularly or according to law, but generaly get something quarterly 
and arc fairly satisfied. He also states tliat they do not report crime sufficiently 
promptly, and that they 'often foil to report deaths. The Commissioner 
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considers that these remat ks arc too harsh, and that on the 'whole the TIooghly 
chowkidars undor the Act woik better than in most districts. The Magistrate 
urges tlic present want of control over them, %i)d their being under two 
masters — the zemindars and the punchayct — and reoomnionds their being placed 
under the police. 

In Howiah chowkidars are now under the Act, and payment is report- 
ed to bo getting more regular while crime is reported with lair punctuahty. 

16. All the chowkidars of the 24-1 Vrguiinahs district are under the Act 
„ , ,, by a straining of the law which does away with 

the dual 83 stem wnicli is generally lonnd so 
difficult to work, 'i’ho Pistiiet Superintendent considers the work good, but 
the Magistrate tliinks it still open to much improvement. In Nuddea the 
Act is in force in 2,661- villages, and some progrt*ss is reported to have been 
made in compelling chowkidars to supply iuformatuni, but there is still much 
to be desired. 

In Jessoro only villages arc now nndei the l{egulatii>n, 4,.i34 being 
under Act VI. The men aie paid with lair regularit3', and »lo their duty 
fuiily w'ell. 

In Khulna the Att is In forec in 2,748 villages and 1,811) chowkidars arc 
undor it, leaiing only 161 under the llegulatiou. IVoik i** reported to 
be fair. 


17. The Act lias now been extended to all the villages in Rajshaht'e 
_ exceiit 210, which aie scattried and not suiti'd to

seivaiits of thc< union and villagers, and until this is altered an elicctivo 
ruiul police cannot b<‘ Hccured.” 

In Dinogoporc- the Act has boon inttodiiec'd into 6,002 \illage«, and in its 
prc'sent state* will tt])]«ly but to Ic'W ot the romairuler. 'I'lio Magis- 
trate c'onsiders moio ]>ottv ciiine is re]>oited since the* Act w'as intio- 

diicccl, but doubts li s*'iu)us ciimo lias becni aitectc^d. 


In l*ubna attc lul.UK c has iin}m»\ecl, an 1 nuutuary statistics have been 
bettej rc'gistc I eel ; but thtic is no appic c mble inipiov (*ment in repoiting or 
suppic'ssiou of crime. 

The* opinion of tho Hi^tiict Snjicrin ton dent of Hogi.i, cAcr tlie whole oi 
whic'b distiKt the Aet is in lorcc* is <*\acll3 to the same eflect, and lie gi\os 
his opinion ri'gaiding tlio c'ausc of the want ot iiiipiovcment in tho rejioiting 
of ei lino 111 the following words' — “ The ehowkidai*' nowriHOiMng pay tioin 
tho hands ot the puneha3ot8 naturaU3' IcMik upon them as their masters, 
and they never rejiort a crime to a police station whi< h it is not tho wisli of 
the pumdia^’et to be* repented.” IIc' goes on ta say that they do not often give 
efficient help in investigations, and somotiuus “ stand in tho way cjf the legulai 
police ill cases where flic iiiteicst of a village paity is at slake.” 'riiis is tin* 
opinion of a native of tho country. 

In Rungpcjie great attention is paid to the realization of pn3'’ of chowki- 
dars, and tho Magistiati' states that all puiicliayots not paying arc** “ men ilessly 
worried ” till the}'' do .so. The* District Supeiiiiteiident, liow^cvc‘r, ccuisjdc'rs the 
chowkidars “out of hand,” and docs not take so iavuurabh* a view as the 
Magistrate does of thc'ir work, and the table of arrears sujipoits his opinion, 
Kungpoio shewing greatei arrears than any otlicr distru t in the piovinco. 

The Act has not bc^en fnrtlior intioduced in Juljiigoreo, whore it has only 
boon extended to 161 village's. The* late Deputy Commissioner c'onaidors tlio 
83’'stcm as a comph»te waste of power, and again urges tlie payment of the 
rate into the treasury and the issue of tho men’s pay by Government diiect. 
In Daijecling it has been decided that the Act will not work. 

Tho Commissioner in summing up the district reports states that he consi- 
ders the nu*n better paid and crime better reported, and adds* “Rut the iuo«.t 
will ncvc‘r be made of villagj chowkidars till Sir Fredoiick llalliday’s recom- 
mendation, that they should form a subsidiary police force under the Magistrate 
and not under villagers and punchi..yots, is earned out.” 
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18, The CoramiHsioner considers there has been some sfi^ht improvemett^ 
^ in the payment of cbow&idars and in the rhaiilarity 

^ * di^ their attendance, but points out the diffictiity in 

getting proper punchayets and the dilemma in which the ohowkidar is oztexi 
placed botwocu the villai^e factions. The Magistrate of Dacca considers that 
results are worse than m any district he lias been in, and remarks on 
tbo ignorance of the punchayets. The Magistrate of Furreedpore reoom* 
mends a system of rewards as likely to load to better work. The Magis* 
trate of Backerguiigo remarks that the punchayets generally try to get 
something for themselves or to get in a friend as chowkidar, and that in 
rare casps they exercise influence against the ends of justice ; but on the whole 
he considers the promjit payment a great gain to administration, and considers 
that tbo evils ho has noticed can bo reduced to a minimum by judicious control 
and a reference of punchayets’ reports to the police. 

39. The whole of the Noakholly chowkidars arc under Act VI and all 
«... ^ . except 147 in Tipperah. The Chittagong figures 

> asfong ivinan show morc chowkidoTa under this Act than are 

shewn in the supplement to statement El. I gather from the body of the 
report that all the chowkidars of the district except 11, who arc on tea gardens, 
are under Act VI. In Cliittugong quarteily ))ayinent8 are the lule, and this 
system is acquiesced in by the chowkidars and by the Magistrate. The main 
clifliculty consists in getting ))roper punchayets In Noakholly improve- 
ment is reported, and in Tipperah gteat progress appears to have been made 
under the present Magistrate. The District Superinttmdent reports that 
the chowkidar there is now fully under the control of the police, and that ho has 
been made to understand, though w ith some difficulty, that tie is not the servant of 
the punchayet but merely nominated by him on behalf of liis fellow villagers. 
The condition of the chowkidars in the Government estates which have boon 
sold in Ibis district is very bad, and bus lioen the subject of separate corres- 
pondence. 

20. 'rho Commissioner considers that tlie Act is working on the whole 

Patna DwUion satisfactorily, aiid that tlic chowkidars are iinprov- 

maion cvciy Way. Looking at the district repoits 

I find that in Patna the Act is reporK'd to be working most satisfactorily, 
but that it is doing so by the Act being entirely ignored. The whole dis- 
trict is divided into beats of 20 chowkidars on 11s. 3 with a mate on Ks. 4 
over them, and their pay is collected by a “ bukbslii” paid Us. 5 a month 
out of the 15 per cent, raised under section Xlll of trio Act. The pun- 
chaycts are rejoiced at the iutroductifin of a system which has saved them 
much labour and responsibility.’' their oxomption from which is jiorhajis also ju- 
dicious in the interests of the public; for tbc District Superintendent states that 
many of them arc suspected of being receivers. 

The District Superintendent of Sarun says the Act has never had a chance 
in that district at. it has in I*atna and Shahabad. In other words the letter of 
tlie law appears to have been adhered to in Sarun and there is consequently a 
comparative failure. In Chumjiarun a curious system has prevailed under whi(‘h 
each chowkidar had his own member of the punchayet who collected his pay, 
and this pressed hard on the poorer parts of the village. Thu present Magistrate 
is remedying this. 

21. The Commissioner states the system has worked fairly well and that 

there has been improvement during the 3’car in the 
•fnopan iviBiytt attendance of chowkidars, the r«'portin^ of crime.. 

and regularity of payment of eh >wkidars’ salaries. There is nothing in the 
district reports which calls for notico. 

22. Act VX is not in force in this division. The Commissioner exjiresseB 

OriaB»i>i\iu(m ® hope that the late Commission has taken the state 

of OribWi chowkidars into consideration, as they are 
as mucli in need of improvement as elsewhere. 

23. The Ooniniissioner hopes the chowkidars are improving, but does not

“”“"*1^""“’™- provWon for their pay and tliey are thorou^»Iy 

re-organizod. Until the cnowkidats are got m hand, ho does not see his way 
to deal successfully with house-breaking. 
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S4. The return of arrears of pay of ehowki^ara under Act VI sbewa 

"® »ndoubtod)y booominjr more rogu- 
Jarly paid. In January 7,649 ohowkidars out of 
$6y862 wore in anroars for over tliree months, and in December only 5,204i 
wore unpaid for so long. Most districts show very few in arrear over threo 
months. The worst are Midnapore 147, 24-Pergunnahs 105, Jessoro 091, 
Khulna 270, llungpore 942, Dacca 479, iFurreodporo 279, Backcrgungo 390, 
Saorun 196, 'Chumparun 937. These 10 districts account for over 80 per cent, 
of the number of men in arrear for over threo months. 

26. Cases of punishment have decreased from 0,367 to 8,517. Punish-

tricts: — Beerbhoom 521, 24-Pcrgunnahs G‘21, Raj- 
shahye 673, Run^ore 617, Sonthal Pergunnahs 402. All these districts except 
the 24-Pergunnahs also showed a largo number last year, but they all report 
considerably fewer cases than last year. In a good many districts chowkidars 
received rewards for good service, 

26. As the report of the Commission has now been circulated and will 
bo separately reported on, I do not here enlarge on the subject of chowkidars.

stables, and 176 constables, and the Railway Company uill do its own watch and 
ward. The ehango may be said to have been completed from 1st April 1884, 
I ha\e locently been directed to submit a scheme lor a Railw.ay Police similar 
to that i»n the Kast Tudiaii Itailwuy for Ihe other railways of Bengal, and 
the introduction of th is system is much needed. 

2b. Railways arc rapidly snpeiseding loads, and it is only in a few dia- 
„ , . , tricts that tlio latter retain thorr importance, 

J )urnig the past year a local paper rcportotl that 
the Grand Trunk Road in Balattore was unsafe for traviilcrs; but only 
one ease of robboiy took place, mid tliat not by a piolcssional gang. 

Tho road is regularly patndlod. Tho roads in Manbhoom, Ilazaribugh, 

and Shaliabad arc also regularly patrolled. In ilazaribagh measures are 
now being taken to improve the feupcr\ision over tho digwars who 
patrol the roads. This is much wanted as most of tlio dacoities which 

tako place in Ilazaribagh are of the nature of highway robberies and 

would be checked were the digwai's more .efHci cut. This is a matter wliieli 
tho Commissioner has to deal w ith, tho digwars not being under iny super- 
vision. 

29. During the year an incroise of pay was found iwK'Cssiuy in Ihe 
_ ^ , . Purroedpore and Tipperah distriids where the 

boatmen drew loss pay than ni the neigh Pouring 
districts. Tho increase amounted to Rs. 3X0 and Rs. 1,396 respectively. 
9’liero was also a rodistributitm of the bf>at establisirment of the 
24-Porguunahs and Jessoro among these two di-itiicts and IChuTiia, but 
the expenditure was not affect cd. The Commissioner of Buidwan does 
not consider tho boat patrol, which is kept up in Midnapore for tho purpose 
of protecting the salt revenue, is as effective as it <nrght to bo, aiul has 
called for a full report on tho subject. A new steam-launch-^ 77«* Watch — was 
built by the Marine Department for the 24-Porgujmttbs, and tho transfer of th© 
old Btoamor — TM Minx — to Dacca was sanctioned ; but the estimate for her 
repairs was so high that I preferred to recommend her sale. A 8i(‘am-launch 
is, however, mu<‘h wanted at Dacca. 
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30. The punltiTe police which had been qoait^d at KarshaUka 

„ , . , in Pubna since 1880, but which was reduced to 

\tra on tpeci* po c®. 1882, was finally withdrawn during 

the year. In Backergunge police are still quartered at Bamna and Madartoli, 
but the force at the former place has been reduced to one Sub-Inspector, 
throe head-constablos, and 25 constables. 

In Mymensingh a party of one head-constable and eight constables were 
liosted at Ghagra to repress disturbances. A force of one hoad’Constable and 
ten men was also entertained in Rungpore on account of obstructions on the 
Northern Bengal State Railway. 

31. The Chittagong Hill Tracts force was again reinforced in the end of 

_ 1883 by men detached from the special reserves 

ron lor po tee. which wcre then in Calcutta on duty at the exhibi- 

tion. This was necessary on account of a rumoured raid which turned out to 
be untrue. The men so sent as usual suffered much from sickness. There 
were no changes in the rest of the frontier force. 

32. The Dacca reserve was, as stated in last year’s report, in the Chitta- 

- , , _ ffo«g Hill Tracts when the report was sent up. 

pwta esorvei. q^hey suffered a good deal from fever when there, 

but their conduct was well reported on. The Doomka special reserve had to 
fumitth a force of one Inspector, four head-constables, and 50 men to assist the 
Commissioner of Nagporo in his operations against the Karwa dakaits in Sirgooja, 
and they started on 27th October. The Commissioner reported favourably on 
their services. They returned in December, and were at once ordered to Calcutta 
for duty in the exhibition where the rest of the detachment, as well as the Dacca 
and Bhagulp()re force, had preceded them. Owing to a false alarm of a raid 
in the Hill Tracts 80 men had to bo sent from Calcutta, as stated in the last 
paragraph. The rest did good service at the exhibition, and were favourably 
reported on both bv the Calcutta Police authorities and by exhibitors. 

33. During the year men were deputed to 106 fairs. I’his appears eon- 

sidcrably less than last year; but 21 fairs were 
“ ‘ wrongly included in last year’s list to which no 

police were deputed. The names of all such fairs have been excluded from 
statement D this j^'car. These fairs wqro attended by over 3] million of 
people. The number of cases reported was 152, and in 125 of these eonvicj* 
tions were obtained. q''he value of property stolen was Ils. I,()bl-14, and of 
that recovered Rs. 611-11-0. Additional police wore employed at the 8onepore 
fair in Sarun, and at the Juggauauth Car festival in l\ioroo. The whole of 
the rest of the fairs wore attended by detachments from the regular police.

As stated last year little or nothing can bo done towards the education 
of the force owing to the numbers at head-quarters being so small. The 
number under uistructioii in the past year therefore fell to one Sub-Inspector, 
1 6 bead-constables, and 437 constables. 

35. I have nothing to add to the remarks made last year regarding drill. 
nriUMidnm* Considering the small opportunities the men have 

of learning or of working in bodies, their profi- 
ciency is greater than could be expected. The weakest point is the officers, 
many of whom, from Assistant Superintendents downwards, know little 
or nothing of drill. It can scarcely be expected that a station officer should 
be able to keep up his drill, but Assistant Superintendents and Inspectors 
should know more than the majority of them do. 

Shooting will, I trust, improve in the present year, when the newly is s u e d 
carbines come into use. The old ones were utterly useless at any distance 
over 50 yards, and even the best shots failed to hit the target. The GovexMent 



of India finally refased to sanction Snider rifles for the police, and authorized 
a fresh issue of the old arm. One-third of the arms wore replaced after the 
end of the calendar year, and another third is in course of issue. Those arms 
are not unsuited to the district police, but the reserves ought, I consider, to hare 
been armed with Sniders. Those bodies may bo required to use their weapons 
in small expeditious, like that to Sirgooja last year, and are semi-military 
in their organization, and should bo armed in accordance with the duties they 
hare to perform. If Sniders are considered necessary fjr jail guards, they 
appear much more necessary for these reserves, which have taken the (dace 
oi native regiments. 

36. The expenditure on account of police buildings during the calendar 
_ year, and the department through which it was spent, 

“ IS given in the table below. I think it would be well 

if District Superintendents did not send in this return in future until the bofi^- 
ninu of April. 1 should then be able to check the ^ figures better, and wey

Expenditure was very high for Lohardugga owing to the stations of that 
district being redistributed during the year It was also high in the Sonthal 
Pergunnahs owing to the extent-ion of the Police Act in that district.

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Retirements on pension are again greater, and, as remarked last year, the 
number is likely to increase for some years as many of tho men who enlisted 
when the police was first formed are now qualified mr pension. 

Resignations are also considerably more numerous. ^ The greatest increase 
took place in llooghly (47) and Dacca (63), due, I imagine, to the unpcmularity 
of municipal service ; but no explanation is given by the Districc Superin- 
tendents. The difference in tho percentage of resignations in Bengal and 
Behar is very startling, it being 8 per cent, in Bengal and 2 percent in Bchar. 

In tho "Patna Division it is only 1*2. There ere therefore necessarily 
many more men of long service in Behar. 

Dismissals, discharges, desertions, and deaths are all fewer. The decroaso 
in deaths is most marked in tho eastern districts. Tlio rate is lower than last 


year, but higher than in 1881. Lohardugga shows the highest percentage, 
but it is very much lower than tbo highest last year, being only 4 against 
6-/>. Rajshahye oomos next with 3*7, and Burdwau, which stood highest last 
year, conies only third with 3*0. la Rajsliahye the mortality from fever has 
been high. 

38. As usual tho Chittagong Tlill Tracts shews far the highest percentage,

39. There were two charges of extortion brought in the Kliulna district, 

^ but in neither was the necusi'd iudicially punished.

In one a constable was dismissed. 


Tho police of Shahanngar in Moorshedabad behaved very badly in beating 
a man, and though they wore discharged judicially, the head-eoustablc was 
fined and degraded. 

There wore two charges of extortion against tho police of Dinageporo, 
but in both cases the accused were discharged. A Bogra constable was 
accused of taking a bribe in Purneah, and convicted, but was acquitted on 
appeal. 

In Rungporo there were several petty charges of extoition, all of which 
wore dismissed. There was also one serious charge against the liead-constable 
of Sundergungo, who was said to have tortured a man and caused his death. 
Both tho District Superintendent and the Snb'Di'*ihional Officer of Gaibaudu 
found tho charge to be absolutely false, and the head-coxxstable was allowed 
to prosecute the com])lainaiit, who, however, ab.scondod. 

In I’ubna a constable named trohirudden was convicted of extortion, and 
sentenced under section 38,3 to three months’ rigorous iuiprisoninent and Rs.. 10 
fine. lie seized a cart without lights and extorted a rupee from the carter. 
Tbo Sub-Inspector of Ullaporo in llie same district, and three constables were 
committed to the Sessions lor having arrested and tortured some men against 
whom there was a charge of burglary. The case was committed to the Sessions 
and the accused wore convicted there. The High Court, however, acquitted 
them. After a further departmental enquiry the Sub-Inspector has been 
reinstated with the sanction ot the Magistrate. There was one petty charge of 
extortion in Raishahyo. A head-cc nst able was accused of extorting some fish. 
He was fined Rs. 50 on trial, and dismissed. 

In Dacca two charg<*s were brought — ono of assault to extort a confession, 
and ono of extortion. In tho former tho head-constable was acquitted. The 
latter, which was against two constables, was pending at the close of the year. 
In Myroensing, too, there were two cases, both of torture. In the first the 
District Superintendent sent up the head-constable of Dewangunge for tortiir-. 
ingaman and causing his death. He was convicted by the Sessions Court 
under section 823, and ftenteiiocd to six months’ imprisonment. The second case 
was also against a head-constable, but it broke down. 
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In Chittagong a hoad-constable and a constable extorted Rs. 450 from a 
man charged with murder by threatening to maltreat the females of his family. 
They were both convicted and scntoncod to two years’ rigorous imprisonment 
with fines of Rs. 500 and Ra. 50. I’here was a second petty case in which two 
constables wrongfully restrained an opium vendor. The case was rather one of 
taking a bribe than extortion. 

In Noakholly throe constables who were escorting treasure extorted 
money from a terry man. Ono was sentenced to two years’ and tho other two 
to three months’ imprisonment. 

In Chuniparun a hcud-constablo and constable were committed to the 
Sessions for torturing to extort production of st<»leu property, hut weio acquit- 
ted. The case was a very doubtful one, so they wore not dismissed. At the 
end of tjic year a constable was under trial for extorting money from a man by 
arresting him on a charge of harbouring Domes. In Gya no oliargo of toi*turo 
was brought, but, after tho murder of »Sub»lnspcctor Muzar Khan, when a cause 
for his murder was being seat died for, it appeared that he had tortured a man 
and his daughtor-in-law in the most disgusting manner without inflicting any 
bodily harm in order to extract a clue in a theft case, and tho Comiuissionei is 
of oiiiiiion that he was murdered in revenge for some such case. 

There was one ease in Saruu wliich is reported as toiture, but it appears to 
have been a quarrel about tari- The men were originally convictoa under 
section hut tho Judge changed tho section to (347 and ; so tlui caso is 
noted here. 

Three cases of * extortion took ]dacc in the Sonthal I’ergunnahs. In all 
eousTables were the offcndors and all were convicted. 

In AlaUlah one charge of torture was brought which was found to be totally 
false. There were also Itireo charges of cxtoition, two were found to be false 
and ono wa« pending. All w'cre petty. In Purncah one constable was jirose- 
cuted for extorting a bribe of 4*8. lie was convicted under section 381, 
and got nine months. 

Ill Pooree a Sub-Inspector, a head-constable, and two constables were com- 
mitted to tin* Sishions foi torture, &c., under sections 880, 848, 342, and 100. 
Thej wore acquitted, but their action had been so coiitraiy to law that they 
were disinis.std fivnu the service This caso was fully reported to ( Hot eminent 
at the time it occurred. In Italasore also a b.id ease occurred in which an act- 
ing Sub-Inspector, a eonstabJo, and a ehowkldar were committed under sec- 
tion 330. The Sub-Inspector forfeited his bail, and is still at large, 'i’be con- 
stable got six and the chowkidar thn'C years. There was anotlier petty caso in 
the same district, which appears to tho floinmissioner and to myscdi to have 
been extortion ; but the Magistrate who tried the caso convicted only of taking 
an illogul gratification. 

In Lolierduj^ga a Sub-Inspector was convicted by the Assistant Commis- 
sioner of Ranehi, and sontoneed to two years’ rigorous imjnisonment for extort- 
ing a bufiiilo and a cow from a man. lie was acquitted on appeal, but was dis- 
missed. There were two more petty charges of i*xtortion, in both of whicli 
the accused w'cre discharged. In one, however, a head-constable was dismissed. 
A constublo w'as also executed for murder, particulars of which will be found 
under its projicr ciinic heading. 

1 have given above not only the charges proved asformcrlv, hut the charges 
brought in order to shew Government exactly what amount of opptcssion tho 
police are guilty of. T’liat they arc guilty of some theie is no (h>ul>t, ami that 
they have been considered departmontally guilty of more than lias been judici- 
ally proved is shown by tho cases above noted, in wliich dejiartinental punisliuicnt 
was inflicted after the accused had been discharged jmliciully. The caso of 
Muzar Khan also proves (if proof be needed) tli.it a certain amount of 
oppression is committed that does not eomo to liglit. Allowing fully for 
this, and looking at tho size of tho body and tho great power which is 
wielded by low paid oflicors, 1 claim that the above list show's that on tho 
whole the police as a body did their duty fairly and witliout ofijnvssion. .imi 
that the people at largo do not suffer so much from their acth, as is h«>nietiint*s 
asserted, lii proof ot this I also may note hero that no piopohiil for the 
removal of a station or outpost is over mooted which does not meet with 
the strongest local opposition, and that applications to liu\u police stations 
located in new sites are numerous.

Tlio ])ercentage of officers punished dopartmentally. is very high, but it 
must bo remembered that many of these punishments are very light. 1 find that 
over cent, per cent, of officers were punished in Balasore, Rungporo, and 
Mongh^r. The Commissioner considers, and I agree with him, that punishments 
in Balasore have been excessive. It is generally ^ oung officers who punish most, 
and Magistrates should cxcreiso a check in such cases. It is ini})ossibIe for me 
to do so without injudicious interference, which would do moic harm than 
good. 

41. At the close of the year under report 8,770 men wore one or more 

good conduct stripes, the details of which arc

Und<*r the rules 10 per 
cent of the force muy draw the allowance, and in most districts the full number 
arc eligible ; but at present I have not sufficient funds to give the full sum 
required to all.

p«cia rewaw# districts includo good conduct stripes in their 

return, and 214 wi'ro rewarded by promotion. The number of money rewards 
Is greater than last year by 828. The figures for promotion cannot, I con- 
sider, be correct, as no less than 101 of the 214 cases took place in Balasore, 
where the conduct of the jiolito has been bad and punishments very frequent. 
The Assistant District ISuperinteudcnt will bo called on to explain. The follow- 
ing officers were specially rewarded W me : — Inspectors Pitamber Singh 
of Buckorgunge, Kasim ^li of Mozuncrporc, Protab Narain of Saruii; 
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Sub-Inspectors Behuri Lai Boso of Backergunge, Raj ini Kant Dass of tho 
24-PorgunnahsY Doorga Nath Rai of Noakholly ; and bead-constable Ambika 
Chum Ghose of ttungporo. 

43. A head-constable of Dacca was prosecuted for misappropriating 

money entrusted to him for repairs to tho guard 
eiseman boat. He wa« discharged on trial, but was dis- 

missed the force. A head-constable of Rungporc was also tried and dUcliargod. 
He received a fine and did not credit it to Government. 1 ho case appeared a 
very clear one, but both Judge and assessors acquitted him. IIo, too, was 
discharged. In Pubna Jauoki Nath Sanyal, head-constablo of Scrajgunge, 
was convicted under section 400, and sentenced to eight years’ rigorous imprison- 
ment on two charges tor embezzling fines and othe;r monies. Tlie case was fully 
reported at tho time.

are included in this number. Of these escajxss thiec wore frt»in lock-ups, 54 Irom 

f iolico buildings, 70 from other places, and 79 were made during transit. One 
lundred and thirty-two, or 61 per cent, of tho escaiiod persons, wero 
leeajdurcd 

The escapc*s from the custody of warders were 18 from jails and 41 from 
lock-ups. Tinclvo of the former and 29 of the latter, oi 09*5 per cent., were re- 
captured. This shews a gieat iinjirovenient over last year.

Sixteen cases reported as accidental deaths or suicides proved on enquiry to be 
murders or cases of culpable liomicide. 

40. Tho Comniissionor of Chota Nagpore first omployod a body of police 
Employment of poboo beyond tbe from liis own divihion in tlio Sirgooja State to try 
fjonticr and Capture a baud of Kui-wa dakaits. They were 

badly led aud failed. In fact the force was not suitt'd for tlie work it was 
put to, and it is to be regretted that tho Commissioner did not at once apply 
for a body of the special reserve. Finally 50 men were sent from tho I )ooiuka 
special reserve and 80 from tho Patna reserve, and tho work was done by 
this body. 

50. The whole of the districts of the province were inv^pocted except 

Cuttack, Pooree, tho Gurjhats, and Moldali. At 
ii.*ppctinn. time I had fixed for going to Orissa I was 

ordered to go to Bogra and could not go also to Orissa These districts had 
been inspected in February lb8‘}. lialasore appoart'd to want ins}>ection, 
so Mr. Baker went there in my place, and thus Maldah was not inspected by 
him till early in April. Bogra, Tipperah, Monghyr, and Bliagulpore were 
twice visited, and I also visited Maldah without inspecting fully. The follow- 
ing 16 sub-divisions were inspected: — Ramporo Hat, lianigungo, Goaluudo, 
Scrarapore, Baghlrhat, Jamooe, .lungypore, Hongoiig, Koostea, Diiiaporo, 
Arrareah, Kurigrain, Deoghur, Nattoro, and Nowgong. This is double tho 
number repoilcd last year, but still not as many as I should like to see 
inspected. I also visited, but did not fully inspect, Kulna, Kutwa, aud Kaj- 
nielial. 

51. This duty has generally been well attended to. Tho Burdwan 
iHipootion. by Dietnct Suponn- Comiiiibsioner says “ This duty was carefully 

tendontu jierf^'rined by all the superior officers with the excep- 

tion of tho head-quarter.; Inspector of Burdwan.” In Midnaporc the very 
largo nuniher of stations and outposts (62) and their distance renders tlie duty 
of inspection very heavy. 

'I'he I’rosidenoy Commissioner points out that inspection was deficient in 
Moorshodabad, one station and six outposts not having been visited by the 
District Supeiintendcnt. I find, however, that tliose were inspected by the 
Assistant Buperintendent ; oven allowing for this, inspection in that district was 
dtficient and not cri*ditable to the District Superiutendent. 

Tho Bajshaliyo Commissioner does not notice the subject. In this divi- 
sion tho District Buperiutcudent of .Tulpigoree did not do sufficient inspection. 
I’he Commissioner of Dacca considers that tho work of inspection has been 
“ well done,” but regrets that tbe number of places to bo visited prevents 
longer stay at each jilace. 'J'he return shows that inspection in this division 
and in Chittagong vni- more frequent than in any others. 

'J'he C3iiltagoug C^oiumissioner makes no remark, but, us just stated, inspec- 
tion was satisfactory. , , , 

In tho Patna Division good results arc shewn on the whole. The District 
Superintendent of Sliahabad did not, however, inspect sufficiently, Tho Com- 
missioner makes no lemaiks. 

in Bhagtilpore too results are generally satisfactory, the district which 
shews worst being Monghjr. In Maldah inspection was very complete. 
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The Commisaioner of Orissa considers that the work of inspection was 
done fairly as far as the number of visits to the stations and oul posts go. 
In this I cannot agree. Out of 139 stations and outposts in the division 61 
were visited but once, and 19 not at all. f admit that many of the outposts 
in this division are unimportant, and that there is not much to inspect; still mon 
get lax in doing oven a little if they know their superior officers no not look 
after them. In Cuttack there is some excuse for short inspection, as the 
District Superintendent was for two months also in charge of the Gurjhats 
district, ana his health towards the end of the year was bad. In Pooree inspec- 
tion was very bad, 13 stations and outposts were not visited, and 10 wore 
visited but once. The Assistant District Superintendent reports that 
the inspections that took place were thorough, but the Magistrate dis- 
agrees. The present Assistant Distiict Superintendent was in charge for 
little over five moiiths, so that the blame does not rest entirely with him. 
The Balasure Assistant District Superintend ont was in charge nine months of 
the year. Twenty-eight of his stations were visited but once, (‘ight twice, and 
only four more than twice. The Assistant District Saporintendeut points out 
that his predecessor visited only five stations in three months, and that be was 
unable to go on tour in November, owing to fever caught during inspection. 
[Even, however, allowing for the above, I cannot consider the work sufficient. 

In the Chota Nagpore Division inspection was insufficient in llazaribagh. 
The present District Superintendent has been in charge since May. Ho points 
out that previous to his death, the late District Supt‘rintendonf was unable 
to go on tour. I consider that the present District Supeiinteudcnt might have 
done more than he has done. 


There has been a very distinct improvement in the character of inspections. 
As stated in parograjih 5t of last yeaPs report, the aftentiou of all District 
Superintendents was ealled to Inspectois’ inspections. 1 find a great majority 
of the Inspectors, whose reports I have perused, have pah. full attention to 
that circular. Some inspectors will not get out of the old groove of confining 
tlieir inspections to an examination of books and registers, and there are 
a certain number who find it difficult irom age or failing liealth to knock about 
as mu(h as they ought to do. 1 cousidor tlu're would bo a distinct gain 
in ellicieney woie such men relegated to court duties, as suggested m paia- 
grapb 73, 

62. In addition to the offieeis who di'^d in 1883, whose names were

remarks. Coiomu f^kiuiier, Major liaiuhay, Messrs* 
Wilcox, Harris, Showers, Munro, and Smith. 


Among Assistant Supciintcndents the following have been most favourably 
mentioned* — Messrs. Schurr, Judge (these* two geiitlomc’ii have been in cbart»e of 


districts for most of the year), Deb, Tuekei, Clogstoun, C. 11. Palish, and Kemp. 
Messrs. Graham and Saudilands were deputed for special duty iu Calcutta 
during the exhibition, and were favourably lejioited on. 

Mr. Kuyvett has done good service during the year as I’orsonal Assistant. 

Important o,dtr8. , Th<‘ most unpoitant orders issued during 

the year were as follow — 

The cir<‘ular already roterred to in juragraph 61 regarding inspection. 

A circular on the preparation of tho khatiuu register which is the founda- 
tion of all police returns. 

A circular regarding the suppression of opium smuggling. 

The number and inipurtauce of orders issued is less than usual, as all charges 
which are not of an urgent nature aro being embodied in the now issue of 
police circulars which Major Wilkinson was engaged on for about six months 
of the past year, and which is now under revision by me. 
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55. In paragraph 4 of the resolution on last year’s report ihe Govenuneot 

of Bengal asked for some further information regard* 
*^'^*”**’ *” i>opuiation xng tho proportion of crime to population and police* 
Ml poice. which I now proceed to give. 1 havo taken tho figures 

for 1 S82 for all tho groat proviuooa for which they aro available* viz. tho North- 
Western Provinces and the Punjab. The figures for Madras aro not available 
without great labour* and oven then I doubt if I could give them correctly, 
as the returns of that province arc so very different from those of tho Northern 
Provinces. In statement A cognizalilo and non-cognizablc cases have all 
been mixed up togeth(*r. 1 have not received the Bombay report for 1882.* 

I lie table below shews that in the North-Western Provinces one 
<-ognizal)lo case was reported for every 220 persons, in the Punjab one for 363, 
and in Bengal one for 006. 1 have taken the figures for population from 

c'olumu 33 of statement 111. In the North-Western Provinces tho figures thoro 
given differ from those given in j)Jiragraph 15 of tho report. As I am not in 
possession of information as to the cause of the difieronce* I have adopted 
those of the return. The number of police is given from columns 3 to 10 of 
tho same statement, correcting a mistake of one which was made last year in 
Bengal. As regards ijivestigatiug officers I have found some difficulty, as tho 
figures in tlio throe provinces aro not at all got in the same way. In the 
North-Western Provinces columns 2f* 20* 28 of statement E apparently 
include only officers drawing under Ks. 100 as tho number is tho same as 
that in column 5. In order to compare with other provinces the number 
of officers on municipal work (835) and Inspectors (192) have to bo added to 
those in column I may be wrong in this, but as far as I can sec this should 

be done, and the result got in tins way is the same as that got by taking 
column 4-t-eolunm .O-j-colunin 0 — column 24 — column 20, as has been 
done in Bengal. In the Punjab I have added the number oi officers in 
column 9 to those in column 28. As no details are given, this is the nearest 1 
can get, and tho result differs by one only from that got by tho above formula. 
In Bengal column 28 is useless, as offieors employed in municip.'il duty 
are not shewn separately. I hiive therefuro taken the totals of columns 
4 and 5 and deducted columns 24 and 2G from them. This gives a 
considerably larger and therefore mor<* unfavourable figure than column 28. 
From tho result 1 have deducted the offieors of tho special rosorves (25) and salt 
j)oliee, (09) who do no enquiry. 1 am aw'Dro that the figures thus obtained aro 
not absolutely correct, as many municipal officers aro solely for watch and 
ward, but they aro as cojTCct as 1 can uot tie m from the return. From tho 
table it will be seen that in the Punjab ouly 2*5 cases a year are reported for 
each policeman, in llengal t*3, and in tho North-Western Provinces 5*9, tho 
number enquired iiitu for each policeman being 2*5, 3*5, and 3 9 Tosjioctively It 
will also be sec»n that tho I’unjab is comparatively very weak in officers, and tho 
number of cases to officers is therefore very large, being 91*5 per annum to each 
officer, while in Bengal it is 2*s'l and in tho NortU-Wostera Provinces 24*5. 
From these figures, i*oiisLdored along with those given last ycai*, it is clear that 
much may bo done in the vray of redistribution — 
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56. Ae already stated in paragraph 2 the Government of India have made 
ivnnu.. p™»rii«d » ttrt. rf change in tlia oiimioal statcmonta which will 
Police work by the Government of como into forco from the current year, and when 

these statements come mto general use it will be 
possible to compare the working of the diflPercnt produces. 

At present it is impossible to do so with any certainty that the results 
arrived at will be correct, as figures nominally shewing the same thing are so 
differently arrived at in different provinces. 

The nine tests laid down by the Government of India are— 

(a) Cases— 

1. Percentage of cases investigated by the police to cases reported. 

2. Percentage of cases, police and direct, in which a conviction was 
secured to cases decided. 

3. Percentage of police cases in which a conviction was secured to cases 
investigated. 

4. Percentage of police cases ending in conviction to cases decided. 

(d) Persons — 

1 . Percentage of persons released in police cases without being brought 
before a Magistrate to persons ai-rested by the police. 

2. Percentage of persons convicted in police cases to persons arrested by 
tlie police. 

3. Percentage of persons convicted in police cases to persons sent up 
for trial. 


(c) Property — 

1, Pcrceutago of i)roperty recovered, to property lost. 

2. Percentage of cases in which property was lost to cases in which 
property was recovered. 

Out of the above only (a) 1 and 3, (i) 1, and (o) 1 and 2 can be given 
from the old forms of statement but from addithms made by this Government 
to the form I have boon able to add («) 2. As (^') 1 gives a very small per- 
centage for the \vh<d<5 province, 1 have not thought it necessary to W'ork it out 
for each class of crime and each division. I have collected tlie figures of the 
other tests into one table, which I give here, omitting class VI, whicJiis of little 
importance in connection with police work. 

The results of tost («) 1 show that the police are most used to investigate 
cases in the Patna Division. Next, but at a considorablo interval, como the 
Presidency, Bbagulporc, and Chota Nagporc Divisions, while they are lea.st used 
in Chittagong and Dacca. 

The results of test (a) 2 which, until figures for (a) 4 can be got, is on the 
whole the best test of work which we have, shews Bliagulpore first followed by 
Chota Nagpore, Patna, Chittagong, and Dacca ; ilajshahyo being far the worst 
and the Presidency and Burdwan next to it. 

Test (a) 3 is not so much a test of police work as a tost of the inclination of 
the people to bring false cases combined with the result on trial of teases sent 
up as true. Looking over the statement I think it is a pity tJiat a column was 
not added giving number of cases sent up in A form, and that tlie test should be 
the percentage of these ending in conviction ; still the tests of persons will give 
almost the same result. In this test Bhagulporo stands first and Chittagong and 
Burdwan next, Dacca and Patna being the lowest. 

In the property tests in classes 111 and V the Orissa Division shews on 
the whole the best results in the percentage of property recovered and Chota 
Nagpore comes next, Bajshahyc and Bhagulporo being the worst. 

In the percentage of cases in wliich property was recovered, takiug the 
two classes together the Presidency and Chota Nagpore shew tm the 
whole beet. The position of Dacca is carious, as it shews the best results in 
class III) and the worst in class V.

Divisions, the total decrease being 1,540 cases, and it has increased in the 
otlier divisions, the figures being Burdwan 415, Presidency 1,011, Kajshahye 
1,182, Dacca 1,403, Patna 1,630, Bhagulpore 222 — total 6,863 cases, the 
diflTerence as before being 4,314. 

59. Below are shewn the number of cognizable and non-cognizable cases 
proi>orfcirtu of cogtiiauibie to non* cach divjsion ivitli tho percentage of cognizable 
cojmiiabjf crime in eacL division. to noii-cognizable. This is a new comparison, and 

it shews that in the whole province non-cognizablo crime exceeds cognizable 
2*8 per cent. only. Cognizable crime exceeds non<cognizable in tho 
Bnjshahye, Patna, Bhagulpore, Orissa, and Chota Nagpore Divisions, the 
greatest disproportion being in Chota Nagpore, Patna, and Bajshahye, while 
non -cognizable crime is the more prevalent in^ the Chittagong, Dacca, and 
Burd wan Divisions. In Bengal proper non cognizable crime exceeds cogniza- 
ble by about 12 per cent., w'hile in Bebur cognizable exceeds non-cognizable 
by almost exactly the same proportion. The eastern and more litigious

The 
percentage of increase in cases UL’-ainst propoity is not large, and the number 
of eases is less by 1,283 than that reportt*d in 1880. The inercaso is almost 
universally attributed to the high prices ol food. The chief incieaso has 
taken place in the Presidency, JJajshahyo, Haoca, and l^itaa Divisions, and 
the causes will be dealt with under the classes of crime atficted. 

Offences against public tranquillity have increased cliietly in the Dacca 
and Bhagulpoiq Divisions 

In “ other offences” the increase is solely due to nuisance cases under which 
heading there is an increase of 2,501 oftences. This class ol cihm* is ol no 
importance in a police point of view, 'fhe increase is spread over most f»f the 
divisions. 

62. The number of false cases has fallen to 7,401). This is a little over half 

tlie numhor reported as false in 1877, tlie year m 
aioc4«(8 W'hich the cii<'ular defining and classifying false 

cases, which has now been adopted by the Government of India, was first 
issued. Mistakes are still made, paiticulurly in sub-divisions, in classif3nng 
cases, but the subject comes under review in each half-j’carly working state- 
ment, and the orders of Government are now gcncrully understood and carried 
out. Excluding these ea8<^, the balance of tnu* cases is 90,990 against 101,227 
last year, or 01,546 if hurt cases bo deducted, the increase being 5,3 17. 
The proportion of true eiimo to area is 1 to Is”) square mile, and 1 to C83 
persons. Dediicting class Yl, the figures are one oilenco to 2 2 squaie miles 
and to 981 of poxmlatlon.

The amount of crime is therefore decidedly greater than in the last two 
years, blightly greater than it was in 1880, and decidedly less than it was in 
any of the years previous to that. Including hurt cases, the increase over last 
year is 2*1 per cent., and excluding hurt it is 4i*7 per ceut. 
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The cliii'f object of the above table is to bhew the number of cases declared 
false. Hurt cuscb have not betm evluded fiom the tigures tor 18S0, 18S1, and 
18fa2, as they make little difleieiice in the percentage In Jluidwaii the per- 
centage has increased, this icsult being duethictly to the largo numlar ot cases 
declared false in Midiiapore and llceibhoom. Tlie li<>uio in the Presid<.n<“y 
Division is exactly the same ns last 3 *enr The Magistiates of tho 21-Pergua- 
nahs and Khulna, in winch tho pcicentages aie highest (7*b and G D), botli 
consider that tliis is paitly duo to inattention on the part ot Subordinate 
Maglstmtes to tho orderb of Goveimnent ; the lattei Alagistiato considois that 
there was an impro^ement tow aids tho end of tho year. 

The pereoutage in tho Kajshahjo Division is blightly less than last year, 
being kejii down by tho small iiuuibi r ot such c.iscbin Daijeeling, wlnre, as the 
Deputy Ooramissioiier remarks, the hill man “ is an uttci sti anger to false eases 
as a weapon ot oltence. Ho would soimer use Ins kookii.” lii Pubna and 
Dinageporo the pieccntages aic high (11 and 9*1). In Puhiia this is said to 
bo due to insutlitieiii scrutiny of police forms by tho Sub- Divisional Officer 
of Serajgungc. ISo explanation is given of tho high rate in Dinugc'poro. 

The peicentage in the Dacca Division is liigher than lust year, and is 
also the higho&t in the jirovmce. In Fuiioedpoie tho peicentage, which was 
13*7 last 3 *i‘ar, has gone down to 8, while in JJackergungo it has iisen from 6*5 
to 113. Ill iKieca and Mymeiisiugh also the figures hate im^reasod. The 
Comniissiouer has cabl'd for explanations, as none were given by the Magis- 
trates. 

In (^liitiagong theie is a very maikod decrease. 

In Patna a small decrease is reported. Tho percentages of Chumparun 1 1*7, 
Shaliabad 10 7, and Dhuibunga 0 7, are abnormally high, and the attention of 
the Magistrates of tlu'se distiicts is rcquiicd on this point. 

Tho incieaso lu the percentage in the Bhagulpore Division is chiefly due 
Wonghyr, wlieit' tho figure has ribou to 9*3. Tho Commissioner, however, 
considers "this to b(‘ coriect. 
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Orissa shows a doeroase, butthoporccntagosin Cuttack (14*2) and Balasore 
(10‘1) are still abnormally high, and the iJornmiKsionor points out that there ie 
no reason why the percontago should be 31 in Pooroo and so miich higher in 
the adjoining districts. It is clear that the orders of Government are not yet 
fully carried out in those districts. 

In the Chola Nag[)ore Division the increase is duo to Manbhoom, which 
shews 11*6 per cent, and llazaribagh 8 7. No explanation of these increases is 
giyon. In Siiigbhoom only one case was declared false. 

Cases exoludrd as fa)M* and removed G*)« The number of cases excluded from tho 

to non-oogni/abie. rotum Qs fulsc through mistake of law or fact is 

8,699, over three fourths of which are under class V. The number of charges 
originally laid under cognizable sections, but which wore decided to be non- 
cognizable and art' shewn under jiart II of statement A, is 1,051. 

cwiosdontnpaBiaiso by the poiKo 66. Tlio preccntagG of C forms falso declared 

but declared to bo ti UP. by Magistrates to be true is 7‘8 against 7*7 last 

year, the difference being nominal. U ho following districts shew very high 
figures: — Loliardugga 18 5, Kiingtioro 14’2, IBccibhoom lt-1, Pubna 13*8, 
lihagulporc 12*0, I’urreedporo 12*8. It will he observed that llungpore is second 
on the list. In that district tho great majority of C forms false are crujuirod into 
judicially, and wlu'u inspecting there recently I found that inany^ eases sent up 
by good officers as false Avcie decided to be true when enquired into judicially, 
owing to the judicial officer h( aring only the t om plain ai it’s side «>f the t^ucs- 
tion and his witnesses, and I have Jiad some correspoudeuco with tho Magis- 
trate on this subjc'ct. 

In his last letter tho Magistrate soys: “ Your 2nd paragraph exactly 
hits off what I have been tr^ iiig to got the jiolioo to do t'ver since 1 have been 
bore. In an A form the police put down the names of witnesses on whose evi- 
dence they loly to prove the case' tiue, so in a G form lalsi it appears to me 
that they sliould ( liter the names of tlu* witiiessos on whoso evidence thf*y 
rely to jirovc the <*asi‘ false. If the police wdll only ]>ut the names of such 
witnesses in tlu' O l<n7n, I uill always summfm them.” Tho suegt»slion appears 
a good one as at ])usi nt uo such disfiiictiou is made, and onliiiurily a judicial 
offic‘'i eiiqiiiiiiig into tfa' truth oi otlu'ruisc of a (3 form issues jirocess only on 
the witiiesHcs origin.ill}'^ naitied t>j the complainant. 
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I’he percentage of prot ecu lions to false cases is 20 per cent, ag.iiiist 18*6 
in 1882, but with tho iiicre< so in ])ios('cutions results have become worse, only 
31*2 per cent, of cases having ended in conv'ictiou against 34 pur cent, last 

year. 
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From tho table of pereenta^ of conviction in these cases for eadh divisioo 
given below it appears that in (^ota Nagpore prosecutions have been most sue* 
cessful, Patna comes noxtj and Orissa next. In Kajshahye results are very bad~* 
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In the Burdwan division 185 rases were instituted against 179 in the pre> 
vious year. Kosults are worse. The Magistrate of Midnapore recommends tliat 
it should bo imperative on a Magistrate instituting or sanctioning a prosoeu* 
tion for a false charge to record a proceeding, stating tho grounds on which 
ho bases his action ior the guidance of the odicer trpng the case. 

The Magistrate of Bcerbhom considers that tho police might do more for 
such cases it they sot forth more clearly tho nature of the evidence which they 
could bring forward to prove tho oiiginal ehai-ge to be false. This is exactly 
the same idea as that of the Magistrate of Itungpore quoted in tlie preceding 
paragraph. 

The difficulty of tlie question of prosecutions for false charges is illus* 
tratod by tho remarks of the Commissioner regarding the Burdwan district, 
where he says ho has hcaid it hinted that the proceedings taken as regards 
false charges had deterred some persons from bunging true cases. This is 
always tho fear in insisting on prosecutions in sucli cases. 

The Commissioner of the ] ‘residency Division considers that his Magis- 
trates generally have prosecuted too few cases. B(*fore Mr. Monro loft he 
expressed his dissatisfaction with tho action of the Magistrate of Nuddea in 
this respect, and the present Commissioner lias done the same to the Magis- 
trate of Khulna. In the 24-Pergunnah8 fow cases were instituted during the 
second half-}^ear, as tho officer who was then Joint-Magistrate considei’ed it 
impolitic to prosecute such cases unless sure of a conviction. The Commis- 
sioner also notes tho bad cftect of section 41)5, Criminal Procedure Code, on 
the prosecution of these cases, winch from their nature require an experienced 
and trained piosocutor. 

In the Bajshahyo division 171 prosecutions were inslitutod against 141 
in the previous year, but only 83 of these were successful against 4 1 lu 1882. 

There was not a single conviction in Bogra, and only one in Darjeeling. The 
Commissioner makes no remaiks on these very poor results. 

In the Dacca division njoro cases wer<‘ piosccuted, and with hotter results. 

The Commissioner states that he has nothing to add to what he said last year 
on this subject. 

The Magistrate of Backorgunge draws attention to tho very poor results 
in Patiiakhali, where only two per c(‘nt. of the eases instituted ended in convic- 
tion. Altogether I consider the criminal administration of that suh-division 
has boon greatly below average during 1883, 

In (Jhittngong many fewer cases were declared false, particularly in 
Tipperah, while two more prosecutions were instituted, llesults are better. 

In Patna the number of cases instituted was greater by 29, hut results 
were not so good as in 1882. T'he largo falling off in the institutions in 
I humparun— 8 1 cases, — is said to he due to more cases liaving been enquired 
into judicially before the order for prosecution was given. During part of the 
year souio hardship appears to have been caused to iunocont persons by this 
procedme. 

Fewer cases wore prosecuted in the Bhagulpore division in proportion to 
to the number of cases pronounced false and witli worse results. No cause 
con be assigned. 

Kesults aic not so good in Oiissa, though a few more cases were instituted. 

T'lie Magistrate of Balasore deicuds the short institutions and pCKir results in his < 'itl 

district, on the ground that the High Court hud ruled in tlie case of Madhub 
Cliaudra Kath that a man who merely exaggerated could not be charged with 
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bringinf? a false charge. He urges that most false charges have some truth as a 
foundation and such being the case, it is useless to institute proceedings in the 
face of the High Court ruling The Commissioner disagrees, and considers that 
Magistrates aie bound to institute cases when the foundation of the charge, 
though tjrue, constitutes no offence, and points out that when the facts, which 
amount to a potty offence, arc exaggerated, the case ought not to bo considered 
as wholly and mali(‘iously false, but should be entered under the minor odenco 
which the facts amount to. 

The percentage of convictions has greatly improved in Chota Nagpore, but 
this is the r<'sult of many fewer cases having been instituted. 

68. Out of the total of 1 04,4 cases reported to liavo occurred duiing 
Proportion of caara inititnti d boforo tho year, and 1,414 rcpoi ted t o have been committi d 
•nd enquired into by tho police jjj jircvioiis years, 84,667, or 70 9 per cent, (column 

Vl + columu IV«) were instituted before the police, leaving 21,301, or 20*1 
per cent , as tho number instituted before the Magistrate directly. Out of this 
number the Magistrate ordered police eiupiiry in 4,794 cases, luingiiig the total 
number of cases finally recorded as cogui/ablo which were enquired into to 
88,744, or 83*8 per cent, of the cognizable crime reported.

The number of cases in which enquiry was refused i^ shown above to bo 
704 or •(» per cent, as against 4,004 or 3 6 per ctnt. last )’car or 801 or U 7 per 
cent,, excluding hint cas(*s Of thc'i‘» S7 ■wcio afreruards enquired into by order 
of the Magistinto, so that only 017 cases originally instifuti d before tho iiolice 
wore not enquired into. Of tluse again, as sliowa below, t>4 were wrongly 
entered, so the real total is 053 only. The set lions of the Code undii whn h tho 
most of these cases ft 11 vveie theft 310 (of whith 48 wore afteiwaids enquired 
into by order of tho Magistral eh buiglary Ibl (11 aftcrwaids enquired mtqj, 
excise cases 64 (1 enquired into), grevious huit and hurt by a dangerous w^oapon 
69 (8 onquiied into), and trespass 46 (12 enquired into). Looking at districts, 
Hoogbly alone in tho Hurdwaii division show's a large number, 37 out of tho 68 
oases of tho division being reported fiom that district Tho Commissioner has 
drawn the aitcntioii of the Magistiate to tlu orders of Goierrunent on tho sub- 
ject. Most of the cases not enquired into w'oro attempts at house-breaking and 
potty theft. In tho Presidency Division 24 cases were refused in the 24-Per- 
gunnahs, but 19 of them were enquired into by order of tlio Magistrate. 
Nuddea shews 26 cases of which two were afterwards taken up j tho uutnbei is 
not excessive. 

In tho llajshahyo Division, Dinageporo shows 34 cases (10 afterwards en- 
quired into), Bogra 20, and Julpigoi’eo 2tJ. 'Jhc whole of the Dinugporo cases 
took place m tho first-half of the year, and now all cases are enquired into. 
I'lio increase in Julpigoroo is said to bo due to an order that frivolous and 
vexatious cases arc not to bo enquired into. It is nut stated who issued the 
ord|llr or how the police are to decide that a case fills under this desetiption. 
jj/r The number of cases not enquired into in the Dacca Div isiou is larger 
ffian that shewn by any other division. Out of 168 cases refused Mymon- 
singh accounts for 116 and Back«rgmige for 31. The largo number in Mynieu- 
singh is duo to certain orders issuetl by the Magistrate that the police should not 
enquire, but refer tho case for orders — (1) in crop-cutting cases when a dispute 
is admitted and tho accused are nuinud, (2) when the informant is not an

cyo-witncss and cannot name the eye>'mtnesBes and the case is not seriouS) (3) 
'when there has been unreasonable delay. The Commissioner censures the 
Mag-istrate for passing sucli orders without reference, and the two last reasons 
for not enquiring appear to be wrong in principle. The object of the 
Magistrate was to relievo the police of overwork by reducing petty cases. 

In the Patna Division the number not enquired into was greatest in Dor- 
bhunga, 32, andGya 27. No explanation is given. 

In the Bhagulpore Division 74 out of the 82 cases refused were in the 
Soiitlial Purgunnalis. No explanation is given, but I find that 27 of these were 
cases of theft and 47 of house-breaking. This is excessive, and the District 
Sujicrintondent will bo asked to explain the cause of so many of such cases 
being refused. 

Hic whole of the 64 excise cases not enquired into belong to Cuttack 
and are reported to have been charges of growing ganja in the Tributary 
States. As the Cuttack police have no jurisdiction in such eases they ought 
not to have been entered, and the C'ommissioncr has pointed this out to the 
local officers. It appeals that the Superintendent of the Tributary Melials has 
forbidden the growth of ganjn within three miles of the frontier, and infractions 
of this oi'dcr have been wrongly oiitciod av crime in Cuttack. 

In Lohanlugga 29 and in Mnnbhoom 30 cases were not enquired into. 
In the former distii<i 26 and in the lattoi 24 were oflenccs against property. 
The number is excessive. 

The (lifferoiico of procedure in enquiring into cases between Bengal and 
the Noith-Wcrttein Provinces is very marked. Taking the figures for 1882, I 
find that out of 1,18, .'>71 eases reported to have occurred in the If orth -Western 
Jhoviuces during the ^’^ear under classes III and V the police enquired into 
77,812 cases, or 65 per cent., while in Bengal out of 01,101 cases reported 
D0,82.>, or 83 jior cent, were enquired into. This is duo, 1 believe, to petty 
cases and attempts which are hero enquired into being treated theie under 
section 157. 


70. The total number of cognizable cases reported during the year has 
, , , , been alreadv staled to be 104,454 and in addition 

1,414; cabos of piovious j^carH were ])roii#>ht undei 
enquiry, the total being 10.5,868. Of those 704 wore refused under section 157, 
of wlndi 87 were afterwards cnquiicd into and 7,464 w'ore finally declared to 
bo false, leaving 97,787 eases which weie either true or not so clearly false as to 


accepted as such by Magistrates. Out of the balance (76,1 11 cases) 4 1,2.50 
•nded in conviction. The pereentago of conviction to cases enquired into 
is therefore 40*4 per cent., or rather worse than last year. The percentage of 
convictions to true cases is 61*2. The convictions in all cases direct and 


indirect numbered 45,228, which gives .3,978 cases ending in conviction out 
of the lC,0b7 cases in winch the police were not employed.

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The districts which shew the highest percentages of persons convicted to 
norsotis tried are — Darjeeling 87*9, Vatna 83*8, Uowrah 81*6, Singbhoom 79*1, 
Bhagulporo 73 6, tho Chittagong Bill Tracts 72*3, Hoo&;hly 70*4, Cuttack 70*2, 
and Burdwon 69*2. Except the Hill 'IVacts and Burdwan all those also shewed 
high figures in 1882. The districts which show poor percentages are Mymen- 
singh 47*1, Midnaporo 47*2, Noakholly 48*6, Jessore 48*7, Pubna 49-3, Fur- 
reedpr>re 49*7, llajshahye 51*4, and Kungpore 63*6. All theso districts also 
showed badly last year. 

73. The bad result of trials in the past year is generally attributed to two 
^ , ,,, , causes — the inability of the Court Sub-Inspector to 

act as prosecutor under section Criminal Proce- 


dure Code, and tho additional facilities for compromise given by tho Criminal 
l*rocedur<‘ Code. On tho former point the Commissioner of Burdwan says there 
is no doubt that the effect of this provision has boon very unfavourable to dealing 
with criminal cases. He also quotes tho Magistrate of Midnaporo who says ‘Hhis 
change in the law is believed to have been made through an oversight of tho lute 
legal member of Council, and an early oppurtunity should be taken to remedy it.” 
The Commissioner of the Presidency Division, while quoting the opinion of some 
of his subordinates that this section of the Code has had a bad efiect on the result 


of trials, expresses his own doubt of tho correctness of that opinion. The Com- 
missioner of tho Bajshuhye Division nowhere expresses his own opinion, hut 
quotes that of tho Magistrate of Rajshaliyc, who considers that tho unfavourable 
results arc due to the facts that police cases arc now unsupported in court, 
owing to the Court Sub Inspector not having the same position as ho held 
under the former Act. lie also considers that more eases are compounded in 
consequeiico of this want t)f a police prosecutor. This last objt'ction is not in 
my opinion a good one. If the case is compouiidable, I see no objection to its 
being comj)ouiidcd with the consent of the court, though of course such <*om- 
promiscs allect tho police returns. The Commissioner of Chittagong remarks : 
** The ))olice are at a great disadA"nntage now, because tho court oflicors being 
below the grade of Inspector are prohibited from conducting prohccutioiih or 
bringing any points of importance to the notice of Magistrates which would be 
unfavourable to the defence ” 


There is no reasonable doubt that the present Code by prohibiting Court 
Sub-lnajiectors from acting as prosecutors has had a bud cilcct on convictions. 
Some Magistrates allow tho < \)urt Sub-Inapcctor to rnako suggestions as an 
amicus curim and whore this is allowed there is no great diflercnce ; but many 
Magistrates refuse to allow him to make any suggestion. It is difficult to take 
any single case and say that it has failed owing to the want of a iirosecutor, but 
th<‘ result of the year’s work and the consensus of opinion that there is on tho 
sulijoct leave no doubt that cases have sulferod from this cause. In a police 
point of vi('W the uppointmt'iit of a public prosecutor is m»'ch to be dosired ; 
such an othcer being unconnected with the police would not bo open to the 
imputatifin of unfairness so continually tlirown on the police prosecutor. 
»Shoul J this not be possible the amendment of tho Act suggested by the Magis- 
trate of Midnappro bj^ the inserti^)n of “ Sul»” before Insjiector in section 495 
w’ould be the simple st remedy. If neither of these bo possible, I consider that it 
would be for tin' advantage of the public to make arraiigenicnfs by which 
Inspectors should bo in cliurgo of court work at least at head-quarters of dis- 
tricts. This c‘ould be done by appointing Inspectors to court duties, cutting 
them 80 much of their pay as represents horse allowance and giving that 
sum to picked Sub-Insi»ocU)rs who would perform Inspectors’ duties. This 
arrangement would give a younger and more active body of officers for 
inspection, and a more (|uiot life to men who from age or physical incapacity 
havi' become unfit for the active duties of inspection, but who would make 
valuable court ofticers. 


74. Tho first of tho new tests for persons proscribed by the Government of 

India is, percentage of persons released in police 
Number of petsons rcioaaed after ouses williout bciijg broQglit before a Magistrate to 

persons arrestod by the police, and I have already 
stated in paragraph 60 that this can be given. The figures in column XIV of 
th<' present returns aro not, however, necessarily absolutely accurate as they may 
pohsibly contain a few per.sons against whom Magistrates issued process. The 
uuuibcr of these must, however, be so small us scarcely to affect results. The 
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total number of persons arrested by the police during the year was 79 021 
1 here were also 3,541 persons who wore waiting trial at tlie end of 1882 or 
who were received by transfer, of whom over 75 per cent, may be taken as peiions 
arrested by the police. In round nuuibors therefore about 81,700 oersons 
who were arrested by the police were dealt with during the j^ear and 2 22C of 
these, or 2 7 per cent were released before appearance before a Magistrate."

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The above table shews the results of trial of persons by classes. Thero is 
falling off in the percentage of every class except VI, the docreaso beirnr most 
marked m class IV due to the transfer to non-cognizablo of hurt cases in which 
there was always a large proportion of convictions.

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The above table shows the percentage of cases ending in conviction and 
of persons convicted by districts. The six districts w*hich give the best results 
are Howrah 76*4, Darjeeling 71*8, Patna 68 7, Singbhoom 67*2, Hooghly 66*9, 
and Bhagul^re 61 3. All of these, except Singbhoom, were in tlie first six 
last year. The worst results are in the Sonthal Pergunnahs 17'5, Gya 22*7, 
Manbhoom 24, Mymonsingh 20 6, Rungpore, 27*7, and Pubna 3*2 -9. All these, * 
except Pubna, were also mentioned as among the worst last year. 

76. Offences under class I have been most successfully dealt with in 
Beerbhoom (83), Mozufferpore (81), Furreedpore ^76*9), and Chumparua (72), 
and have been least affectually handled in Pooree (21*7), Buidwan (*^5), and 
Dacca (28*8). 
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Under class n the Grurjhats (76*4 j, Darjeeling (54*4), Siugbhoom (50*) 
Tippcrah (49*3), and Shahabad (49*1), are best and the Chittagong Hill Tracts 
(20), Mymensingh (24*7), Maldah (25), Chumparun (26*3), and Chittaffonir 
(28*3 ), are worst. ° ® 

In serious offences against property there is a distinct falling off. The 
Gurjhats (20*6), and Howrah (20-) show best, no other district getting up to 
20 per cent. Gya, (4*3), the Sonthal Pergunnahs, (4*5), and Dinagepore (4*8) 
show very bad results. 

Under class V, Hazaribagb, (52*8), Darjeeling (47*7), Bogra (47*4), and 
Bttlasore (44 5), give the best results, and Sarun (24 9), and the Sonthal 
Pergunnahs (25*2), and Manbhoom (25*8) the worst. 

77. Direct cases. 
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The last column but ono of the above table gives the nearest approach 
possible under the present returns to the new test (b) 2, but as it does not 
include persons pending, it docs not wholly comply with the test. 

The number of acquittals is greater both of persons arrested by the police 
mo motu and persons arrested by order of the Magistrate, but the falling off is 
but slight iu the former case and considerable in the latter.

In tho llurdwan division, tlie Butdwan dish ct shows gicnt improvement, 
and Baukuia has done faiilj, but tho other fom distiicts all show moie 
acquittals than con\ictions. T1 o Cominissionei considers cases vcio well 
prepared, and magistoiial woik veil tnpervised in Burdwan, and attiibutes tho 
impiovcmont to these <aus(*s. IJcguiding llfAvghly and llowiah hoicmuiks that 
he still adheres to tho opinion expies'-ed lat.t 3 ear that tho juiy system is 
unsuited to tho countiy in its present ciicumstain es. 

There is a very decided iinpiovemeut in the Pitsidoncy division. No 
special remarks are called ft>r on this di\ ision. 

In the Ilajshahyc division, .Tulpigoioc, which last 3'car showed tho woist 
results, stands far the first this 3 ear. Bogra and Piibna shew worst. Tho 
Commissioner lomorks in explanation that “when cases are not established 
by overwhelming evidence, some Judges arc much raoio proiio to acquit 
than others.” These two districts are under the same Judgo. 

The result of trials in the Dacca di\ision is extrcunl3 unsatisfactoiy, 
Dacca being the only district in which the convictions evcecdcd tbo acquittals. 
The bad results in buriecdporo are duo chiefly to the JMadaiipoie undGoalundo 
sub-divisions. Borne of tho cases which failed aic reported to have been 
committed on insufficient grounds, mid in others tlie result is said to be due to 
witnesses breaking down under cross examination. In Myniensing the Magis- 
trate attributes the break ^ down in some cases to witnesses being bought over, 
but the Commissioner attiibutes tho failure more t«i tho character of th(‘ picsid- 
ing Judgo, and in this le appears to bo correc*t. Rightly or wiongl3, tho 
Mymensing police hove got tho idea that however good a case ma3 be, it stands 
little chance at tbo Sessions. The failure in Backci gunge is almost entirely in 
class 11, and these acquittals, o5 in numboi, are stated by the Magistrate to have 
bad a bad moral ufleot in the distiict. Tbo Magistrate* recommended appouis 
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in five cases, bnt none were sanctioned. 

None of the other Connmssioners make remarks on the resuit of SeMiions 
trials. The most noteworthy point is that 486 of the acquittals or 53*2 per 
cent, were under clatts II. This point was fully gone into last year and 
disposed of in paragraph 21 of the Kesolution, so 1 do not enlarge on it 
again.

The above table shows the action of the police, with reference to the recoveiy 
of property. As the Govern moat of India have now made the percentage 
of cases in which property is recovered to casts in which property is stolen one 
of the tests of police work, I. have added a column to the statement showing 
the percentage under this heading for each district. The provincial per- 
centage by this is a little better, being 46 9 against 46*3 last year. The per- 
centage of property recovered is also better than the last two years, but is not 
quite so good as it was in 1880. In the number of cases in which property 
was recovered, Burdwan, Beorbhoom, MozufPerpore, the Hill Tracts, Monghyr, 
Hazaribagh, and Matibhoon show best, while in the proportion of property , 
recovered Jessore, Bogra, Hazaribagh, Mnzuf^erpore and Patna return the 
highest percentages. 

1 again give figures showing the number of cases of burglary in which 
property is reported to have been taken, and which shows that no improvement 
in this direction has taken place in the Patna division. The Cmumparnn 
district' must, however, bo excepted from these remarks, as there property is 
reported to be ^ taken in 70 per cent, of the cases reported, while in the 
neighbouring districts of Mozufferpore and Durbbnnga the figure are only 
27 and 26 per cent. In onior w'ordfi, if the figures cue correct, men continue 
to commit burglary in these two districts, although they only succeed in taking 
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away property in one case in four, and in Moaufferpore they only took an 
average of Bso 21 worth of property in tho single successful case. fNfeise 
iwsults are so absurd as to show on the face of them that they are untrue, and 
it is to be hoped that the local authorities of theso districts will try and get 
more correct First Informations in future. When the First Information is not 
full and accurate and contaiiung tho whole truth, the police can never hope 
for good results. From a report received from Mozufferpore, it appears that 
there has been an improvement towards the close of the year, and tho results 
of the year are certainly better than in 1882, but there is si ill much room 
for improvement : —

The police have investigated a larger number of cases with very much 
tho same result as last year. 

The results before the Sessions courts are worse than ever, but the com- 
paratively petty nattiro of the crime of tho year is shown by tho small 
number of persons whose cases wont before tliat court. In 1882, tho cases of 
016 persons were disposed of against only 502 in 1<883. Of these 502 persons 
309 wore acquitted, including appeals, and only 103 convicted. The results 
in the iiajsiiahyo and Chota Nagpore Divisions are ^ tho worst. In neither 
was a single person convicted by tho {Sessions court. In Chittagong the 
result was good, and in tho I*residency Division fair. Everywhere else it 
was bad. These figures mo not however of much value, as the acquittals show 
persons let off both on triAl and on appeal, while the convictions show only 
those conviptod on trial, the oonviotions on appeal being shown under the 
heading of tho original court.

There is a small decrease of 10 cases this year, duo entirely to Hooghly 
and Howrah, the other four districts showing a small increase. Oonvictious botn 
in cases and of persons have improved, the percentage being 51*9 against 49*4 
in cases and 60*2 against 64*7 of persons. The percentage of cases ending in 
conviction to cases decided is 68*6 and in cases investigated by the police 58*0. 
The police investigated 79*5 per cent, of the cases reported. 

85. Coining cases have again decreased, and the total number in 
the division was only 7, all of which were potty. In the important case 
which was pending in Midnaporo last year, throe persons were convicted 
and throe discharged, 

86. Rioting cases have decreased by 6, the number being IGl against 
167 in 1882. Burdwan, Bankoora, Boerbhoom, and Midnapore show sn increase 
of 9, 0, 8, and 0 cases respectively, while Hooghly and Howrah show a decrease 
of 19 cases oacli. The Commissioner considers tho decrease in Hooghly to 
be casual, and rejects tho tlioory of the Magistrate that the decrease is due 
to smaller competition for land. Probably the steady increase in this class of 
crime for some yoai*s had drawn incroasod attention to it. No ex^danation of 
tho decrease in Howrah is given* The results in this district are decidedly good, 
and arc in striking contrast to the total failure in this class of ease last year. 

Most of the cases of riot were potty, but two cases in Burdwan and one in 
Beerbhoom ended in death. The first of the Burdwan cases arose out <»f a dispute 
at a musical entc'rtainment ; iu the second tho fight originated in a dispute 
^ about catching fi>h in a tank. In this case 10 persons were committed, and only 
' one finally convicted under section 82B. The Ctjmmissionor attributes this 
failure of justice jmtly to the police not having sent up evidence of tho identi- 
fication of tho body and partly tO the committing officer having originally 
committed both sides in one case. I'he High Court quashed this committal, 
and there was considerahlc delay iu committing tho cases separately. Had 
the committing officer done his duty, he would have called tho evidence of 
identification which tho police failed to scud up. I note this case specially, as 
1 differ from the CJommissioner, and would lay tho whole blame of tho failure on 
tho committing officer. Undoubtedly the police were wrong iu not sending up 
all the evidence, but the police as a body have not tho education or the 
knowledge of law that a committing officer ought to have, and a mistake like 
this made by the police ought to have been corrected by him. Far from 
correcting mistakes in the present instanc.c, tho Magistrate tried as one the two 
separate cases sent up by the police, and thus caused tlie delay which was far 
more fatal to the case than tho omission of the identification witness. The ' 
ft-ffair occurred on 19th May, and the case was first committed on 30th Juno. 
The second committal was made on 15th September, and the ease was not finally 
decided till 15th November, or six months after the liot took place. No case, 
however good, can stand such delay, more particularly when the parties are 
induced to compromiso by the fact of both sides being under trial, 

Tho Beerblioom case arose from a disjmtu about water for irrigation. 
One party wished to cut a bund, the other to preserve it : 19 persons were 
pending trial in this case at the close of tho year. 

Apart &om these fatal cases, the most serious riots took place in Midnapore 
where there were disputes regarding the sowing of indigo between Messrs. 
Watson and the ryots of Silda and also disputes between zemindars and their 
lyotB in Contah In both tiiese cases, in addition to the conviction of the 
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gailt^ parties, preventive measures'liave also been taken, and the Commissioner 
anticipates no lurther disturbance.

The results of trials and appeals before the Sessions were decidedly bettor, 
the convictions being 39-2 per cent, against 27'3. 

88. There is an increase of nine cases of coining, &c., but the cases wore 
all potty, and call for no notice, while results wore better, 

89. Rioting shows an increase^ of 29 cases. The greatest incrouso is 
in the 24-Porgunnah8 (33 cases), duo, it is stated, to land disputes in the south 
of the district. Only six of the cases in the division wore serious. In one of 
the Jessore cases, a decree for land which had been sown with indigo was 
given against Mr. Brae of Baboo Khali. When the decree-holder after 
having been given possession wont to plough up the indigo, he was opposed 
W the factory people, one of whom fired a gun, and wounded a man. 
iSventy-two persons were sent up by the police, of whom ten were convicted 
within the year and five afterwards four having boon discharged. It is not 
stated whether the principals were tried.

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91. Coining cases hare been sncoossfuly' dealt with. Nineteen cas^ were 
reported, of which 18 were decided during the year, convictionB having beeoi 
obtained in 13. None appear to have been serious. 

92. The greatest increase in cases of riot has taken place in Bograh, 
where cases have risen from 21 to 50. The increase is mainly due to disputes 
between the zemindars of Jopeshaye and their ryots. There is also an in- 
crease of 21 cases in Rungpore, which is not explained, and of 12 in Diuago- 
pore. The total number of cases in this last district is, however, still very 
small, due, no doubt, to the fact that the competition thero is rather for ryots 
than for land. There is a decrease of 10 cases in Pubiia, which is satisfactory. 
Thero was no really serious case, though in one case in the Nattore sub-division 
of Rajshahye a man was killed. This case was pending at the close of the 
year, and was not in itself important. 

A serious case might havo occurred in the Serajgungo sub-division, but 
for the prompt measures taken to stop it. The zemindar of Raiporo 
quarrelled with the Serajgungo Jute Company, whoso ascents espoused the 
claim of a younger brother to a share in the zeinindari, and succeeded 
in getting partial possession. The elder brother then secured the help of 
Mr. Kallonos of Mj'mcnsxngh (who whs mentioned in paragraph 125 of last year’s 
report). He brought in lattials from across the* river, but they wore promptly 
dispersed by tbopolice, and fled. A second lot were brought in, who were again 
attacked by the police, and 20 men were arrested, including Mr. Kallonas’ 
gomasta. In this case 18 persons, including the naib and gomastu, wero 
convicted, and the conviction was upheld in appeal up to the High Court. 
Mr. Kallonas was Anally bound down in heavy securities, and there has beeu 
no disturbance since.

Dacca shows an increase of 15 cases, which has taken place chiefly in the 
Naraingunge sub-division, where two rival zemindars (one an inhabitant of 
Mymensingh) have been fighting. The result of trial of persons is again the 
best in this district. In Furreedpore there is a very small increase of 7 cases, 
and most of the cases are reported to have been very potty. 

In Backergunge there is a very decided reduction of 27 cases, and there 
have actually been fower cases in this district than in either Dacca or 
Furreedpore. This result is creditable to the Backergunge authorities, both 
police and Magisterial, and has been obtained by steadily watching for signs of 
an impending breach of the peace and the adoption of prompt measures in 
binding down the parties. I have remarked elsewhere on the system of binding 
down parties in this district. 

Mymensingh too shows a decrease of 31 cases, and results are much 
better in cases, though apparently worse in persons — I say apparently, because 
the small percentage is j^rcatly due to the very large number of persons 
pending trial (98). This includes 11 persons pending bcfori^ the police. The 
percentage of convictions of persons actually tried is 52*3. The Commissioner 
has nothing to add to his remarks made on the subject of riots in this district 
last year, which will bo found in paragraphs 108, 111, and 12-1 of last year’s 
report. The percentage of cases enquired into by the police has risen in 
this district from 54’8 to 72 ’9. The Commissioner remarks on the poor results 
which have followed the increased use of the police, but the arrears of*- Magis- 
terial work are so enormous in this district, as shown by tho following figures, 
that I do not consider the police can be fairly blamed : —

Four of these six rases ended in conviction, and one was pending. 
Five were duo to disputes about land, and only oiu» to other causes. It was 
this case which was pending at the close of the 3 car, and it originated in 
a dispute about the seduction of a woman in tin' Fmrccd})ore district Of 
the five land disputes three present no special features, and ono of those 
(a Backergunge case) ought to have been prevented by the police. A sub- 
inspector was discharged for his apathy in this case. 

Of the remaining two cases one occurred in Mymensingh and tlio other 
in Backergunge. In the' former the zemindar’s people who weie measuring 
the estate were attacked during the night by the ryots, and ono man was killed. 
The prosecution failed in this case. 

In the Backergunge case two zemindars claimed the same land. One 
of them got together a body of lattials and attacked the opposite party, 
killing one and severely wounding anofher. 

99 . I’rcventive mcasuiea have*, as above remarkinl, been very largely 
resorted to in Backergunge and the number of this class of case in Furreed- 
poie lias more than doubled. In Mymensingh no effoit appears to have 
been made to reduce the number of riots by binding parlies doMm, and the 
number bound is actually less than last y ear, notw ithstanding the remark in 
paragiuph 24 of tin* rt solution on last year’s report. The resolution was 
received late in the y'ear, it is true, but tiro local authorities knew that riots 
had increased from 3 HI) in 1881 to ot 58 in 1882, and oven -without the orders 
of Government pioveiitive mcasuies should have bi'eri enfoiccd. The number

There is an increase of 10 cases under this heading in the division, due chiefly 
to Patna and Sarun with an increase of 12 and 19 cases. The increase in the 
former district is said to' to due chiefly to disputes about cutting embankmenfs 
owing to Ibe short rainfall.

This was to be expected, as hurt oases 
were vciy profitable to the i)oIice, and it is natural that an attempt should he

114. 'i'bo increase under tho remaining headings is nominal. The 
number of oases and results of trial is given in tbo same ioixn as in previous 
jeer for purposes of. comparison. Ihe column headed tried’’ lias been 
altered so as to, exclude persons whoso cases were >pendiiug who were before 
included.

118. Two murders wore by dacoits-— one in Howrah and one in Backer- 
gunge. Both oases ended in conviction ; 12 persons were arrested, of whom 
1 was released by tlie police, 2 wore discharged by the Magistrate,, and 9 
were committed, of whom 2 wore acquitted, and 7 were finally con'l Hed. 
These results are good. ^ I X 

In the Howrah case two women and a child, the only persons in the * JP^se, 
were deliberately murdeorod. In the Ba^ergunge case a Brahmin, his mc^er, 
and his child were murdered by their •neighbours, whom he recognized while 
they were breaking opon his bozos. It does not appear that they originally 
intended to commit murder. 


f2 
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119. Murdew l>y robbers is the only heading of murder under which 
there appears an increase. Two cases occurred in each of tlia districts of 
Hurdwaii) Hooghly^ and the 24“Pergunnah8, and one in Patna. Only two 
of the seven cases were decided during the year>~one in Burdwan in 
which one person was convicted, and one in Hooghly in which one j^rson 
was acquitted. The other Burdwan case was finally unsuccessful, and in the 
other Hooghly case two persons were committed, and were pending trial at 
the close of the year. In the two 24-Porgunnalis cases one person was com- 
mitted, and three were pending trial before the Magistrate at the close of the 
year ; and in the Patna case one person was pending trial before the Magistrate. 
The police, therefore, succeeded in tracing every case but one. 

120. Tliere have been again 11 murders by poison: 8 took place in 
Backorgunge, 2 in Uungporo, and 1 each in Khulna, Dinagepore, Furreedpore, 
Bhaguli)(»re, Maldah, and Hazarihagh. Convictions wore obtained in the Khulna, 
Bhagulpore, Maldah, and Ilazaiibagh cases. One case in Rungpore and one in 
Backorgunge were pending, but those may l)oth ho put down as unsuccessful. 
The pmice made arrests in the Rajshahye and Dacca division oases, but failed 
to secure convictions. In the Dacca dixision this was due chiefly to the 
Chemical Kxaininor failing to detect the species of poison said to have 
been administered. 

121. Other murders show a decrease of 9 eases. The Dacca division, 
as usual, shows tho greatest number, 46. The Ih-esidency and Patna division 
gix'O each 37. Tho heaviest districts are Backergunge 14, Mymeiisingh 13, Sha- 
habad and Lohardugga 11 each, and Furreedpore, Midnapore, and the 24-Per- 
guiinalis 10 each. All these districts except Shahahad and Lohardugga were 
also nioutioiied last year as showing most cascs.^ 

Results are, as usual, very poor, and are given below. Details will he given 


under each division : — 
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123. Cases of culpable homicide have increased by 10. Results are butter 
than last year. The percentages of persons have been altered to sliow only 
those who Wd been actually tiied . — 
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124. One case of this kind occurred in Khulna. A widow of the Chundal 
. , caste gave birth to an illegitimate child. She and 

Harder of infanta hy tbeir no >era mother placcd the infant in an earthen pot, and 

covered it with ashes immediately alter its birth. One of the women got 6 
mouths and the other 7 years on conviction before the Sessions Judge. 

Two cases occurred in Rungpore. A Hindoo widow gave birth to a child, 
murdered it, and concealed the body. She was sentenced to trani^ortation 
for life, but acquitted by the High Court. In the second case a woman 
quarrelled with her husband, and cut her own throat and that of her son who 
died. She lived, and was tried and transported for life A very similar case 
took place in Furreedpore A woman quarrelled with her husband, killed her 
child, and bung herself. The suicide was successful in this case. 

Two cases occurred in Chumparun. In the first the mother was dis- 
charged on tho ground of insanity. In the second a Mahomodan woman was 
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being tried for deserting her illegitimate child. Pending trial it was made over 
to her» and she strangled it in jail. This case was pending at the close of the 
year. In Patna a widow threw her illegitimate child into the river. She 
was tried and acquitted by the jury, but the Judge differing referred the 
case to the High Court, and she was sentenced to 3 years’ imprisonment under 
section 317. 

In MoKufferpore two cases occurred of exactly similar nature. In both 
a wife had a quarrel with her husband. In the first case the wife threw her 
child into a well, and killed it, but was prevented junming in liorsolf. In tlio 
second the wife jumped into a well with two of her children. She and one 
child wore rescued. Both the women wore transf>orted for life. 

In Purneah a mother jumped into the liver having previously tied her 
child to her back. She was rescued, but the child was drowned. She was sen- 
tenced to transportation for life, which was reduced to 7 3 ears’ imjirisonnient by 
the High Court A family quarrel was the cause. In the Sonthal Pergunnahs 
two widows murdered their illegitimate children. Both were sentenced to one 
year’s imprisonment. 

In Cuttack a widow gave Inrtli to an illegitimate child. The cliild 
was found dead and partly eaten hy do^a. She was convicted and sentenced 
to transportation for life, but was released by the Iligb Court, 

I am not aware if any action has been taken by Government in any of 
these cases. Only the Khulna, Patna, and Sonthal Pergunnahs cases come 
under the Government of India circular. 

I5i5. Detailed figures for all kinds of crime under this class are not 
given, as few of those ofTencoa are of a nature w'hieh thcjiolice ein control ; and 
the fluctuations will be explained under each divison. Hurt by stupefying 
drugs is an exception, as tlio police can exeiciso control over, this crime to a 
certain extent, thulcr this heading there is one cssc n»oro than last year, the 
total being 37. Of these 11 were disposed of, but only 3 ended in conviction; 
and out of 19 porsuns scat up (» only were convicted, 1 1 wore acquitted, and 2 
were under trial.

In Howrah the number is the 
same. Burdwan and Bankoora show each four cases more, and Midnaporo fi\c. 
The only distiicts which show any maiked fluctuations are Beerblioom with 
an increase of 22 eases, and Hooghly vritli a decrease of 2*). Results are bettor 
in Bankoora and Howrah, and worse in the other districts, being particularly 
bad in Hooghly and Midnaporc.

the police were fairly successful. In other murders only 5 out of the 29 cases 
ended in convictioni and 4i were pending. Ninety^two persons were sent up, 
of whom 5 only were convicted, 46 were acquitted or discharged, and 42 
were under trial. Bankoora and Hooghly are the only districts where the 
number under trial was not so large as to render all comparison fallacious. In 
Bankoora there was not a single conviction, and only one person was pending 
trial. In llooghly there was one conviction out of 6 cases, a poor result* 
None of the cases of other murder call for special notice. 

128. There were again 7 cases of attempt at murder, and again 3 cnded> 
in conviction : of 11 persons sent up, 3 wore convicted, 7 discharged or acquitted, 
and one was otherwise disposed of. These results are fair. 

129. Culpable homicide cases increased by 6, the total number being 
26 : 10 cases ended in conviction, the percentage being 88 5 as compared with 
40* last year. The percentage of persons convicted is also worse, being 28*9 
against 36 8. Excluding those pending trial and otherwise disposed of in both, 

S oars, tho percentage is 64*7 against 42*4, and this is tlie leol percentage, 
one of thoso cases require special notice. 

130. Hape cases decreased by two, tho number being 14. Convictions 
were obtained in 2 cases only, both in Midnapore. The results are mibcrahie 
in all other districts. One of the Burdwau cases was gang rape such as used to 
bo common in Mymonsingh. 

131. Only 5 cases of exposure of infants occurred: two ended in convic- 
tion, and a third was committed. Out of 5 persons 3 were convicted, 1 was 
discharged, and 1 committed. 

132. Kidnapping and abduction cases havo increased from 41 to 55, 
llooghly alone showing an increase of 17 cases, liosults were slightly bettor, 
6 cases or 10 9 per cent, ending in conviction. Tlio cases wore, os usual, 
cliiofly disputes about marriages, and were generally compromised. 

133. The other headings call for no special remark. 
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There is a very largo increase of 214 true cases in this class. Tho increase 
is spread over every district, being largest in tho 24*>Pcrgunnah6, 99, and in 
Nuadea 77 cases. No Magistrate explains the increase which occurs chiefly imdor 
serials 23 and 28, and is probably duo to the causes stated in paragraph 113.

135. Murders havo increased by three cases : those by robbers (2) and 
poison (1) have already been noted in paragraphs 119 and 120. Other murders 
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show an increase of one^ case, S7 having 'been oointnitted against 36 in 1882. 
Of those 17 ended in conviction (16 police cases and one direct), and 7 were 
pending at the close of the year. These results show a very decided improve- 
ment on last year when only 10 cases ondod in conviction. Results were best 
in Jessore and Klmlna, and worst in Nuddea, where there was again no convic- 
tion. Throe cases were however pending in this district. 

One of the 24-Porgunnalni cases was a very remarkable one. A discharged 
policeman took a passage in a boat under an assumed name and at night 
murdered the manji and severly wounded the two boatmen with a view to 
steal the manji’s money. Something frightened him and he jumped overboard 
without the money and escaped into the Sundorbuus. The wounded boatmen 
intending to appropriate the dead man’s money gave out a false story of a 
dacoity, and thus put the police on the wrong scent. The truth was finally 
got at by Sub-Inspector Rojoni Kant Das, and the ex-polieoman was tried 
and executed. The Sub-Inspector was rewarded with a watch and chain. 

A case occurred iu Moorshedabad, very like that noted in paragraph 225 of 
last year’s report. A man killed 7 members of bis family, his wife, aunt, 4 
children, and a grand-child with a “ hasua.” It appeared that he wcj it intending 
to kill his daughter who had misconducted herself, and not finding her, killed 
all the rest of his family whom ho came across. He too was hung. 

166. There were 8 cases of attempt at murder against 6 last year. Two 
ended in conviction against on<» in 1883, and one was pending before the 
sessions. None of the cases require notice. 

137. There were again 27 true ca.ses of culpable homicide, of which 14 
(12 police and 2 direct) cases ended in con victual. This is not as good as last 
year, but the result as regards persons is much better, 42 I per cent, having 
boon convicted. One case which was pending before the Deputy Magistrate 
of Diamond Tlarbruir at the close of the year calls for notice. A violent 
lunatic was brought to the C’ulpi police station whero ho gave trouble. 
The police enquiry showed that ho was lieaten and ill treated at the station, 
where ho was kept all night. Next day ho was sent off to Diamond Harbour 
in charge of a coiistoblo and a chowkidar, and as he refused to walk ho was 
again ill treated on the way. The result was that he died shortly after 
reaching Diamond Harbour. The police sent iqi the head-constable and a con- 
stable wiio ill-troatcd him at the station and the constable who ill-treated him 
on the way. All were pending trial at the close of the year. Since its close 
the first two were discharged and the last only coinmittod. The Judge, how- 
ever, ordered the comniittal of all three. On trial only the last was convicted, 
but the hcud-constablo has been dismissed. * 

138. Ca.ses of rape have greatly increased, the number being 34 against 24. 
Only 3 cases ended in conviction, and only 4 persons were convicted against 33 
acquitted or discharged. These are very poor results, but as the Commissioner 
remarks, there are seldom eye-witnesses of this class of case, and the evidence 
is generally very meagre. 

139. There was again a satisfactory decrease in cases of exposure of 
infants, onl;;^ 2 cases having occured against 7 iu 1882 and 13 in 1881. One 
case ended in conviction. 

140. Grievous hurt cases have again increased from 121 to 147. The 
increa^’o is duo to the 2i:-f’erguniiahs whero cases have doubled, the numbers 
being 66 against 28. No explanation of tho increase is given. Ke.sults aro 
worse, the oouvictions iu cases being 42*1 per cent against 471 and of persons 
46 against 53 '2. 

141. Ten cases of huii; for purposes of extorting property or a confession 
#ero reported against nine in 1882 ; only five of those w(‘ro decided during tho 
.year, and not u single conviction was obtained. 

142. Cases of hurt by dangerous weapons have gone up from 201, to 303, 
evei^ diistxict showing an increase. As in grievous hurt cases, no explanation 
is given. Results are bad, oonvietion in cases being only 29*7 per cent, and of 
porsons 41*5 against 47* and 61*5. A largo number of eases are however 
pending. 

143. Kidittapping and abduction cases also have greally increased, the 
number being 46 against 26. Only 12 (including one direct case) ended in 



conviction, and only 17 out of 50 jperaons tried were convicted. These results 
aro bad. No explanation is given of the incroaso which is greatest in the 
24-Pergunnahs. 


144. Claw XI Rajshahte DrvisioK. 
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Fifty more cases were reported during the year than in 1882. The 
increase was spread over all the distiiots of the division except Kajshahye and 
ilungporc, ana was greatest in Darjeeling, Bograb, and Pubna.

145. Murder cases have decreased from 32 to 30, of which 3 were by- 
poison and the rest other muxdcrs. Mono were of such a nature as to call for 
remark. None of the 3 cases of murder by jioison ended in conviction. The 
police sent up 3 perbons in two cases, and one was committed# hut tlie case 
failed before the sessions. In the cases of other inurdcis conviction was obtained 
in 9 cases, and 19 persons were Convicted out ot 55 who were fully tried ; 21 
persons were pending trial. Rung pore shows far the best results with 5 cases 
convicted out of 9 and 13 persons convicted to 9 acquitted. Dinagepore gives the 
next best results, and in all other distiiets the results are poor. 

140. Attempts at murder were successfully dealt with, 0 out of 8 true 
cases ending in conviction ; and 7 out of 1 3 persons sent up being convicted. 

117. Cases of culpable homicide have increased from 38 to 30. This 
is not a crime over w'hich the police can exercise any control, and no explana- 
tion of the increase can bo given. Fight coses out of 21 decided ended in 
conviclion, and 14 poisons wore convicted out of 33 tried. Results were best in 
Rungporo and Julpigoico. 

148. Rape cases increased from 25 to 30, 9 of which ended in con- 
viction, a great improvement on the previous year when not one was successful . 

149. Kach district except Julpigoree had one case of exposure of infant* 

I’lie police sent up 4 jicrsons in four cases, of whom 2 only were convicted. 
This is better than last j oar, but far from good. * 

150. None of tho other classes of crime in this division call for special 
notice, but two cases may bo mentioned. In one a Mahomedan fanatic Bta1> 
bed two Baboos -with a knife in Serajgunge. lie was convicted and got two 
years in each case. In tlio other a Cabuli was drugged and robbed in 
Dinagepoio by Nutts. This case was pending at the close of the year, but 
the accused have since been acquitted. The case was a good one, though it 
necessarily depcndi'd almost entirely on the Cabuli’s evidence which were 
appeared no reason to doubt. 
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This division shows a docroase of 1 i true cases, Furreedpore and Backor- 
ingo g^ve 18 and 20 fewer, while Dacca and Mymomingli give 15 and 9 more, 
he difference is too small to call for explanation. As compared with last year.

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152. Murders are again fewer than in the previous year, the number 
being 51 against 65. Of these 1 was murder by dacuits (already noticed in para* 
graph 118), 4 were murders by jwison (see paragraph 120), and 4G other murders. 
The 46 other niurdors wore divided thus, Dacca 9, Furreedpore 10, Backer- 
gunge 14, and Mymensingh 13. 

Only 7 cases ended in conviction, but no less than 16 cases were pending, 
and 34 persons were committed, and awaited trial before the sessions. Still 
making all allowance for this and also for the fact that in 3 eases the murderers 
committed suicide, and that in one case the accused was pronounced insane, the 
result is far from good, particularly as regards persons. The cases of 128 
persons were disposed of, and only 13 were convicted. One of the Dacca cases 
was agrarian. A talukdar’s agent, who had rendered himself obnoxious to his 
fellow-villagers, was dragged out into the fields and murdered. Ten persons, 
including two who confessed, were committed, but all wore discharged. In 
Backerg^unge it was alleged that a lad was murdered in order to throw the onus 
of tho crime on a zemindar who had refused to give the murderers a plot of 
land. This case failed before the sessions. Kemarks on the failure of these 
eases before tho sessions will be found in paragraph 78. 

163. Oases of culpable homicide nave greatly decreased, only 25 having 
occurred against 41 in 1882, the great decroasc(15 cases) having occurred iu 
Mymensingh. Results were decidedly good, 16 cases or 64 per cent, ending in 
conviction. Results were best in Backergungo and worst in Mymensingh, 
where no conviction was obtained during the year. Eighty-two persons were 
sent up, of whom 72 were tried during the year. Of these 30 or 41*7 percent. 

. wero convicted and 42 discharged or acquitted. 

164. Rape cases have increased from 13 to 31, tho chief increase (14 cases) 
being in Mymensingh. Only two cases, both of Dacca, ended in conviction, but 
only 16 coses were decided during the year. Even this, however, gives only 
12*5 per cent, of conviction : 30 persons were pent up, of whom 3 wero con^ ictod, 
19 acquitted, 3 were committed, and 6 wero under trial before the Magistrate 
at the close of the year. 

155. The police failed signally in cases of exposure of infants. Six cases 
occurred, and conviction was only obtained in one m Dacca. 

156. Oases of grievous hurt and hurt by a dangerous weapon have 
increased, the former by 10, the latter by 11 cases. The fluctuation is in both 
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cases 810 all. Besults of trial are worse under both headings, Mjnnonsingh 
showing worst. 

167. Kidnapping and abduction cases have gone down from 69 to 59. 
The pending tile was very heavy, only 24 cases having been disposed of, five of 
which esided in convicuon. Very much the same remarks are made by the 
Commissioner about this class of case as tliose quoted in paragraph 208 last 
year. 

158. Serious cases of wrongful confinement have increased from 36 to 47, 
of which 8 cases ended in conviction. This is very bad, but better than last 
year. No less than 53 cases of this class are reported from the Dacca district, 
there being only 116 in the whole province. Tlie Magistrate of Dacca being 
asked to explain these figures, points out that there is a decrease of 67 cases 
under serial 38 which ought to be taken into consideration along with serial 25. 
This is to a certain extent true, but it also appears that out of 53 cases institut- 
ed in the ^strict, no less than 38 were in the Naraingungo sub-division ; and 
of these 23 were direct cases. It appears therefore that the large numbeu* of this 
class of cases is chiefly duo to the action of the sub-divisional officer ol 
Naraingunge. 

153. ciaM n. CniTTAGONo Division. 
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There is a decrease of 31 cases in this division, due to the Chittagong 
district where there is a decrease of 34 eases. 

Xlesults are better in cases, worse in persons : — 
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160. Murders have decreased by one, there being 12 against 13. Chitta- 
gong which had 7 last year does not show a single cose this year. Tipperah 
shows an increase of from 4 to 7, and Noakholly from 1 to 5. Two cases only 
ended in conviction, one in Noakholly and one in Ti}>perah. Forty-six persona 
wore sent np, of whom 30 were tried : and of these 8 were convicted, 4 of whom 
w'oro convicted in a Hill Tract case of lastyear. This is better than last year, 
but far from good. Both Noakholly and Tipperah show badly. 

IGl. There were 18 cases of culpable homicide ugainst 15 in 1882. Six 
ended in conviction, and out of 36 persons sent up, 8 were convicted, 16 
acquitted, and 12 were under trial. This isjnuch better than last year. 

162. Grievous hurt cases increased from 53 to 59, of which 36 or 61 per 
cent, ended in conviction, while out of 111 persons sent up 57 were convicted, 
and 12 were under trial. This is even better than last year. Cases of hurt by 
dangerous weapon were not so successful, convictions having boon obtained 
41 out of 86 true cases or 47*7 per cent. ; but this also is better than las^ 

163. No other class of case calls for notice. 
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Patna Division. 
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Truo cases have gone up from 635 to 741, an increase of 106 cases. All 
districts except Shahahad show an increase, the largest being 41 cases in 
Patna, 29 in Saran, and 21 in Gya.

165. There wore in all 33 murders, or two less than last year. Of these 
one was by robbers, and the rest foil under the heading of other murders. 
Shahabad heads the list with 11 cases. Kesults are very bad, as only 6 cases 
ended in conviction. In one case the murderer committed suicide, and in 
another he was found insane. Several of the cases of this division have been 
mentioned in paragraph 124. Besides these the following call for notice ; 
In the Aurangabad sub-division a marriago was being celebrated in a Passeo’s 
house. The son of the host rushed into the yard, and with a Passoo’s knife 
wounded 4 women, one of whom, his wife, died. lie admitted his guilt, but 
assigned no cause, nor could any be discovered. 

In Arrah a man murdered a woman, whom ho considered guilty of 
bewitching his son who died of small-pox. This man was pronounced to be 
insane. 

166. T’hero wore 9 cases of attempt at murder, and only 2 ended in 
conviction, a great falling off as compared with 1882. 

167. Twenty-seven cases of culpable homicide occurred against 25 in 
1882. Of those 10, or 37 per cent, ended in conviction, which is better than 
last year ; the percentage of conviction of persons also is bettor. 

168. This division was no more successful than others in the treatment 
of rape cases only 7 out of 26 truo oases having ended in conviction. 

169. Oases of exposure of infants continued to be very frequent in the 
Patna division. Out of 89 true cases in the whole province 52 took place in 
Behar and 40 in the Patna division. Out of these 40 cases 26 ended in con- 
victiou, and out of 35 persons sent up, 26 were convicted, 2 were pending, and 
7 only were discharged or acquitted. These results are again decidedly 
good. 

170. Oases of grievous hurt have increased here as elsewhere, the total 
being 159 against 129 true oases. This increase may be said, to bo duo 
entirely to the Patna district which shows an increase of 34 oases. The 
fluctuations in the other districts are slight. No explanation is given of the 
very large increase in Patna. The result of trial of coses is worse, that of 
persons better, than last year. 

171. Three oases of drugging are shown, one in Shahadad which was 
suooessful, and two in Durbhunga, which are shown as pending. In these last 
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cases two profescdonal poisoners wore detected, who have apparentiy came’d on 
thoir trade on the frontier for some l^e. They were arrested in Nepal, and 
as there were charges on that side the border also, they were left to be 
tried there, and since the close of the year they are reported to have been sent 
for execution. The detection was done by our police. The confesMon made 
by the chief cleared up several old cases. Much property was also found and 

identified. . . 

172. Cases of hurt by a dangerous weapon are nearly stationary in all 
districts except Sarun, which shows an increase of 31 cases and Durbhimga 
which shows 10 more. The increase in the division is 4t4t cases, and it is not 
explained. As in grievous hurt the result of trial of cases is worse and of 
persons bettor than last year. 

173. The other headings do not call for special notice. 

174. cuwBii. Bhagulporb Division. 
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There is a very small increase of 4 true cases, and there is no marked 
fluctuation in any district.

170. There was considerable want of success in dealing with culpaDle 

homicide : 15 cases occurred, and only 3 ended in conviction. There n^re, 
however, a largo number of cases pending : 32 persons wore sent up, of whom 
6 were convicted, 14 acquitted or discharged, and 13 wero pendmg, of whom 

6 had been committed. . , 

177. Rape cases were still more unsuccessful : 17 cases occurred against 
25 in 1882, and only one ended in conviction, 14 out of the 16 pm^ns sent 
up having been discharged. The Sonthal Pergunnahs shows specially badly 

in this form ol crime. . , , j. . . 

178. Cases of exposure of infants are numerous in this division, 12 

havine occurred. Of these 8 were decided during the year, and 5 ended m 
conviction : out of 18 persons sent up, only 3 w«re discharged, 7 were con- 
victed, and 8 were committed, and awaited trial before the Sessions at the 

close of the year. 
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179. None of ihe other headings call for special notice. There is no 
marked fluctuation in any of them, nor do any of the cases present any unusual 
features. 

180* ciM« II. OnissA DmsioK. 
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This division shows an increase of 25 true cases. Cuttack and Pooree 
show 10 and 7 cases less than last year ; the Gurjhats the same number, while 
Balasore shows the very large increase of 42 cases or 144 per cent. The 
increase is spread over every serial under which there is an entry, except No. 17 
and 22 in which the number of cases is the same. The greatest increase is 
under attempt at suicide, 7 cases, grievous hurt and hurt by a dangerous 
weapon, each 6 cases, and criminal force to a public servant, 10 cases. The 
chief increase is therefore in petty crime. Kesults are miserable evei^where 
except in the Guj'jhats, as the figures below show 
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181. There is an increase of ono case of murder, the number being 
12 against 11 in 18^2. All are again under the heading other murders; but 
one of the Balasore cases ought to have been returned as murder by robbers. 
Five cases ended in conviction : 20 persons were sent up, of whom 5 were con- 
victed, 1 0 discharged or acquitted, and 5 (of whom 4 were committed) wore 
pending trial. Those results are inferior to those of last year, and are worst in 
Balasore. In one of the Pooree cases a woman went out in the morning, and 
was found murdered iu the premises of the accused, who confessed before the 
police and before Messrs. Taylor and Davidson, Deputy Magistrates. Before 
the sessions, be retracted and said that the complainant (the husband) had 
murdered the woman, having caught her iu adultry with him (the accused). 
The Judge thought this the more likely story, and acquitted the man. The 
Commissioner says : — “ After going into the whole case and consulting the 
Government pleader, I have no hesitation in saying there has been a 
distinct failure of justice ; the theory adopted by the Sessions Judge is equally 
8.t variance with proved facts and general probabilities.*’ 

18 .J. This division is again conspicuous for the divergence of opinion 
between the Sessions and High Courts. In Cuttaek one person convicted under 
section 302 was discharged by the High Court. In Balasore the some thing 
occurred in 3 cases ; the police were therefore very fairly successful in getting 
convictions before the lower courts. 

183. There were 6 cases of culpable homicide, only one of which was 
suoceasful. Three of these took place in Cuttack, ono of which was pending. 
In a second a conviction was obtained before the Sessions, but the High Court 
upset it. In one of the Balasore cases the police were strongly suspected of 
having extorted a confession. The Magistrate went into the case, but finding 
no proof sufficient to place them on trial, ordered their dismissal. 

184. There was but one case of dragging during the year, and that a 
doubtful one. 

185. No other heading calls for notice. 
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The above statement shows a small increase of 26 cases due to Hazaribagh, 
Manbhoom, and Singbboom ; Lohardugga showing a decrease. The increase in 
Singbhoom is duo to cases in the Xolhan being included : these were not shown 
in previous years. 

The results are bad everywhere except in Singbhoom. The other three 
districts are very much alike, llazaribagh showing a little better than the other

187. The one case of murder by poison took place in llazaribagh, and 
was successfully dealt with ; 25 other murders took placo, in 11 of which 
convictions were obtained, and in another the murderer committed suicide : 
71 persons were sent up, of whom 13 were convicted, 21 acquitted or dis- 
charged, and no less than 34, of whom 24 had boon committed, wore pending 
trial. The large proportion ponding prevents all comparison with other years. 
In the Liohardugga district a constable was sent out to keep watch over the 
body of a man who had been drowned till the investigating officer arrived. 
He pretended to hold an enquiry into the case of death, and demanded Rs. 10 
from the companions of the decoaTOd. On their refusal to pay ho boat one of them 
80 sevorly that he died. The constable was scutonced to be hung. 

In another case a man killed his father-in-law, and made his wife complain 
that certain men with whom he had a land dispute had done the deed. This 
case was ponding at the close of tho year, 

188. Fifteen cases of culpable nomicide were reported, of which 8 ended 
in conviction ; and of 35 persons sent up 11 were convicted, 11 were acquitted, 
and 13 wore ponding trial. These results are very fair. 

189. In none of the other classes was there any such fluctuation or any 
case which calls for notice. 
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Serious crime sgaiust property has ai^ain increased by the large number of 
1,089 oases, the total being larger than in any year since 1879. There is a 
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small decrease of three casM of daooity and the same number of oases <ji teceiy^ 
ing property stolen in daooity, and of one case of robbery by dragging. Breiy 
other headfing shews an increase, which is much the largest unaor house- 
breaking (974 oases). The other headings of robbery (serials 32 and 33) 
shew in all 50 cases more. Serious mischief 18 cases more, mischief to animals 
37 more, and houso-trospass 15 more. Results are agaiu worse both as regards 
detection and trial. The lower figures for 1883 in columns 3 and 4 of the 
table include direct cases.

The fluctuations are very slight. Increase is shewn in the President (5), 
Hajshahyo (3), and Dacca (3) Divisions, and decrease in Rurdwan (1), dhitta- 
gong (3>, Bhagulpore (3), Orissa (4), and Chota Nag^re (3). In Patna the 
number has now been the same for four years. The Kajshahye and Burdwan 
Divisions again head the list, and the Presidency Division has now worked into 
the third place. 

There are again 1.3 districts in wliich no dacoity took placo : 13 more show 
one each, four return two, three return three, and six four. The districts which 
shew more than four arc Midnapore 17, Dinageppre and Rnngpore each 12, G 3 ^a 
and the 24-Pergunnahs each seven, and Dacca and Hooghly each five. The total 
of the abovo is 1 19, and this is tho real number that took place in the yoor ; but the 
^present form is so badly arranged that only 118 aro shown, and I cannot^ alter 
the figures in the statement without causing confusion. The reason is that 
one case of last year was declared false in the Chittagong division.^ 

Out of these 119 oases, 71 occurred in tho nine districts, which I divided 
into daooity groups last year, viz., 32 in the Bajshahye group, 29 in the 
Midnapore group, and 10 in the Oya group. I regret that the ofEorts made 
last ye^ to stamp out dacoity in the first of these groups have so far failed. 
The history^ of what has been done will be given in dealing with the crime 
of c^h divmon. There was for a time a distinct stoppage, but crime began 
again in different places towards the close of the year, and since then there 
be^ ^ wave o| tnie erime which so far the police h&re failed to eheok.

These results are bad in cases, but 81 were pending at the dose of the 
year, and 95 persons, of whom 40 had been committed, were under trial. liast 
year only 69 persons were pending.

The amount of property stolen and recovered in dacoities for the last 
five years is given b^low. The recoveries are still far from good, though a

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192. Robberies have increased by 49 cases, 
and are more numerous than they have been since

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Results are also considerably worse, the percentage of cases ending 
in conviction being 33*9 against 44 2 and of persons convicted 34*7 against 
44*1. The percentage of property recovered is, however, much better,

48. During the past year enormous sums have been carried by postal 
runners wim no protection, and it is rather to be wondered at that 
robberies have not been more frequent. In many places the mails pass 
through jungly places W from any village or human habitation, and where 
robbery may be committed with comparative impunity. Such protection 
as be given by the police is now auorded, but there is undoubtedly great 
danger in the present system, and any suggestion such as that of the 
Commissioner of Burdwan referred to in paragraph 109 deserves attmitiop. 

193. Cases have increasad by 18, as noted above. The fluctuation is very

109. Altogether there is an increase of 13 cases, tho number having risen

In Midnaporo cases have lisen from 8 to 10, and in each of the other two 
districts there is an increase of 3 cases. Bankoora shews one case less, and the 
other two districts tho same number as last year. Conviction was secured in 
Oidy 9 cases, which is again worse than tho previous year when 10 cases ended 
in conviction. Seventy persons were put on trial, and only 14 convicted, which 
is very poor. Ono of tho Hoogbly cases was a mail robbery, in which Its. 460 
were taken. Ono of tho notes was traced, and the man to whom it was traced 
admitted having had a share in the robbery. The jury, however, acquitted him, 
and the High Court, to whom tho case was referred by the Judge who dis- 
agreed, confirmed their verdict. With reference to this case the Commis- 
sioner of Burdwan states that he* has recommended a system of postal cheques 
being given to lo(‘al bankers. Some such system is most desirable, as there is 
considerable danger in tho carriage of tho large sums of money now required 
by tho Postal Department. Tlie Postmaster-Genoral and I have been in corres- 
pondence for some time on the subject of giving additional security to these 
remittances, but the police force in districts is generally so small that it is 
difficult to supply escorts. 

In ono of tho Howrah cases two municipal constables wore convicted.

Khulna again 
shows no case. Nuddea again shews two cases. 

JesSore shews one more and the other two dis- 
tricts each two more. In the 24>Porgunnahs cases have been steadily 
increasing for the last three years, the numbers being three, five, and 
seven. The Commissioner attributes this partly to the increase of bad 
characters employed in mills and brick-making ; but this is not the sole cause 
of increase, and it appeared certain there were at least two local gangs whom 
the police failed to trace at work during the year. Since the close of the year a 
succession of dacoitiCs took place in the neighbourhood of Calcutta which thepolice 
failed to detect for some tme, but most of these cases have now been traced to a 
Calcutta gang, and since their arrest no fresh cases have occurred. Another 
gang has also been arrested in the Diamond Harbour sub-division, and it is to 
be hoped this crime will now decreaso. Divisional results are decidedly better, 
eight out of 16 cases having ended in conviction and 36 persons out of 69 sent up 
having been convicted. These results are the best since 1879. No case 
calls for special notice. 

203. Robberies have gone up from 15 to 18 cases. Results arc worse, con-

** Moo.rshedabad with six cases failed to get a single

In Dinageporo not a single conviction was obtained. The police failed 
to obtain any mue in seven cases. In four cases persons were sent up, bat were 
all ac(juittod or discharged. The 12th case was not really a dacoity, but was 
committed under section 39r> by the Deputy Magistrate before whom it went, 
and it is therefore shewn as a dacoity. It was really a gambling quarrel. 
There was only one serious case iii this district, in which nearly Ks. 4,500 
worth of property was taken. This case was investigated by acting Inspector 
Rossick Lai Moitro, who succeeded in getting a clue to tho case, and one of tho 
men coucoruod confessed before him. Ho took no proper measures to guai'd 
this man, who escaped, and to hide his negligence he concealed tho fact of the 
arrest, confession, and escape. Tltis was not detected at the time, and the 
acting Inspector was afterwards dismissed the service on other grounds. He 
was, however, afterwards judicially punished in this case. When the special 
Inspector was deputed to Dinageporo all this came out, and ho sent up 18 persons 
under section 401, who were concerned in this and other cases. One of these was 
made approver, and the remaining 17 were committed, but all were acquitted by 
the Sessions Judge. Tho Magistrate himself conducted tho preliminary 
enquiry into this case, and to him, and to me also, it appeared a very strong 
one, the evidence being accumulalivo ; but the whole rested on tho basis of the 
approver’s evidence, and as the Judge disbelieved that, the case failed. TTia 
evidence was, however, in tho m^iiu true. 

Rungpore is the only district in which dacoities have really been treated 
with any success. Out of the 12 true cases, one was taken up by the sub- divisional 
officer of Nelphamari direct and committed, but it failed before the Sessions. Out 
of tho remaining 11 no clue was obtained in thioe cases, three were pending, and 
persons were sent up in five, of which throe were successful. One of these was the 
case noticed in paragraph 251 of last year’s report. In that case 17 railway 
labourers were arrested, Id of whom were sentenced to seven years’ rigorous 
imprisonment, and one made an approver. Stolen property in several cases of 
house-breaking was also found in the houses of members of this gang. 

The whole of the four Fubna cases took place in the Seraj gunge sub- 
division. One of them was really a Mymensingh case, but as it was both 
enquired into and tried in Pubna it is shewn in that district. Three out of the 
four dacoities were committed by this same gang, of whom six were finally 
convicted, and it is believed this gang is now broken up. In discharging the 
accused in one of these cases tho Judge recorded the following remarks :>— ** It 
would be w ell for the lower courts to bear in mind that, unless in veiy excep- 
tional cases, the retracted confession of some accused, plus an approvers 
evidence, supported by the testimony of local prostitutes and shopmen (1 mean 
of persons residing within the district and subject to tho local police, as distin* 
guushed from resiu^ents of another district, such as testified in another dacoity case 
this Sessions) are not sufficient for a conviction.” I note this as shewing how 
almost impossible it is to got convictions before the Sessions Court in soiho 
districts, and that the police are not entirely to blame for this. It bag 
abWly been sbewm in paragraph 78 that Bogra and Pubna stand asoond 
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und Btxth on thd 
ihefote the Sessions. 


list ol disttiots in which conTiotions have hoen ImkI 
Ko doubt the Judge did not intend all ho wrote in the 
Judgment quoted above, but a timid Magistrate might very well refuse to 
‘eeommit on local evidence, however good, rolymg on the above decision as his 
jusUfioation. Generally local evidence is supposed to be the best, and it Is hard 
to see why shopmen should be classed with prostitutes as unworthy of belief. 

I also protest against the wholesale imputation against the police 
conve^red in tho above. There is nothing more calculated to keep the 
morality of the police low than constant suspicion of their every act. The 
usual lino of defence adopted by the worst of criminals is abuse of the police, 
and this line is too often endorsed by tbe courts. In fact from many of the 
judgments which come before mo it would appear that tho police wore a body 
of men leagued to oppress honest men rather than a body doing their best 
in tbe interests of the people at largo, and performing their work on the whole 
well and conscientiously. There are and must be among so largo a number 
some black sheep, such as the Inspector mentioned above, but it seems very 
hard that the whole force should come in for the opprobrium of their misdeeds. 

In the oaso in question 1 have no hesitation in saying that tho polico 
acted with perfect good faith and honesty. As the Magistrate remarked on 
receipt of tho above judgment: — “If wo throw aside confessions, approver’s 
evidence, and that of porsons residing in the district in which the offence was 
oommittod, the Sessions Court may as well be shut up.” No roforence to 
Government was made iii this case, because throe of the four accused wore con* 
vioted immediately afterwards in other cases, and because “ the corrborative 
evidence was rather weak ; not bi'cause the witnesses wore shop-keepers and 
prostitutes, but because they were deposing to oveuts that had happened many 
months before their statements were taken.” 

In Julpigorce tho police arrested altogether 21 persons, of whom 12 were 
in one cose. This was undoubtedly a good case, but turned out most unfortu* 
nately. Five persons died in jail of cholera before appearance before the Deputy 
Commissioner. Of tbe remaining seven he acquitted three and made one an 
approver, convicting the remaining three. The Sessions Judge (quashed the 
sontenco on tho technical ground that the Deputy Commissioner had no power to 
try the case after admitting one of the accused as an approver. 

The cases in the other districts call for no remark. 

208. Twenty-five true cases occurred during tho year against 18 in 1882, 

and of these only foui were successiully dealt with. 
Two of the robberies in Dinagepore were mail 
robberies. In one the police totally failed. In tiio other the same Inspector 
who misconducted himself in the dacoity case referred to in tho previous 


paragraph sent up two men, one of whom was convicted by tho Magistrate, 


but acquitted by tho Judge on appeal. Thero seemed good grounds to 
suspect that the Inspector had sent up these men, knowing them to be innoceut, 
so a fresh investigation was held which clearly bliewcd their innoconoe. 
I was of opinion that there was sufficient proof to proceed criminally 
against the Inspector, but tho Magistrate differecl and the Inspector was only 
dismissed. Tho second investigation went to shew that the runner was tho 
guilty party, but sufficient proof could nc t bo obtained after so long an interval. 
One of the Bogra cases was also a mail robbery, and was undetected.

The recovery of property has been good in this division. 

211. There is an increase of three cases due entirely to Dacca, where the 

number has gone up from one to five, My mensingh 
and Furreedpore shew the same numbers as last year 
four and ono and Backergunge has only one case. Beaults can scarcely be 
criticised, as so many cases were pending. Seventy-one persons wore sent up, 
of whom 6 were convicted, 30 acquitted or dischaigod, and 35 were pending 
trial. Before Magistrates the police wore successful, as. out of the 71 persons 
sent uji, only 4 were discharged, 7 wore pending, and 60 were committed, 
of whom 6 were convicted, 20 acquitted, and 28 wore ponding trial. 

Of the five cases in Dacca two wore river dacoitios, and wore untraced. The 
other throe cases were really ono occurrence, and were only technically dacoities, 
being the result of disputes about land, culminating in a riot in which some 
property was taken, thus bringing the cases ^ under the heading of dacoities. 
The Judge and a minority of the jury were in favour of a conviction, but tlio 
Judge did not consider the cases of a nature for a reference to the High Court. 
The offences wore committeil on 22nd July 1883 and the cases were not 
decided till 25th January 1884, thus giving the parties ample time to compromiso. 
Backergunge shews the only conviction during the year. The case was the 
resoli: of a laud dispute, and in addition to looting the complaiuant^s house the 
accused also raped his wife. This, too, is only a technical dacoity. 

Of the four Mymeneingh cases two were river and two land dacoities. One 
of the former was at first reported in O form, but the property was afterwards 
traced, and a conviction secured under section 412. In ono of the land cases 10 
persons robbed a widow. All confessed and all were committed, but were acquit- 
ted by the Judge. One of the cases returned as unsuccessful is that already 
noted in paragraph 207 as having been tried in Pubna. In this district also eight 
persons were tried for a dacoity committed m 1881. Of these three were convict- 
ed and five acquitted, of whom three confessed fully before the Magistrate. 
Apparently the Judge believed those confessions to be true, the jgh ho would not 
convict on them. The assessors were in favour of convicting not only these 
three, but also another who did not confess. This case shows how difficult 
it is to got convictions in some districts, even though the evidence be legally 
sufficient and is believed to be true. 

It is worth noting that although the police failed in getting conviction 
for dacoity, property to the extent of 40*7 per cent, was recovered in seven 
out of the nine cases of this division in which anj^thing was stolen. 

212. Fifteen cases occurred against eight in 1882. Mymensingh again 

returns five cases. In Dacca they have increased 
from one to five, in Backergunge firom one to three, 
and in Furreedpore from one to two. Besults were good, convictions having 
been obtained in nine cases, and out of 24 persons who appeared 15 were con- 
victed and ono was ponding.

221. As shown in paragraph 191, there were again 11 cases, of which 7

The decrease in Becibhoom is 
ascribed to successful prosecution of bad-livelihood cases in 1881-82, but 1 find 
that in these two years only 1 1 persons were convicted, so that ihe explanation 
does not appear good. In Hooghly it is ascribed to gonenil prosperity. 

As couipared with last year, percentages of convictions are worse, being 
28*8 against 31*2 in cases and 43*6 against 50 of persons : the real percentage 
of convictions in cases, including direct cases, is 34*2. 


248. cisBs V rRnsiDFNCY Division. 
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Cases have largely increased by 780 ; Ifuddea and Khulna show small 
decreases of 37 and 23, while the 24-Porgunuaha, Jc.saorc, and Moorshedabad 
show an increase of 156, 582, and 102 cases. 

Percentages as compared with 1882 are worse, being 20*4 for eases and 
43*9 for persons, against 23 8 and 46*4.

was small, and Barrackpore, where it was largo. The Magistrate considers 
this increase to bo partly real and paitly duo to better repotting, the 
result of better snpervis'in owing to an Assistant having been posted to 
Bai^ckpore. A large number of bad characters have also come into this 
sub-division for work. Pait of this increase is, 1 believe, the work of Calcutta 
burglars. They find it for their interest to work beyond the jurisdiction of the 
strong Calcutta police, where they find a weaker organization. I'lu* District 
Bu{^nntendent of the 24-Pergunnah8 has strengthened the police of the sub- 
division as far as possible, and of late there has been improvement. The small 
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incroose of 23 casen in Jessore is put down to the short harvest and the com- 
pletion of railway works. In Nuddea the increase of 03 cases is attributed 
partly to Major Ramsay’s afEorts to prevent concealment, and partly to short 
crops. 

No explanation is given regarding the increase of 81 cases in Moorsheda- 
bad. It is spread over nearly every station, and is nowhere largo. 

Covictions in cases in Burials 35 and 36 are 8'2 per cent, against 8*5 last 
year, and of persons 55 9 against 52*2. 

250. The following table shows the number of theft and cattle theft 

cases. Results arc better in the latter and worse in 
the former — just the contrary to what himponed 
last year. The increase in theft is 433 cases, and is spread over all the districts 
of tlio division. It is only large in Jossorc, 222, and the 24'pGrgunnah8, 147 
cases. The explanation given for the iucroaso in burglary applies also to 
thefts. 

The large theft case in the Nizamut premises at Berhampore was separately 
reported to Government, and the details need not be repeated hero.

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'I’hls division shows an incroaso of 642 true cases. All districts contribute 
to this increase, Diniigcporo 244 cases. Rung pore and PubnacachOO, Darjeeling

In Dar- 
jeeling it is ascribed to less concealment ; but it is more probably duo to Forest 
Act cases boing wrongly reported as thefts ; and this too probably accounts to 
a great extent for the results boing best in this district. The percentage of 
conviction in cases is 30*9 of persons 50 3 against 32 7 and 68*7 in 1882, but 
in the year under report the result of direct cases also is included, thus irapiov* 
ing the percentage. 

204. Oases have again increased, and 208 true cases wore reported against 
CftUicthtffc 1882. The chief increase is in Rung])ore,

This increase is attiibufed 
by the District Superintendent and Magistrate partly to tin influx oi bad thaiac- 
ters working on the lailway, paitly to tlio inhucnce of the newly iidiodnecd 
punebayats in preventing coiKealment ot crime, and part]3' to the mtioduotion 
of the beat system. The C'enimissiono} would attribute tlio ineroasi* solely to 
the second of these causes, arguing tl at the liisi ought also to have influenced 
Dacca were it tiuo. As the railuaj’ in the Dacca district runs chiefly through 
Jungle, there was not the same oppoi tunit^’- lor tho workmen to commit crime as 
in Mymensingh, so that the first cause may also have some little influence. 
The chief reason, however, m my opinion, is tlie weakness of the polieo. Tho 
decrease in theft eases must howi'ver bo taken into cousideiatiuu along with 
this increase. 

Results are worse, the percentages being 8*9 and 40 4 ngaiiisl 9 4 and 52*8. 
In Furreedporo and Myniensingh only 5 per cent oi this class of case ended 
in conviction, while in Dacca the piicontage was 18 
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257. Theffc has decreased in eveiy district bat Dacoa^ where there is an 
increase of 5i eases.

The whole increase is ascribed to the higli pi ice of food-grains, and in 
Gya, it is stated that not only weie prices high, but work was not alwaj's 

J irocumblo. The large di*crease in Sarun is attiibuted to the measuios which 
lave boon taken with tlie Mughaya Domes. Kesults are worse generally. 
Gya shows a little improvement. 
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264. Oafth* lliefts ha\e again increased, and the number of true «*ases 
has risen to 395, or 119 moie than last year Escry distiict except Shahabad 
and llozufEerptne shows an increase, but it is large only in Durbhunga, 58 cases, 
Barun 4 1, and Gya 22. I’he increase in Durbhunga is rei^orted to be due 
jiartly to reports of strayed cattle being onteied more largely as theft, and 
partly to an increase of thefts for the purpose of taking the Iiide. Formerly 
cattle theft ill this distiict is said to have been chiefly the work of butchers; 
now it is stated ti» bo done by hide inercbants, and as the hide is more easily 
removed than the whole carcass, dotectuai is more dilHcult. The increase in 
Saruu is attributed to the first of the two causes stated above, and the Distiiit 
Superintendent reports that he is satisfied from the statements of indigo-plantcrs 
and other respectable inhabitants that ciiiue has actually dcci eased. These 
statements are borne out bj^ figures, cattle having been recovered in only 30 out 
^ of 102 cases in Durbhunga and in 33 out of 71 in Sarun. A refercnco to 
• * paragraph 331 of last v ear’s report wall show that previously few doubtful 
cases wore taken up in Saruti. 

266. Thefts have increased by 3:d7 cases, every district except Durbhunga 
contributing to this result. 'I’he increase is greatest in Chumparun, 161, Sarun 
81, and Gya 65 cases. The increase is generally attributed to the high price 
of food, but in Chumparun it is also assorted to be partly duo to better ropr^iting 
the result of some punebayats and chuwkidars being punished for not 
reporting, Kesults are not so good, being 31*2 in cases (35*7 if dii'ccl eases bo 
included) against 36 2, and 55 6 for persons against 58 8.

Although the greateb*; delay shown is loss than last ye.ir, the average 
delay ih greater, and 1 think thtso figures buppoit wliat tho ( Vminussioner o£ 
Dacca baid labt year, quot 'd in paragiaph 1107 I am stiongly in luvourof trial 
in the accused’s village when it is pobsible, but theie is often no judicial officer 
available to go out within a reasonable time (see paragiaph li 02 of last year’s 
report), and tho advantage of trial on the spot ib deiily bought by such delay as 
is above shewn. The above t*ible bhews that tho greatobt delay took jilaco 
in Bengal piopor, w hoi o only 7b cubes were tiiod in court against 483 on tho 
M»ot In tho I’atna l)i\ibion 146 cases were tiled in court against lb.> on 
the spot, and including Shahabad the average time was 6.0 days ; excluiliug that 
distriet 30 These figures show tliat a largo pioportion of the (h 1 1> is due to 
adhering to the rule of tiial on the spot and that where it is rel.ivi 1 tlio delay 
is Icbd. Tho existing oulors on this subject also place (he police in a 
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(lihtiiict difliculty, as tlic law (Criminal Procedure Code) makes the vagrancy 
section of the Code cognizable, and the police ought therefore to arrest and send up 
persons against whom bad livelihood is proved, while executive orders direct 
that a mere report should be sent. In reviewing tho half-yearly working stato- 
nient of one of the heaviest districts in tho province, tho District Sup€'>rinteudent 
was asked to explain why only one person had been tried for bad livelihood, and 
ho rcj)lied : “ No doubt the result of bad livelihood oases is bad, not, however, 

for v-ant of bad characters, of whom there are many; but here again the police 
are helpless ; all they can do is to report such characters to tho Magistrate and 
ask for ])roeocdings to be taken, whieli has been invariably done.” I would 
suggest that tho onlers of Government blinuhi be so far modified that the police 
should in future ho directed to send up A forms in accordance with the law, 
and that orders should he ibsuod to Magistrates to hear at once tho evidence 
so sent iij>, and when possible to fix tho next date of bearing in the village, so 
us to be able to test the ovidenct' sent up by the police and recorded in Court. 

278. There is a decided reduction in the number of bad characters under 

supervisirm. In tho end of 1881 tho number, exclusive of Darjeeling, was51),80f). 
In the end of ISSIi this number was reduced to 48,209, including Darjeeling. 
This represents a A'ory decided decrease of woik, and it has, I consider, been 
obtained without any decre.ise in tho extent of supervision exercised over the 
joal eriniiiials of the countiy. In many districts the reduction has been made 
judiciously, tlio inehnation being gi'iieral to retain on tho list any doubtful 
name, ’’riic number would have been still smaller but for tho injudicious 
manner in which some Magistrates older burvenian<*o in vory petty eases, thus 
bringing on tho list now namts of men who are not fit subjects for sujiervision. 
Jii Ikinkooia the number under surveillance is far too large, 2,1 19 persons, and tho 
number under survcillanee in tlie five stations nauiod by Mr. Monro in paiagiaph 
457 of the report for has now more than doubled. Moorsliedahad and 

Dai jeeling also have far too many still on the list. The number of persons 
under sui veillaneo varies <‘oi> 8 id<‘rul)ly in tho difteront parts of the province, 
fu the Cljota Nagpore division it is 1 in 807 persons, in Bengali in 1,182, 
in Bidiar 1 in 1,952, and in Orissa I in 2,091. In the Burdwan division tho 
number is 1 in 789, wliieh is too high, and in Bankoora it actually reaches the 
very high latc of 1 in 180 persons. 

279. TJiis class of cas(» has, as already noted, increased by 140 eases. 

*1 he percentage convictions in cases was 05*7 

against 70 1 and <»f persons 77*5 against 70*0. 
Including direct cases, tho jiercentage of eon vietions in cases was 80*5. The 
total number of convictions in et>gnizablo cases during the year was 2 545, and 
of thoso 2,085, or bl 9 per cent, wore in ])oliee cases, leaving only 18*1 per 
cent tor cases instituted by cxei'^e oflieers and all others. 

280. Iho eompaiative table* bch»w shows the number of excise oases 
under the principal headings for tho past thiec j-oars: — 
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From the above it will b<i seen that prosecutions for illicit distillation have 
ag-aiii doeieased. N(*n)ly lialf the cases (129) took })luce in the single district of 
Beeibhoom, and that Uistiict, Singbhuoni, Munbhoom (each 20 cases), and the 
Gui jiuit Mclials account for 182 cases out ot 255. Eighteen distnets return no 
< as< , and 10 only one each. Tho excessive number iu Becibhooni is, I believe, 
duo tu the dibtillatiun of pachwai, but no puiticulars are given. There is again a 
large numhi'i of o]>ium cases, but 241 out of the wliolo come from tbc two districts 
of U 3 u(n 8 ) and iJaZtU’ibagh (129). The increase in Gya is not noticed by the 
Cinninissionti, but that in ll.izaiibagh is considered by him as creditable to the 
police. The sxstem ot lewaids to informers w^as worked more largely in this 
than in any other distiiet opium ciop w’as so short in most districts, that 

theio was little opjxut unity foi smuggling ; and tho opium system is such that 
the diug is very little moic valuable to a smuggler iu a year of a bad crop than 
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when the crop is plentifu}. Ilenco, as it is much easier for the cultivator to keep 
bfMsk part of his crop where ho has a larp^o amouiit to <lisj>oBC of, the facilities 
for smu^^lin^ were loss than usual in tho >car under rejiort. 

Ganja cases arc increasinjy rapidly, tlio districts Mhich rotuin the preatost 
number of cases are Purneah 71, Pooree 51, Fmioedporo and Shaliab.id tach 
40, Balasoro 39, Miduapoie 37, and Cuttack and Gya each 83. Iholaipo 
number of these cases in Orissa is notewoithy. 

Cases for possession of fresh tan have proatly decreased under orders 
issued during the year, whdo eases of possession of fermented tari have preatly 
increased. Tiie districts which chiefly coiitibutc to this class of case aio tho 
24-Perpunnahs 310 cases, I>urbhuiipa 88, Moorsliedabnd 80, Patna 50, and 
the Sonthal Peipunnahs 40. other distiict rcn«*hos 20 casts 

Tboieisapain a decrease iu tho nuiubei of of vendors punished, tlic lipurcs 
being 413 against 42 > I’he districts which show the greatest number of 
vendors punished are Halasoie iO, Ilowioh and the (turjhats < ach 31, Dur- 
bhunga 28, Cbuinparuu 24, and Cuttack 22. 

280. Rail casCH 
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Salt cases in Bengal have increased by 151, and they have boon rather 
more successfully worked The sa^t cases of Bohur (under tho North-Wostorn 
Provinces excise authorities) aio also shown iu the above table, which 
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includes both cognizable and non-cognizable cases The number of true 
cognizable cases ns 795) of which 761 ended in conviction. They will bo 
dealt with under the divisions in which they occurred. The Behur oases are all 
uun-cognizable, and are chieil}' prosecutions with reference to saltpetre. 

281. Arms Act cases are for the first time shown separately , the number 
i . being 1,082. The Bhagulporo division gives a far 

or ingo e rm , Jaigop uumber of cases than any other division (285) 
Chota Nagpore coming next with 188. The districts which show most cases are 
Pumeah 107, Sonthal Pergunnalis 72, Bhagulporo 07, Bingbhoom 61, Khulna 
67, Dacca 65 and Jessoic and Lohardugga 62 ea<‘h. 


282. cia« vr. Burdwan Division. 
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Cases have incrcasod hy 530. Burdwan and Bankoora show a largo increase 
of 592 and 1 57 cases ; Beerbhooni gives 22 and Hooglily 7 more. The other 
two districts show a decrease. The decrease it» Midiiaporc is attributed to 
the police having been discouraged from taking up petty nuisance cases, and in 
Howrah to the people having become more obedient to the municipal 
laws. 

283. Vagrancy cases increased from 103 to 117. The great increase is 
in Burdwan, where prosecutions rose from 6 to 37. Of this number 18 were 
against Burwars, who could not be tried at their homes, and this accounts for the 
large number of cases tried in court (22). In all the other districts the 
majority of cases were tried in the villages of the accused. Kesults were very 
poor, only 69 porsons having been convicted against 53 acquitted, the rest 
being under trial. Two of tho distiicts of this division have been noted in 
paragraph 274 as having shown sjjecially bad results. 

284. Hxeisc eases may be said to be stationary, tho decrease being only 4. 
A very successful opium seizure took place after the close of tho year in Hooghly, 
in which about 6 niaunds were seized, packed in lioe bags, consigned from 
Burdwan to ChanJernagoic*. 

285. Salt cases in Midnaporo have increased from 106 to 1 1 3, only 20 
of which were cognizable. There is a great falling off in the number of cas *8 
of illicit manufacture, which have gone down from 84 to 13. Tho Commissioner 
considers that any failure is due to tho size of tho district which prevents 
proper supervision. It may also bo that the reduced price of salt checks illicit 
manufacturo. The Commissioner’s ri'marks about the suit patrol boats have 
already been quoted in paragraph 29. 

286. Tho Commissioner considers that the provisions of tho Arms Act were 
judiciously worked in this division. There were only 65 cases against 235 in 
1882. 
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This division shows a small decrease of 69 cases. The 24-PergunnahS) 
Jessore, and Khulna show aii increase, the other two districts a decrease. 

288. Vagranev cases have decreased by 4S. Results are worse, being 
very bad in the 24-l*orgunnah8 and Khulna. The orders of Gloverumont re- 
garding place of trial were observed. 

289. The number of excise cases has varied very little, being 8X1 against 
810 Results are not as good as last year. Tho Oomtnissionor again gives 
credit to the police of the 24-Porgunnaha for their excise work, though tho 
number of cases there is less by 37. I’he rewards given in that aistrict 
amounted to Rs. 2,666-14-6, or loss than half what was given in 1882. Jessore 
returns only 23 and Nuddea 29 coses, and it appears the police there are not 
sufficiently active in excise matters. 

290. Cognizable salt cases have increased both in the 24-Porgunnaha 
and Khulna, the number being 327 against 224. Tho ca>»oa wore mostly jietty 
and tho Kliulna Magistrate brings to notice the very small pen iHu'h luflicteil 
by the trying Magistrates. 

291. There wore 1 67 prosecutions under the Arms Act, the largest nuinboi 
being 67 cases in Khulna and the smallest 6 in Moorshedabad. I’lie uuinbi i 
does not appear to be excessive. 
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There is an increase of ^9 cases in tliis division, due to l>mageporc 62 
cases, Rungporc 3, llogra 133, Uarjecliug 39, and Julpigoreo 206. lla]\hahyo 
returns 161 and Pubna 172 loss. Tho iluctuations are clnefly due to uuisaiuc 
cases. 


293. Vagrancy cases increased by 10 in ‘>pito of none having been tided 
in Darjeeling, against 44 in 1882. Tho increase is chiefly in Rungporo and 
Julpig oree. Results show a great improvement, 108 persons having been con- 
victed against 43 discharged. Only 17 persons were not trii'd on the spot, and 
there are good reasons for all these cases being tried at head-quarters. Tho 
Oommissiouer quotes tho District Muperintendnt of Darjeeling's remarks that all 
the numerous rdeasod convicts interviewed by the District JSupi'rintendent a]>pear 
to have settled down to a steady life,’’ and, ‘‘the naoKss of some of the released 
convicts have been removed to part II and the registers corrected j” yet in the 
face of this Darjiling has 594 persons or 1 in 261 of the population under sur- 
veillance. In tho sudder station tlie Sub-Inspcctor, an officer of long expeuem-c, 
lately assured me that ho had one habitual criminal in his jurisdiction, and he 
was in jail j yet 171 persons arc under surveillance in that station. I'hc correc- 
tion of the registers can have been of httlo value. 

294. Excise cases have gone down from 219 to 194. There is no very 
morkod fluctuation, but I regrot to see a decrease of 19 cases in Darjiling. The 
Commissioner also remarks on this decrease. Results wore good everywhere 
except in Julpigoree. 

205. There is a very marked increase of coses under tho Forest Act In 
Darjiling and os previously remarked a number of Forest Act cases Imve also 
been tried as thefts. 


296.^ There were only 72 cases under tho Arms Act, the highest number 
in any district being 19. There wore no prosecutions in Rajshahyc. 
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Dacca Division. 
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There is a decrease of 84 true cases, duo solely to Backergungo, where the 
decrease amounts to 175 cases. Dacca shows 30, Furroodpore 59, and Mymen- 
singh 2 more. Results are slightly worse. The decrease occurs under all 
headings except public and local nuisances. 

298. Vagrancy cases have decreased from 244 to 188, Backorgungo being 
the only distnet whore there was an increase There were only 34 coses instituted 
in Mymonsingh during the year. Fight cases of last3earweio also disposed of. 
This is ver 3 ’^ f(*w, coubidering the anumiit of crime which exists in that district. 
Results ai c* very bad in Furreedpore and M^’monsingh. ljOf>king at what Avas said 
last year about M 3 ’'mcnsingh, the result is not creditable to the district authorities. 
In fact the criminal administration of this district has not been satisfactory 
<*von when all allowance is made for its size and the prevalence of crime. The 
police lightly or wrongly have an idea that they have not been supported, 
and that cveAi the best oases arc bound to break down ; and an impression like 
this re-acts on the work of the whole body. 

299. Excise cases have decreased from 295 to 209, the greatest decrease 
(100 cases) bt'ing in Baekergunge. The excise officers appear to have worked 
far more eflectually in this division than in any other, exactly hall the convic- 
tions having been obtained in cases with which the police had no concern. 
The decrease in cases is chiclly due to the exemption of ficbli tari liom the 
operation of the law. 

800. Aims Act cases are again fewer, the total being 102. In Dacca and 
Furreedpore there is an inei case of 27 and 1 1 cases. Baekergunge sltows no 
case in 1883. The working of this Act does not call for any special remarks. 


301. (Iiwbm Cjiitivgono Division. 
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I'hcro is a large increase of 396 cases to which Chittagong contributes 
150, Koukhallj' 32, and Tipperah 210. The increase in Chittagong is due to 
the fact that until last > ear nuisance cases wexe illegally disposed of by the 
V'iee-Chaiiman and not brought under the Procedure Code. They are now 
tiled by a bench. I'hc increase in Noakholl^^ is due to Salt and Arms Act casor. 
The laige iuci ease in Tipperah is said to bo duo to the stxict enforcement of 
section 34 of Act V of 1801 in Brahinunbaria. So large an increase appears 
to argue undue severity. 

302. Vagrancy cases have gone down from 84 to 25. There was not a 
single case in Chittagong which is not creditable when the prevalence of 
arson is considered. Tijiperah too, a notoriously criminal district, only sliows 
three cases. Results are poor, only 11 porsons having been convicted 
against 14 acquitted. As usual, in Noakliolly the number of petition 
<*aseb was large— -10 out of 22 cases. 
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303. Excise cases hare decreased from 126 to 95. In Noakhally they 
hare dropped £rom IT to 7, and in Tipperah gone up from 5 to 18. There 
is therefore a decrease of 31 cases in Chittaj^ong, of which no oxpIanuHon is 
giren. The increase in ’’ripporah appears to bo wholly due to oxcUo officers, 
the police only haring taken up 5 cases, which is far from creditable. 

304. Cognisable cases under the salt laws hare increased in Chittagong 
from 135 to 142; of these 7 only woro for illicit manufacture, while in 1881 
there were 51 such cases, and in 1382 29. The Commissioner points out 
that there has been an increased sale of 32,627 1 maunds of licit salt in the 
last three years, and considers this to be proof that the decrease in cases is due 
to the extinction of illicit salt manufacture.’’ The police have also boon 
active in the detection of illicit cases of importation from Arracau. liosults 
were good, 130 cases having ended in conviction 

In Noakhally cognizable cases wont up from 15 to 37. The most of the 
cases in this district woro again petty. Sales in the islands increased by 610 
maunds. 

305 There wore 68 cases under the Arms Act, none of which weic lo- 
jiorted from the FIUl Tracts. The other threo districts divide the ciscs nearly 
equally. The increase is large in Noakhally, and is not accounted iei. 

* 

306. Class VI PA^^\ Division. 
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There is a very coiisidorablo iueroase of 1, true cases under this class. 
The chief incroaso is under nuisance, 1,J26 ca»es; vagrancy, 104; and 
oxcibo 120. 
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The above table shows a small dc* rcaso of 0 cases each in Durbls^'Ta and 
Cliumparun, 11 in Patna, and 17 in Mazuflerporo. Gya gives 2 3 moi^t huha- 
bad 29, and Sarun 92. Hesults aie bitter. With rcfcreiut to the large incre.i'^e 
in Sarun the Commissioner wiiles* — “ With houso-brcMking so prevalent and 
so difficult of detection, it would bo will if the police would inoio freely tuin 
thoir attention to suspected persons, and jirosecuto them with the cneig^ an<l 
zeal shown by the Sarun police.’’ The incicase in Gya is due to a bitch 
of 36 Burwors who were arrested just before the* Gya mch\, an ariest which 
doubtless prevented many thefts. 

Brcsults in Shahabad wcie spoiled by the release of 9 men, ivho wcie 
oidered to be ro>arrobted on a releieneo to the High Couit. As tho 3 too wei<“ 
Burwars, no trace of thorn could be found when warrants w'cre ibsuod, and 

12 
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they have therefore escaped. The Dome question is dealt with in para* 
graph 350. 

3<'8. Excise eases have again increased by 120, the number being 597. In 
1881 thore were only 2C0 cases. Durbhunga and Chumparun show u decrease 
of 43 and 20 cases, respectively ; all the other districts show an increase, which 
is greatest in Gya, 89, and Patna 59 eases. No cause is assigned for the 
increase. The greatest part of tho work was done by the police, the total 
convictions in cases being 495, of which 415 wore police cases, leaving only 
80 cases for excise oiiicors. 

309. There wore 113 Arms Act cases, of which 35 are returned from 
Gya and 31 from Durbhunga. The cases cull for no coniuicut. 

310. BirAGULPOKi: Division. 
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This division shows an increase of 3G5 cases, Monghyr and Muldah rc'lum 
185 and 43 casos fewer, and Bhagulporo, Purneali, and tii© Sonthal Pcrgunniihs 
406, 150, and 37, respeetively more thuii last year. The chief increase is under 
headings of nuisance, Arms Aet, and excise. 

311. Vagrancy ejises have gone down from 157 to 123. Tho decrease 
is in Purnoah, where the number has been reduced from 51 to 9, no Burwars 
having been detected at Caragola in 1883. The fluctuations in tho otlier 
districts <‘all for no rcmai-k. llesults were best in Bhagul|)oro, whore every 
person sent up was convicted, and worst in Pumcah. On the whole results 
arc better. Kighty-three cases were enquired into locally against 27 tried 
wholly ill court. 

312. Excise casos have increased by 5.3, all districts, excejii Monghyr, 
where there is a decrease of 65 casos, having contributed to this result. The 
incri-ase is marked in Purnoah, 67, and in the Sontlial Pergunnalis 45 eases. In 
the former district the increase is chiefly due to cases of illicit cultivation of 
bhang and in tho latter to smuggling of outatill spirit into tho district from 
outside, tho Sonthal Pergunnalis being still under the sudder distillery system, 
'^rhe decrease in Monghyr is attributed to the “exertions on the part of 
the police for supiiression of smuggling having slackciu-d.” It is not stated 
whether this blackening is due to the reduction of smuggling or not. 

313. Anns Act cases have gone up to 255, of which 107 wore in tho 
Punieah, 72 iu the Sonthal Pergunnalis, and 67 in Bhagulporo. Tho increase is 
chiefly iu Purneali and Bhagulporo, there having been no prosecution in tho 
latter district in 1882. 


314. ciumvi OnissA Division. 
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Th^re is a decrease of 338 true cases in this division during the year. 
Cuttack shows a decrease of 217 cases and Bolasore of 215, while Pooroo and 
the Guijhats show 67 and 37 more. The decrease in Cuttack is chiefly in 
nuisance cases, and in Balasore in salt cases. 

315. There were only 2 vagrancy cases in the year, One in Poorec, which 
is reported as having been disposed of without trial, and one in Balasore. Tho 
division does not suffer much from serious crime ; but I cannot believe that one 
trial in the year can represent proper supervision over bad charaeteis. Nono 
of tho Magistrates or the Commissioner take any notice of this decrease. 

310. Excise cases have increased by 56, the number being 307 agaiust 
251. Cuttack shows an increase of 53 cases, I'ooree of 2, and the Gurjhats of 
37, while Bala8f>re shows a decrease of 36 cases. Tho decrease in Balasore is 
considered by tho Magistrate as di'<crcditabIo to tlio police, and he considers 
that tho police want stirring up in this department. 1 find, however, us u fact, 
that out of 1 12 cases in 1882 the police enquired into 56 only, while in 1883 
they enquired into 61 out of 77. Tho falling off ap))oars thc'rcbue to be in 
the cases instituted by the Excise llepartment. J however agree with tho 
Magistrate that the number of cases might fairly bo increased, and tho police 
might with advantage have increased their vigilance as tho Excise Department 
decreased their prosecutions. Tho whole of the excise cases in the Gurjhats 
occurred in the K-handmals. The Commissioner has since granted a relaxation 
of tho rules, as ho considered them unsuitable to the people, lie considers 
that the excise laws were injudiciously enforced, but this is a mattiu’ in which 
the police are not to blame, as when a low is in force they are bound to 
enforce it, leaving it to the Magisterial authorities to allow any mitigation which 
may be found iieccssar 5 ’’. 

317. Salt cases have gone down from 292 to 213, a decrease of 70 cases. 
Cuttack alone sliowa an mcroaso of 4ii cases. Balasore gives a large decreaso 
of 110 cases, and Pooroe returns 6 loss. The police of Cuttack have done 
well : not only have cases increased, but the class of case detected show'-s good 
work. Cases of illicit manufacture have increased by 27, and all the persons 
sent up weri' eonvieted. Tho Commissioner again remarks on the great difference 
in consumption of salt in tho different stations. The consumption per head was 
again far tho highest in station Cuttack, — 13 seers per head ; Salepur with a 
consumption of 5 scors 14^ cliittacks comes next ; and Tirtolo is again lowest 
with only 2 seers 10^ chlttacks. The ^Magistrate is unable to explain tho high 
consumption in Cuttack The cuiisumption in Tirtole has increased by 7” 
chittaoks a head, and only 5, in place of 7 stations, show a consumption of h“ss 
than 5 seers, so that there is an impi-ovcmciit on the prcr*eding ^ car. The 
decrease in salt cases in Balasore is stated by the Magistrate to bo duo to 
non-cognizablo cases having been wrongly included in part 1 of statement A in 
1882, and he states that if these casus be deducted from tho 1882 figures, the 
balance will be only 26 cases against 42 in 1S83. The Commissioner considers 
that in salt as in excise cases tho police might with advantage have shown 
greater activity. 

318. Only 21 Arms Act eases are reported, 10 in Poorec and 1 1 in Balasore. 
It seems strange th it there arc none in the other two districts. 


319. cbwvi CuoT.v Nagpokk Division. 
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There is a small decrease of 18 casea. Hazaribagh and Singbhoom give 
go and 62 more, and Lohardiigga aud Manbhoom 66 and 64 fewer than last year. 
The incieaso in tho two first uam(*d districts is chiefly under excise cases, but in 
Singbhoom nuisance cases also have increased. In Lohardugga the decreaso ia 
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under nearly all headings, the greatest being under exeise, vagrancy, and 
nuisance ; and those three headings also account for the decrease in ManlimotHn. 

330. Vagrancy cases have gone down from 28 to 20. Singbhoom amta 
shows no case, and this year Kazan bagh does the same. This appears to imow 
a want of energy in the polioo in a district so full of bad characters as Hazari* 
bagh. Lohardugga shows but one case, and that was instituted before the 
Magistrate, so that in no district in the division except Moubhoom have the 
poli(‘e sent up a single bad character ; yet Jlazaribagh has 1,867 and Lohardugga 
1,802 bad characters under surveillance. In Maubhoom 19 cases were sent up. 

331. Excise cases have increased very greatly in Hazaribagb, the 
number having more than doubled. Out of 162 true cases 139 were of opium 
smuggling, which is considered creditable by the Commissioner. In Lohar- 
dugga there were only 15 cases, which appears too small a number. 

332. Arms Act cases have gone down from 228 to 18S. The cases are 
fairly distributed, and call for no remark. 

Railway Police. 

323. Cases which are reported on in this part of the report are included 
in the criminal siatisties of tlie districts in wliich they oc(‘ur, and are again 
noticed here only to show the working of tho East Indian Itailway Police. 
Seven hundred and thirty cognizable cases were rejiorted, of wliich 3G were 
declared false by JVfagistrates, leaving 691 true cases, chiefly under tho heading 
tlieft, an increase of exactly 100. In these cases 556 persons wore arrested, of 
wliom 534 were brought to trial. Of iht'se* 400 wore convicted, 113 
acquitted or discharged, and 21 were pending or otherwise disposed of. Tliis 
gives a percentage of 74‘8 convicted against 8 1 '4 in 18S3, and 81 in 1881. 
Tlic percentage of recovery of property rose fiom 30*5 to oi. 

334. Tho number of non-cognizablo cases enquired into was 372, of 
which 94 were cattle-trespass. 

335. There wore 7 serious cases, of which 2 wore of murder lu one a man 
is sujiposcdto have enticed a woman from her home, and strangled her andtlion 

E laced the body on the rails where it was cut in two. Tho man was committed 
ut acquitted. In the oilier case a gat email was murdered while asleep. No 
clue was got to this case. The other five cases woio all rejiorted ns hi'avy thefts. 
One was brought under a misconception, as no theft took jilace. Among the 
others the following may ho noticed. The servant of a liudreshwur merchant 
was travelling with Ks. 15,000 in five bags. Ho asserted one was stolen. His 
story was dually false, but his master believed or apjioarod to believe him, and 
which gave no asdstanco to tho police in getting ut the facts It appeared pro- 
bable that the servant took tho money. In another case a man, who was 
travelling in the same carriage with a Joy pore merchant, changed to the next 
compaituient, and tluTe feigned illness rolling about on tho floor. While 
doing HO he coiitiived to put his arm through the bars and steal money and 
jewels tromthe conijilainant’s bug. Ho was however noticed and arrested, when 
iie tiled to jnove that another passenger was the thief, but without success. 
Subsequently 10 previous convictions wore proved against liini, and ho got 4 
3 ’'ettrs’ mijirisoiimcnt. In tho case under section 401, mentioned in paragraph 
391 of last peal’s icjiort, throe men were convicted by the Judge, but released on 
appeal b}'' the High Court, One has since been imprisoned in Benares. 

326. Ihcvious convictions were proved against 21 persons against 34 in 
1882. Some of those cases art* very interesting, but it would unduly swell this 
report wore I to givo particulars. 

327. During tho year 151 accidents were reported against 114 last year. 

The increase is in tho more serious forms of accident. 
A( culojiln There were 19 petty collisions against 12 in 1882. 

Death was caused in 70 coses against 52, and 
men were wounded in 56 cases against 34. In the 70 accidents in which 
death was caused 70 persons were killed, of whom 30 were Company’s servants. 
Of the 46 outsiders killed 1 1 were cases of suicide. 

Tliemoro serious collisions were (1) at Pundooah, (2) at Gidhour, (3) at Dina- 
pore. None were however very serious. The most serious accident was that 
which happened to a special tram near Muraroe. The train left tho line on a girder 
bridge, and it is extraordinary that the passengers escaped so well: 14 of them 
and tho guard were injured, and one subsequently died. A goods train was also 
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derailed and totally wrecked on a girder culvert near Sitaramporc on Ist June. 
It k supposed the rails buckled from the heat. Happily the accident occurred 
to a^ goods and not^ to a passenger train, else there would probably liavo been 
considerable loss of life. 

328. Twelve true cases were reported against 20 in 1882. The cases 

wore of the ordinary nature. Throe bo 3 ’s and 
Obitnutioxw. One girl wero convictod in petty cases. In the more 

serious cases two men wore arrested, one of whom 
was disobargod by tho Magistrate and one was committed, but was acquitted by 
the Sessions Court. 

329. f'ifieon cases were reported, of which two were struck off as false. 

Tho Assistant Inspector-Genoral reports, that 1 nmn 
spike thefts. was arrested and convicted ; but tho return does not 

^ show this : 452 spikes wore stolon against 473 in the 

previous year. 

3.30, Running train thefts increased, but the police failed in tracing 
the ^ thieves in most of the cases, 3 persons only having been (‘onvicted. The 
Acting Inspector General however reports that the preventive measures adopted 
checked these thefts. 

331, There is nothing special to report on opium or excise cases whicli 
have decreased. 


NON-COGNIZABLE CRIME. 

832. There is necessarily a large increase in this olasis of cases owii»g to 
the transfer of hurt ca6(‘h. The figures in each class are given below : — 
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333. In class I, there is an increase under ovciy Ijeading oxcopl offences 
against the State and rioting, under which there is a decrease of 1 and 48 case's 
respectively. This latter dccrca.se nearly compensates for the increase of C3 eas«.*s 
under the cognizable sections of lioting. The increase under tho other headings 
ip distributed thus : offences against public justice 428, false evidence 23S, 
offences relating to weights and measures oflbnecs by public servants &3, 
forgery 59, false trade-marks 25. TJiCsc fluctuations will bo noticed when 
necessary under oatb division. 

334. Tho decrease in classes II and III does not call for sj>eeial notice. 

335. In class IV tho increase is more than accounted for by the two new 
serials, under whicli 8,151 cases were reported. Under wrongful confinement 
there is an increase of 64 cases and under criminal force a decrease of 1 ,583 
Oases. Hurt cases show a decrease of 1,CC4 as compared with 1882, so that 
under tlie two headings of hurt and criminal force there is a decrease of 3,249 
oases. This class of case generally decreases when there is any distress among 
tho people and the decrease may be put down to the short crop in many parts 
of the county, which has given the people a smaller sum to spend in litigation. 

336. The increase of 212 cases in class V is due to the headings of cheat- 
ing and criminal misappropriation, which show an iucroaso of 131 uud 108 
oases respectively. The other two headings show small decrease's of 48 and 
39 cases. The fluctuation is not sufficiently great under any heading to call 
for special notice. 
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32^7# T1i 6 increiuiG of 1)303^ Cfuseu undor class VI is due t6 casos relatinj^ 
to xnarria^c 843^ intimidation 30d, and cases under the Criminid Procedure Code 
810. The oilier headings of this class show small decreases. 

838. The small decrease of l:i$8 cases under the heading special laws, 
being less than 1 per cent , in itself calls for no noticO) and an examination of the 
details of the heaoings shows that the fluctuations are not great. The chief 
increase has taken place under the following Acts : Abkari 15G, Municipal 111, 
Cantonment 80, and Pound 57 ; and tho decrease is found under Salt 207, 
other special laws 202, and Police 134. 

339. The police wore employed in 7,129 cases or 6-4 per cent., but of 

these 1,908 cases full under class XV. These were 
“o«' for the most part originally brought under a oogui* 
zable section of hurt and afterwards found on investi- 
gation or trial to bo iion*coguizable. I have found a disposition on the part of 
the police in several districts to accept such charges, and not unnaturally, as it 
is in potty cases of this nature that profit can must safely be made. The 
number of cases taken up in this way will decrease in future years as tbe 
police become more accustomed to tho change in the law. 

Of the balance, 2,308 cases were under the Criminal Procedure Code, 202 
under the Hallway Act, and 30G under tho Police Act. all of which ax’O legi- 
timately enquired into The balance is only 2,905 or 2’6 of tho whole 
number of casos, and tJiis is not oxcobsive. 


Tho districts in which the police wore employed largely were : Darjeeling 
35 per cent., Backorgunge 34 j»or cent., Gya IG per cent., Rajshahyo 10*6 
and Bankoorah and Mozufferpore each 9 per cent. These high figures will be 
noticed under the districts concerned. 

Altogether 4,051 cases were transferred from cognizable to non-cognizable, 
being an increase of 935 casos. As noted above, tins inci'oasc is due to the 
largo number of hurt cases so transfeired Deducting these and Ciiiniiial 
I*rocodure Code casos, only 1,770 cases are loft as enquired into by the police, 
so wlii<‘hever way this is looked at, tho police were not oxcossively einplo;y od. 

340. I^rocesb was issued in 83,7G9 cases against 78,325 in 1582, or in

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Burdwan Division. 
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There is an incroaso of 1,G49 cases in this division, all distriets except 
Boerbhoom contributing to this result which is more than accounted for by 













tbe transfer of hurt cases. The greater part of the increase in forgery eases 
noted in paragraph 333 took p!aoe in this division^ Midnapore alone contribute 
ing 34 cases against 12 in 1882. This is due to a number of forgeries having 
been discovored before the moonsif at Tumlook. The same district also shows 
a very large incroaso of over 50 per cent, in cases relating to weights and 
measures. The only other fluctuation which appears worthy of note is the 
increase in stamp cases in Bankoorah, whore they have iiLcrcascd from 14 to 
163. The total increase in the whole province is 48 oaseS) which this 
district alone more than accounts for. It also supplies 25 per cent, of the whole 
cases of the province. The Coinmihbit>ner considers this increase satisfactory, 
as showing what might be done to protect the 8tani]> revenue 

I find that it is in cases under the Municipal Act that the police have been 
most largely used in Bankoorah, but no c'xplauution is given of the largo use of 
the police in non-cognizable cases. 

The percent ago of persons oonvictocl is 54*7 against 50* 0 in 1882. All 
districts except Bankura show a fulling uiT. 

342. Pee&idency Division. 
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Oases have increased hv l,h00, of whicli 1,407 are due to class IV. I do 
not liitd any fluehiatuMi in this divibion which calls for notice BosuUa aro 
worbC, the i)erc outage of convictions of iicrsoiib being 4 *> 3 against 53*7. This 
is attiibiit<‘d by the Alagistrate of «li*ssoie to the number of coiuproniises wliich 
aio allowed under the present Criminal Pioeeduie Code. 

;} 4 ‘ 1 . KAJsTiAmr Division. 
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The increase in eases is small, being only 1,075. Dinagepur, J^ubna and 
Darjeeling show small dc encases in spi^e ol the transior oi liuit eases. Tills 
decrease is generally ab<*ribed to tlie bad crop. 

Kesults aro better, the iiercentago being 54-9 against 51 T. 

The police in Dai j<*ehwg again oijquin d into a vciy largo pioportiou of 
oases and no explanation is given. On examining the retains 1 find that no less 
than 101 out oi 155 cases cuqniied into weie under the Municipal Act. Thus 
instead of the police being h'ss eniph yod in petty municipal woik, they have 
been moro engaged in it. The cirt innstanees of Darjeeling aic however pecu- 
liar, and there is not the sumo objection to the employment ot the |>ohce m this 
way there ^ there is in other nlacos 

Xu llajshahye Ifiud that the gnat majority of the coses enqniicd into wore 
txansferred fi'om cognizable to non-cog mzuhlc. Tins argues that tiiepolioo took 
up doubtful cases too freely.

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lu no less than four dlstricts—Rajshahye, Bogra, Darje^ing and Julpi- 
ij^rco— is the number of persons who appeared greater than the number 
summoned. This is not explained. 

344. Dacca DmsioN, 
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Crime has increased by 2,602 cases, the <incrcaso being smallest in Dacca. 
In class 1 there is a large increase in ofEonces against public justice, the 
increase in Mymensingh alone being C21 cases. This is due to prosecutions 
being more freely instituted for nou-appearauee after receipt of process. 

Class IV gives a very unlooked-for result, there being actually a decrease 
of 1,440 cases in spite of the addition of cases of hurt. 'I’his is due to criminal 
force cases having gone down by no less than 1,866. 

In class VI there is an increase of 1,808 cases. Offences against marriage 
liavc largely increased, but the main increase is under oileuccs under the 
Criminal Procedure Code. 

The police were employed in 1,750 cases in Backergungo. This is due 
eliiefly to Ciiminal Procedure Code cases, of which no less than 1,558 were 
enquired into. I am disposed to think thul the institution of such eases is 
rather ov<'r-done and hc.vc noted this in jiai agraph 09. 'I’ho patrol system is 
in foice, and as the police aio held lesponsible ii any riot occuisllio probability 
of which has not been reported, they do not err in the way of reporting too 
few cases of probalile breach of the peac<\ 

I am glad to note an improvement in the* number of persons attending on 
process. In 1882 in this division only 08*9 per cent of those summoned 
appeared, while in 18S8 the jiorcentagc inert'asod to 69 8. 

In Backevgunge it is very low, being only 68 '7, Processes appear to be 
too freely issued in this distiict. 

345. CmTT\(«oNr. DivmoN. 
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Non-cogniaable crimi has decTcased by 676 cases. Noakholly shows a 
small increase of 42 eases and the llill Tracts of 20, the other districts showing 
a decrease. 

The doercaso in Chittagong is chiefly under Criminal Procedure Code apd 
salt cases. In Tijipcrah the decrease is under Class IV, notwithstanding the 
addition of hurt cases. The Magistrate points out that people do not take * 
the troubh* to bring this class of case when they have to go so far to lay 
the charge, !>ut 1 And that there is actually an increase in hurt cases, the 
number rcpoi ted in 1882 being 829 and in 18b8 451. The explanation also 
does not affect tlu' deorcose under cases of criminal force regarding which 
< lass of case there has been no change in the law. 

Results are better, the percentage of conviction being 63*4 against 57*9. 
Tipporah gives the best r<'sults. The police have not been unduly employed in 
enquiries. 
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Patna Division. 
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The increase in this division is 1,075 cases. Clavssos I, II, V and special laws 
show small increases which call for no comment, and classes 111 and VI show 
small decreases. In class IV there is an increase of 1,077 cases, which just ac- 
coimts for the divisional increase and is due to the inclusion of hurt cases. Of 
the districts, Shahabad alone sliows a decrease. In the other districts the in- 
crease is very evenly distributed, being as nearly as possible 200 cases in each 
district, except in Sarun, where there is an increase of 790 cases. This large 
increase is almost entirely under criminal force, and institutions of hurt cases 
have gone down from 1,003 in 1882 to 219, which is about the average number 
for this district. Salt coses have gone down from 1 ,287 to 903. 

Kosults arc worse, the percentage of conviction being 59 ‘3 against 
63*3. The police were employed much less in enquiring into non-cogniz- 
ablc crime than in tho previous year, but tVo of the districts of 
this division — Gya and Mozufforpore — have been noted in paragraph 337 as 
still showing an excess of cases. In Gya the bulk of these cases (212) are again 
under the Police Act : 20 were under the Abkari Act, and 29 under the Arms 
Act. lu Mozufforpore more than half the cases (95) were under the Muni- 
cipal Act. I know no reason why the police should be so employed in Mozuf- 
ferpore. 

In Gya or Chaniparun the number of per.sons who appeared was greater 
than the number summoned. These figures want explanation. 
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Tho increase in this division is very small, being only 1 50 cases. Classes 
II, IV and V show increase, and I, VI, and special laws a decrease. 

The increase in class V is chiefly in Maldah under the headings cheating 
and mischief. 'I'he increase under the latter heading is^ due to the action of 
a Deputy Magistrate, who convicted under this section in a number of cases 
of theft of mangoes from trees sent up by the police under section 379. 

Results are not so good as in 1882, tho percentage being 68*3 against 61. 

1 have again to call attention to the apparently reckless way in which processes 
are issued in Purneali. Out of 2,106 persons summoned only 1,006, or 47*8 
per cent., attended, and of these only 46 per cent, were convicted. In Maldah 
also less care than formerly appears to have been taken in issuing process, and 
results are oonsequently worse. 
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CUTTAOK DiVIBIOK. 
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Thoro is ajsmall incrpaso of 271 oases. Cuttack and the Gurjhat mehals 
fehow a decrease, so the increase is duo to the other two districts. 

Tlio increase in I'oorce is chiefly duo to cases under tlic Municipal Act j 
that in Balasoro to the same class and also to salt cases. The Commissioner 
has called for an explanation of the increase in this last district, as none has 
been f^iven. 

Results are better, tho percentage bein^ 56’4 against 55'2. The police 
were not employed excessively in investiyatiurj non-cog^nizable crime. 

In Balasorc and the Gurjhats tho number of ])orsons who ap2)earod was 
j^oator than the number summoned, which requires explanation. 
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Chota Nagporb Division. 
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There is an increase of 404 cases over 1882. In addition to those 41 oases 
wore tried by tho Raja of Seraikhola and the Tliakur of Khurswan in 
Singbhoom. In future such cases will bo included in the totals. 

The number of cases has decreased by 82 in Manbhoom, and has increased 
in tho other throe districts, tho chief increase being in Tlazaribagh, which 
shows 471 more than in 1SS2. This increase is not noticed in tho divisional 
report. It occurs in classes IV, V and VI and under “ other laws,” the greatest 
increase being in ceases of criminal force. Tho percentage of convictions has 
again increased and is 37*0 against 53 0. 

The Commissioner also says nothing about tho flgures in columns V and 
VI of the above table, which show that every man summoned in Hazaribggh 
and Manbhoom appeared in court, and that in the other two districts moro 
persons appeared than were summoned. I do not think the figures 
bo correct. 

350. Tho Bedtas and Kayasts of Nuddoa, Jessore, and Furreedpore, 
Crimitiai tubes. havo contiuuod to he watched. The Commissioner of * 

the Presidency Division considers that those classes 
have not committed crime to any extent during tlie year. 

The Commissioner of Burdwan reports a family of Brahmins in tho Seram- 

5 ore sub-division, whose manner of working is very much like that of the 
udua Brahmins and Pardesliies of Bohar. 

In Chumparun the Dome settlemonts are succeeding. The Commissioncor 
visited one of them during the year. He regrets that a short crop should have 
followed so very soon after their establishment. Mr. Worsley also visited 
Futtehporc settloment in November, and reported that the Domes appeared to 
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' 1>B under good discipline and fairly contented, and that the experiment- so far 
gave promise of ultimate success.” A number of Domes have been released 
from jail in the year 1883, and there are many not yet located in the settlements ; 
still a promising beginning has been made ; and as every wandering Dome lives 
by plunder, every man in the settlement means a certain reduction of crime. In 
Sarun also a beginning has been made, but in a different way. The Chumparun 
Domes belonged to no village, so they were settled on waste lands. The Sarun 
Domes almost all had a home of some kind, and the system followed there 
, has been to get thorn a plot of land in the village to wliich they belonged. 
The Commissioner considers this system better suited to the circumstances of 
the Sarun Domes, who would have resisted any attempt to remove and settle 
them in a village of their own. The difficulty was to get land in their villages 
in so densely populated a district as Sarun, but tlio District Superintendent 
succeeded in getting about a bigha of land for nearly every male, and the 
Commissioner remarks that Colonel Skinner and his subordinates deserve much 
credit for the efforts which they have made to reclaim this troublesome class. 
The weak point of this system appears to me to be the very small quantity 
of land available for each family, but the Magistrate and District Suporiutendent 
state that the amount given, when supplemented by the other sources of income 
which are open to the Domes, is sufficient for their support. 

I am unable to state what is being done in the North-Western Provinces. 
The last letter received from the Inspector-General of Police simply informs me 
that he has submitted a report to Government on the subject. 


351. 


During 


the year 170 habitual criminals were photographed, of 
^ ^ • 1 whom 90 were liurwars, 40 Bedias, Kayests and 

Mochics, and 34 poisoners. During the year 11 
men were recognized by tlioir photographs. It now appears that likenesses 
taken by the inexpousivo method referred to in the report for 1881 are not 
lasting, so the system has not been adopted. 
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The table below shows 1,159 re-convictions against 1,397 in 1882, 
„ , .. The Dacca Division is the only one which shows 

an increase. 1 rie subject receives much attention, 
and I think the decrease is real. The jail is not as popular an institution with 
criminals as it once was, while sentences on re-conviction are generally more 
severe than formerly. 

One Judge, however, differs from the majority, and in giving a man a light 
sentence on a third conviction remarked : “1 am of those who follow the prac- 
tice of courts at home, where petty punishments are invariably inflicted for 
petty thefts, even up to a much greater number of thefts than that proved on, 
the present occasion.” 

1 do not know how far facts at homo bear out this assertion but I 
reported a case for the Civil Service Commissioners in which a girl of under 20 
got 14 years’ transportation for stealing half a crown. In any case the practice at 
home ought not to affect punishments in India, where express provision is made 
by the law for heavier punishment, and whore the wishes of Government that 
this provision of the law should be carried out have ropoatodly been recorded. 
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The table of remands^ giyen on the opposite pago shows that the 
percentage of police cases decided on the first two hearings is very much th e 
same as last year. 

The divisional percentages are also given below 
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These figures show improvement in all divisions, except T?aj‘*hahye, Dacca, 
Patna, and Bhagulpore. Tl»e Dacca figures give excessively bad lesiilts. None 
of the districts do well in this respect, but Myrnenhingh with only 20 7 and 
Dackergungo with only ^4*6 per cent, of their cases disposed <»f in two lienrings 
arc hO bad as to cull for spot ial notice. Delays in trial are so much in favour 
of criminals that police work is heavily' haudi< apped wlien the delay is gieat. 
Pubiia is again tlio worst district, showing only 27*4 per cent, of eases 
decided in two hearings and Ihinkura with JJo 7 per c€>nt., Muiihboom with 
and Bogra with also give had results. ’’I’ho d.stiicts which show largo 
numbers of remands aro Burdwan, Bankura, tlie 24-Pergunnahs, Dacca, 
Chittagong, Noukhally, G>a, Cuttack, and Manbhooni. 1 regiet that 1 must 
again record that these figures aro not ichable. Bad ofliceis udio <*miso 
th(‘ greatest delays hay c the greatest objections to lemunds being accuiately 
recorded, and 1* liavo had to find fault with the maimer in u hich remands 
ai*e iccorded in scv(‘ral districts. 


Conduct of the Police. 

3!>4, Burdtvan, — The Comuiis-sioiicr remarks: — “ On tho whole tho police 
have done tolci.ihly well duiing the >tar. Though theie w(*rc several 
instances of misconduct, yet then* yvero on the other hand cases of special 
good seiviee among all ranks.” Taking them distiiot by' district lie endf>iscs 
the opinion of tho late Magistrate of l»urd*y’an that tin* jiolice were “fairly 
eflicieiit ” and that under a good District Supciintendcnt “they ought to be 
quite uj) to the standard of the best Bengal police.” 

In Midnupore ho considers closer supeiyision necessary than can at present 
be given owing to the laigo area of tho uistiiet. Jn this 1 fully agree ; what- 
ever it may bo in other res])ccts, thi'ro is no doubt that Midnapore is too laige 
in a police point of yiow foi one District Supeiintondeut to manage. Tho 
Bankuia and Birbhoom police, jiarliculaily^lie latter, hay’c, the Commissionci 
considers, so little to do that they aro inclin^, to get rusty. ^J’he IMagistiates 
of Hooghly and Howrah yy'cre both neyy to their distiicts ami haye made no 
remarks. The Coniinissiouer sums up by saj’iiig “ the results of the yt'ur as 
regards detection of crime are ceitaiuly not very favourable to the police of 
the division, though they appear to have attended ia'rly to their other \eiy 
multitarious duties.” 

JPresideiie// Division. — The Commissioner says that “ on the yyhole tho con- 
duct of the subordinate ptdico may bo said to haymheen faiilj' good. They have 
been faiily successful in lejiressing ciiine.” Tho only Magistratt* yvhose o}>inion 
is quoted, Mr. Stevens, says : “ IS] K*a king generally, I think that the ofUceis 
subordinate to the District Supcriuttuideut are as good as w'o can expoc b for 
the salaries paid to them. Considoiing how irksome, difficult and dangerous 
tho work is and how uncongenial much of it is to a Bengali, it is no matt( r of 
surprise tliat failures occur. 1 tliink there are fewer than might hav e been 
expected.” 

Hajshahye Vivtsion. — ^The Commissioner considers that “ tho conduct and 
working of the police during the year has been average.” Taking district by 






district he reports that the conduct of tiie t)inag^ore Police has been ** Some> 
what bettor than in the preceding year.” In Kajshahye their conduct ba* 
boon y on the wholo^ satisfactory,” they having been fairly auccessfal in the 
detection of serious ciirae, while there has been improvomont in the detection 
of potty theft. The Pubna Magistrate considers the police have beliaved fairly, 
detections and judicial results having been better than in 1882. 

The conduct of the Bogra Police is not commended. The honesty of 
several members of the force was considered questionable, and the giving of 
nuzzors by persons who com[)lain prevails in a more or less degree. This last 
should be put down with a high hand. 

The Magistrate of Jlungpore does not consider the conduct of the police 
to have been good. He considers the sub-iTispoctors and hoad-constablos as a 
body tlie most unfit ho has scon and tlioir work to be tingod by laziness and 
bad. There is no doubt that when the police of a district get so demoralized 
as the Rungpore Police wore some years ago, it is a matter of time to get them 
into working order again. 


The Deputy Commissioner of Julpigoroe has a very poor opinion of all the 
police below tho rank of Sub-Inspector, and thinks that many of tho head- 
constables live largely by corruption. He urges a decrease of clerical work-— a 
subject I have now under consideration. 

Tho l^eputy Commissioner of Darjeeling considers tho conduct of tho police, 
especially of the lowest ranks, to have been very fair, considering the material 
of which it is composed. 


Dacca Divhion. — Jhe Commissioner considers that the Dacca Police have 


not distinguished themselvi's much by det<‘etivo ability, but otherwise they 
have done fairly well. He agrees with the Magistrate of Furreodpore in con- 
sidering tho police of that district to bo not below the average, with a fair 
proportion of good officers and men. 

Iho Magistrate of Baekcrguiigc considers his poli<‘G somewhat Ixdow tho 
average of several other districts ho has soon. He urges tho necessity of 
another Inspi*etor and 4 to G Su]> inspectors to enaltle him to cope with tlio 
heavy crime of tho district. The Commissioner agress •with his remarks. 
Backorgungo is not, liovvcvor, now b’y any means so under-policed as several 
otlxcr districts. 


'J he Commissioner agrees with tho Magistrate of Mj monsingh that the force 
was insufficient to cope witli tho work, and that one District Suporintendont 
and one Assistant cannot effeetually supoi vise the woik of that e\(cnbive and 
pr>pulouH di.strict. Like Miduapore, M} meusingli is too largo foi' one man to 
muuage satisfactorily. 

Chittagong Dittsion , — The Commi'ssiom'r rejierts tlie conduct of the Chitta- 
gong District Police as having boon fairly good. The No.ikholly force have 
not done as well in doieetion us in tho i>revious j’ear, but the Magistrate con- 
siders that their sueecss iu Sessions cases and iu the I’uisuram dakoity case 
compensates for this in a great mea‘>ure. 

In Tippeiuh the condiu’t of the police was satisfactory, none having been 
punished for any serious olloneo. The C\>mmibsionor again brings to notice 
the insufficient number of the police of this district. 

Patna Division. — I'lie Commissioner re])(>rts the conduct of tho police to 
have boon on Iho -whole satisfactory, they having been fairly successful in 
repressing crime, but having shown little or no improvement in detective ability, 
Tho Magistrate of Mozuftciporo regrets the want of efficient head-constables, 
and states tlmt lie is introducing properly educated Behuries with a view to 
remedy this. The Commissioner quotes th(' remarks of the Deputy Inspector- 
General regarding the 8urun l^oJico, whoso officers ho considcrca below tho 
average. The District 8uperiutcndciit considered this partly duo to his 
Laving got bad men on transler. 

JUhaguIjtoce Division . — Tho Commissioner considers tho conduct of his 

f iolico to have been fairly good, but their working and detective ability slight- 
y below the average ; the Maldah Police Iiaviug done best and those of tho 
Sonthal Pergunnahs \\orsb Tho Purneah Police also arc not on a par with 
those of other distiicta, both Sub-inspectors and head-constable being inferior. 

Orissa Division . — Tlie Commissioner of Orissa expresses dissatisfaction 
with the force iu general, and especially with tho police of Pooroe and Balasoro. 
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He considers the paucity of i^ood officers to bo the chief cause of ineffi- 
ciency, and would employ more frociuently Sub-inspectors and Inspectors 
trained elsewhere than in Orissa, 'i'his is opposed to the opinion of his 
predecessor, who considered good men could bo got in Orissa, lie considers 
that the evil above remarked on has been intensified by the continuous 
appointment of inexperienced officers to take charge of tho offic(> of Dis- 
trict Superintendent, Balasoro and Pooreo, and that officers of more than 
average police qualification should bo appointed to tho Orissa Division for the 
next two years at least. Under recent orders of Qovernmont it will now be 
possible to do this. 

OAoCa Nagpore , — Tho Conimissionor trusts “ tho police are improving, but 
the improvement is and must bo very slow in a country like Chota Nagpore, 
whore good indigenous police ai*e very difficult to find.” lie considers that they 
are carefully watched both by Magistrates and District Superintendents, while 
the Inspectors “ are almost all good men who thoroughly understand their 
business, know their districts, and try to make tho best possible use of tho 
unsatisfactory material of which tho force under tliuiu is composed. *

Read-*- 

The Report on the Administration of the Police Department for the year 1883. 

Read also — 

The Reports for the years 1881 and 1882, and the orders of Goyemmont recorded 
thereon. 

The submission by the Inspector-General of I’olice oL his Annual Adminis- 
tration Report for the year 1883 has been delayed partly by the late receipt 
from the Commissioners of the ^divisional reports, and partly by the desiro of 
the Inspector-General to includo, as far as practicable, in the returns for the 
year, the information which will in future bo given in the revised forms of 
criminal statomonts. The delay in the submission of tho divisional reports is 
very unsatisfactory. As in the preceding year, only one report was received 
on or before the due dato. There can bo no sufficient reason why tho dates of 
submission of ihcso reports should so widely vary as at present. Tho atten- 
tion of Commissioners is again called to the inconvenience caused by tho delay, 
and they are requested to submit, with such of their reports as may hereafter 
be forwarded after the due date, full explanations of their failure in punctuality. 
There will be less excuse for delay in future, as the changes in tho statistical 
forms recently made under orders of the Government of India will simplify the 
district returns, and save a great deal of labour in their preparation and 
checking. Those at present in use were prescrihed by the Government of 
India in 1^70 on the beport of a Rnocial Committeo appointed to consider 
the subject ; but that Government, finding that the want of uniformity in tho 
returns fails to secure any accurate corojiarison of tho results attained in one 
province with thoso attaiiie'd in another, and vitiates tho aggregate returns 
compiled for tho whole of BritiOi India, has ordered certain ehungos in tho 
forms, and explained the principles on which they aie in future to be prepared 
on- a uniform plan. I lie annual returns compiled for tho Police Report for 1884 
and future years will therefore be draA^n np on the rules laid down by tho 
Goveininent of India. Officers concerned in their prej^aration should bo careful 
to sec that no additions or alter.it Lons arc made in tho forms now proscribed, 
and, in case 6f doubt as to the interpretation to bo jdaced on any of tho terms 
used in tho statements, should make no idiango on their own responsibility, but 
refer tho question to this Government for oideis. 

2. 'I’ho police budget grant, including ci>ntributiou8 to tlio Municipal and 
Railway Police, and the cost of the Chittagong Frontier Police, was 
Rs. 43,6ff,r)18 I’he actual expenditure only amounted to Rs. 41,70,008, or 
Rs. 1 ,85,>' 20 less than the estimates. Tho diuorouco was duo chiefly to large 
savings under tho headings of clothing allowance, of pay of executive police, 
and of ordnance stores duo to a decrease in the ''issue of Snidor-riflos. 
The actual cost of the police in 1882 was Rs. 30,03,2ol ; consequently there was 
an apparent increase of Rs 2,07,447 in tho year under review. Tho explana- 
tion ^'veu of this is that the sum shewn as expended in 1882 did not include 
tho whole cost of the Municipal Police taken over in that year, while in 1883 
the cost of amalgamation is fully entorod. Tiio luspoctor-GcnoTal of Police, in 
paragraph 3G of the Report, points out that tho return of expenditure on 
account of police buildings cannot bo easily checked with the figures of the 
^^nts for the financial year, as it is sent in before the beginning of April, and 
is for the calendar year. The Lieutenanr-Govornor accordingly directs that 
this return shall for the future bo for the financial your, and shall be submitted 
by District Superintendents of Police to tho Inspector-General on or before 
tho 7th April. The total sanctioned strength of tho police force on the 31st 
December 1883, including the regular police and tho frontier and civil force in 
the Chittagong Hill Tracts, but exclusive of the Government Railway Police 
and the temporary police employed in Orissa during tho salt manulacturiug 
season, consisted ol 76 superior olBoers, 3,627 subordinate officers, and 20,296 
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constables and privates ; but the number actually employed on that date 
were 76 superior of&cers, 3,451 subordinate officers, and 20,113 constables 
and privates. The introduction of the new fifth grade of Sub^lnspectors 
on Hs. 30 per mensem, created with a view to secure a better class of officers 
than the ucad*constables hitherto employed for the investigation of crime 
occurring within the jurisdiction of outposts, which had originally been sanc- 
tioned as an experimental measure in five districts, was, during the year under 
review, extended to the remaining districts of tho Liower Provinces, with the 
exception of those in the Orissa I)i vision. Tho Inspector* General of Police 
reports that only a few posts now remain to be nllod and this will be 
dono as the head-constables are absorbed for other duties. The change appears 
in most districts to have worked satisfactorily, and to nave met on the whole 
with decided success. Although the primary intention of tho schome was to 
supersede a class of investigating officers found incompetent by a more intelli- 
gent class, tho Lieutenant-Governor agrees with tho Inspector-General that 
care must bo taken not to overdo the introduction of outsidors so as to impair the 
efficiency of the very important grade of head-constables. 

3. Tho cost of tho force employed on purely police work was approxi- 
mately lls. 20,35,386, or 7*6 pies per head of total population. In Bengal 
(including tho Chittagong Hill Tracts) tho cost was 8*5 pios per head, in Behar 
6*0 pies, in Orissa 8*4 pies and in Chota Nagpore 8*5 pies. Tho proportion 
of police to area was I to 6*4 square miles in liengal (inclusive of the (Jhitta- 
gong Hill Tracts), 1 to 7*1 in Behar, 1 to 6*9 in Orissa, and 1 to 18*1 in Chota 
Nagjwre. I’lis proportion to population was in those provinces 1 to 2,050, 
1 to 3,754, 1 to 2,080 and 1 to 2,836 respectively. 

4. The difficulty felt in former 3 ’^ears in enlisting suitable recruits in 
Bengal districts continued during the year under review. In 1880 sanction 
was given to the grant of batta of Ke. 1 per mensem to constables of the 3 rd 
and 4 th grades employed in the reserve in the districts of the 24-Pergunnali8, 
Howrali, Hooghly, Moorshedabad, and Midnapore, and tho grant of batta was 
afterwards extoudod to the reserves in Jcssoi'o and Dacca The Inspector- 
General states that, judging by the number of resignations and desertions 
before and after the grant, the concession seems to have had no effect in Dacca 
and very little in the 24-Pcrgunnah8 ; while very good effects have resulted 
from it in Moorshedabad, Jessore, Midnapore, and Howrah. The effect of the 
grant of batta in the improvement of recruiting has boon to some extent 
neutralized by the amalgamation of the town with the regular police. The 
stricter discipline exacted from, anti tlio sujjervision exercised over, tho police 
in towns render tho work distasteful to the regular force. It might be 
expected that capable Bengalis, with a preference for town duties, would be 
found willing to enlist and work in the districts in which thtiv are inhabitants ; 
but experience has shown that this is not the case. Of tho Boiigali appli- 
cants for enlistment, a largo proportion are rejected on medical examination, 
and those hard-working active men who would bo of use in the police do not 
apply as they are able to earn much more by manual labour. Tho subject is 
one presenting many difficulties ; but since tho submission of the Annual Report, 
the Ijieutcnaut-Govcrnor has received from the Inspector- General a report on 
tho Municipal Police ot the districts of Dacca, Hooghly and Howrah, con- 
taining certain recommendations as to pay and enlistment, upon which 
separate orders will be issued. The Inspector-General complains that the proper 
lighting of towns has not rccoivod adequate attention during tho past 
year, but it is hoped that Municipal Committees, now that they have been 
relieved of police charges, will have larger funds available for this object. 
District Magistrates should, wherever necessary, bring strongly to their notice 
how greatly crime is facilitated in towns not properly lighted at night and the 
difficulties thereby caused to efficient police supervision. 

5. Tho number of town and village police not subject to the rules 
of the regular police was 172,135, and the average annual emoluments 
of each man are estimated at Ks. 29*9. The accuracy of the estimates 
regarding the profits derived from service lauds is, however, doubtful. The 
return of arrears of pay of chowkidars under Act VI (B.C.), 1870, shows that these 
officers are undoubtedly paid more regularly tlian formerly ; and the Lieutenant- 
Governor hopes that Magistrates will not relax their exertions in this matter* 
It is reported that in «Patna the chowkidari i^stem is working most satisfactorily^ 
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but that the Act is entirely i^ored. The whole district is divided into beats 
ol 20 chowkidars on Ks. 3, with a mate on Rs. 4 over each beat ; their pay is 
collected by a bukshi paid Rh. 6 a month out of the 1 5 per cent, raised under 
section Xlll of the Act, and the punchayets “ are rojoicod at the iutr^niuction 
of a system which has saved them much laboxu* and responsibility,” A Himilar 
system appears to have been introduced into Sliahabad. Tho subject was 
fully dealt with iu the report of the Ghowkidari Commission, where it was 
sliown that, though the plan adopted in Patna was at variance with the inten- 
tion of tlio Act, and can hardly be reconeileable with its ‘letter, its general 
success justified the enquiry wliether it could be legalised and extended to 
other districts ; and tho question is now under the consideration of Commihsionors. 
Gonerally, there ajipoai's to have been a slight irnproveinent in the working of 
the Act auriiig tlie year. The payment of the chowkidars was more punctual ; 
in a good many districts, they received rewards for good service, and cases of 
punishment decreased. 

6. Tho railway police force remained at tho same strength as in the 
preceding year. Tho arrangements for the ])olico of tho f^ast Indian Railway 
have, since the close of the year, heen finally approved, and the change is 
stated to have been completed from the 1st Ajiril last On tho lower division 
that is, tho part of the lino wliich is in Bengal, including the Gy n line, the 
strength of the police will be one Assistant Inspector-Gciu'ral, five inspectors, 
eight sub-inspectors, seven European constables, 41 head-constables and 175 
constables, at a total annual cost of Rs. 70,444. Of tliis, the Government will 
pay three-lonths and tho C/ompany seven-tenths The Company vrill make their 
own arrangements for wafeh-uud-ward, but of the cost of the establishment 
entertained for this purpose the Government will also pay throe-tenths. A 
scheme for a railway police, similar to that now introduced on the East ludian 
Railway, is under consideration for the other railways in Bengal. 

7. Pimitivo police were quartei’od on villages in three districts — in Backcr- 
gunge and Mymensiiigh to repress disturbances ; in Ruugporo cm nce<junt of 
obstrucitions }jla<'ed on the lino of tho Northern Bengal otatc Railway. Tlie 
Dacca reserve employed in the preceding year in thi* Chittagong Hill Tracts 
suffered, as usual, from fever. At the Exhibition hi Cah'utta, men from tho 
Doomku special resei*vo and the Dacca and bhagulj>ore for<*e were einjdoyed 
on duty. In Dccenibtr, 80 men wore sent from the reserves then at Calcutta 
to the Chittagong Hill Tracts, oM’ing to rumours of raids wliich ultimately 
proved unfounded. One hundred an<l sixty-six fairs, attended by over 3^ 
millions of jK'opIe, were awarded by tho ])olice. Ihe value of the property 
stolon at tlio fairs was reported to bo only Ks. 1,081, of wliich Rs. Oil, or over 
60 jior edit., were recovered by the jiolico. 

8. The percentage of educated men among the inspectors was 98*2, sub- 
inspectors 91*7, hcad-coiistables hO-4, and constables 27 9. Tlie percentages but 
slightly vary from those of the preceding year, and it is rejiorfced that little can 
bo done towards tho education of the foi*cc, owing to the numbers at head-quartei*s 
being small. Tho Iiisjieetor-Geuoral rimiarks ou tho ignorance of drill prevalent 
among Assistant Superintendents. Although tlu' Licuteuant-Govemor cousidei's 
that many parts of a police ofliccr’a work arc inuuh more important than this, 
he expects all officers above the rank of sub-iuspef’tors to make themselves 
acquainted with its rudiments. During the year \itider review, the Government 
of India have held that, while there is some reason for giving a superior arma- 
ment to special bodies, such us tho Chittagong IJill'iVacts police or tho Assam 
frontier jwlice, which are placed on a quasi-military footing and arc engaged on 
duties for the protection of our frontier, the same circumstances do not exist in 
the case fif the ordinary police of tho Province, which can rarely have ticcasion 
to act with tho frontier police. It has been decided not to arm the police 
with brooch-loaders except when they arc likely to be op])Osed by arms of 

? recision. In replacing the unserviceable arms in possession of tlio Bengal 
*olice, new weapons of tho same description will therefore bo issued, viz., 
smooth-bore cai'bincs to the ordinary district police, and muzzle-loading rifled 
carbines to the special reserves. As experience has shown the unfitness of these 
ireaervcs for the work of tho Cliittagoug Hill Tracts, and as it is not intended 
that they should again bo so employed, no necessity seems to exist for arming 
them with superior weapons. If these bodies are again employed in small 
expeditions like that to Sirgoojah last yoar, and their new muzzle-loading 
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rifled carbines prove unserviceable iu practice, a further reference may again 
be made on the subject of their armament. The body of police employed by 
the Commissioner of Chota Nngpore from his own division to captm^ a band 
of Karwa dacoits is reported to have been badly led and to have failed. The 
work was finally done by 80 men from tbo Doomka and Patna reserves. 
The Inspoetor-General does not state that any dif&culty was experienced on 
account of their weapons being unserviceable. 

9 . The total casualties in the pfdice amounted to 8,412, or 14*1 per cent.—* 
slightly below the average of the preceding five years In 1882 the number 
was 8 , 949 , or 15 8 per cent, of the entire force The death*rate was 2*2 

S er cent, against 2*4 in 1882. Fewer men deserted or were dismissed or 
ischarged, but the number of resignations increased from 1 ,282 to 1,421 as 
compared with the preceding 31 'ear. TJio greatest increase of resignations 
took j)ldco in Ilooghly and Dacca, and is atttibutod by the lnspector>General 
to the unpopularity of municipal service. 'Iho difference in the percentage 
of resignations in Beliar and Bengal is very great, being 8 per cent, in the 
latter and only 2 per <*cnt. in the former. As usual, the Chittagong Hill 
Tracts show by far the highest percentage of admissions into hospital. 
During 18s3 this ])t.rccntago whs 807 '7, but the death-rate was considerably 
lower than in several of the other dlstrieis of Fastern Bengal. Arrangements 
for improved liosjtitnl accommodation for the police in tliis district cannot be 
carried out until the Lieutenant-Governor has decided what ro- distribution of 
the force shall bo made. 'I’liis question is under separate consideration. 

10 . In ton cases, police, charged with torture or threats to torture, or 
with extortion, were convicted Judicially. Most of these charges wore of a petty 
do 8 eHj)ti(>ii, but some ajipear to have been serious. In Mymensingh a head- 
constable was charged with Ix'ating a man to extort money from him. The 
man, wlio was suffering from fever at the time, died shortly after the beating. 
* 1^116 head <*onstabl« was convicted by the Court of Sessions, and sentenced 
to six months’ rigorous imprisonment for an oironeo under section 828, Indian 
Penal Code In Chittagong a liead constable and a eoiistalde were convicted 
of extorting Tls 450 from a man charged w'ilh niurdt'r by tlir(*atoning to 
maltreat the wf»men of liis faniil\ , and were sentenced to two yoar.s’ rigorous 
imprisoninopt and fines of Bs. 500 and Rs. 51 ) respectively. In Noakliolly 
three constables were eonAietod in one case t>f extortion ; one was sentenced to 
two 3 ’eaiV and the other two to three months* im})risonment. In Balasore a 
Bub-inspector, a constable, and a ebowkidar wort* <*liarged with beating seven 
persons — six male and one fonuile — to ])ioeure evidence in a theft case. The 
sub inspector forfeited his bail and absconded ; the constable was sentenced to 
six and tlie cliow’kid>ir to three yeaiV rigorous imptisonnumt. Bohi les the 
cases ill which conviiMituis were obtained, tliore weio some in wliieh, although 
the jioliee charged were on tiial a<*quitt<*d, tb<*y were dismissed from tho force 
on a<‘eount of the strong suspicion again.st them. It is most unsatisfactory to 
find that, in sjiite of tlie jmnislnnonts inflicted, this form of offcnco still 
continues, and that it is not eoiilined to ignorant ]»otico officers of the lower 
grad(‘S. Tho Inspector-Gener’d remarks tliat the case of Muzhar Khan, a 
feub-insjiector in G\u, muidcred for tortuiing a man and a woman in a most 
disgusting manner, showf^that a eeituiu amount tif oppression is committed 
that does not come to ligh% Bui allowing fully for this, and looking at tne 
size of tiio body, and the gri'at power whicli is "wiedded by low-paid officers, 
ho claims that the list of offences shows that on the whole the police as a body 
did their duty tairly and witlnuit oppression to tho people at large. In 
proof of tliis ho note's tliat strong hwal opposition is always made to 
removals of stations and outposts, and that ajiplieations for now ones are 
numerous. WJnle admitting the force of the Inspector-General’s remarks, the 
Lieutenant-Governor feels stiongly that no efforts should be spared to ropress 
a form of crime wliicli is tho ^cry wtirst that a police officer could be 
guilty of, and ubieli shows at present no decided tendency towai’ds diminution, 
'iho infliction of the sentence of couise lies with tho court convicting, and 
in soino of the eases leported the sontciiees passed soom utterly inadequate 
to tho heinonsiicss of the offence committed ; tho Inspoctor-Goneral there* 
fore should bring promiuoiitly to tho notice of Government any case in 
whicli th‘=‘ seuteneo appears inadequate to tho crime committed, in order that, 
if advisable, a rofercnco may bo mado to iho High Court for its enhancement. 
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Ditstriot Magistrates should, where offeucos of extortion or torture are 
aggravated by the position of the offenders as police officers, press on courts* 
through the officers prosecuting, after conviction, for severe sentences on 
grounds of public policy. The Inspector-General should, if this be not 
already done, inform the police generally, through their District Superin- 
tendents of the convictions and sentences against police for grosser offences 
as a warning and deterrent. ’The number of judicial punishments in 1883 
under the Penal Code was 449 ; under Act V of 1861, 294. There was 
an increase of 68 in the former, and a decrease of 6 in the latter compared 
with the fisrures for 1882. The percentage of officers departmental ly punisliod 
was 63, I'ho Inspoctor-Goneral remarks that this percentage is very high, but 
that many of the punishments are very light. The Lieutenant-Governor 
agrees with the Inspector-General that Magistrates should check the excessive 
infliction of even light punishments, as tlicy are vexatious and of little effect. 
An allowance of Ks. 15,704 was received by 8,770 men for good conduct 
stripes. The allowance, and the number of men receiving it, have been 
steadily increasing for some years. District Superintendents of Ihdico should 
be careful to sec that gf)od conduct stripes, whc'n granted, are nt>t included 
in the return of special rcwfirds given to the police for 8|>ecial services. The 
return is at present vitiated by their inclusion. 

11. The character of inspections by District Superintendents is reported 
to have very distinctly improved since the issue of a circular calling their 
attention to this subje(‘t>. In Moorshedabad, Poorce, llalasorc, and llazaribagh, 
however, this important duty appears to have been neglected. It is stated 
that some injijpcctors will not get out of the old groove of coiifluing their 
inspections to an examination of books und registers, while others find it 
difficult, from age or failing health, to exorcise the practi<*al activity which 
their duties rc*quire. The Inspector-General suggests th(*rofore that as, under 
sot'tion 495 of the ])resont Criminal Procedure Code, no officer of police 
below the rank of police inspector is permitted to conduct prosecutions, such 
inspectors should be appointed to court duties, and that picked sub-inspectors 
should perform their duties i»f ins])octiou, receiving so much of their pay 
as represents horse-allowance. Pro[>osals of tliis kind cannot be satis- 
factorily dc'alt with in reviewing an Annual Administration Koport, and 
should be made the subjects of separate coramunicatiens 

12. In his report for 18S2, the luspeetor-General compared the police 
force of Lower Bengal, us regards its number and cost, with that (mtertained 
in other I*rovinces, and roniark«*d that many jjarts of Bengal were undoubtedly 
under-policed. lie was thereupon, bef<nv afiy sanction of an increase to the 
general force was aecor<led, asked to coirsidcr mid report whether it was possible, 
referring to the proportion t>f crime to population and police in Bengal as 
compared with other Provinces, to make any such redistribution of the existing 
police as would enable him to strengthen those districts in which nu»ro men 
were required, without a general iuereuse to the Police D(*i>artm('nt. The 
report submitted for the year under review shows that in the North-Western 
Provinces one cognizable ease was reported for evojry 220 persons, in the 
Punjab one for 3C3, and hi Bengal one for 600 ; tliiit tlie imniber of cases in 
the year reported for each policeman was 5 9, 2-5, and 4’0, and of eases en<|uir- 
od into for each polipemun 8‘9, 2'5, and 3 5 in those I'rovinees resp(*eti v<*ly. 
Those figures, wiiichare, however, only approximately correct, indicate that tlio 
position of Bengal as regards the work to bo done bv the polii'i' is iiilerinediuto 
between the two other chit'f Provinces of Northern India. It is jn’oluiblo also 
that, owing to tluj greater ('xteusion of local laws, tlie number of petty cogni- 
zable cases, involving shtwt and summary enquiiy hy the ])olie(s in Bengal, is 
greater than in the other two l^revinees. Kvon, therefore, allowing for the 
greater area over which their work is distributed, the Lieutenant-Govenior is 
not of opinion tliat tlie numbers of the police rtM|uiro augnumtation to any 
great extent. It will 1)0 best soon in wliat rcsjK'cts augmentation, if any, is 
necessary when the scheme for redistribution of the existing force has been for 
some time in ojieration. 

13. The total crime, cognizable and non-cognizable, reported in these 
Provinces during the year was 214,985 cases, showing an increase of 4,314 
as compared with 1882. There was a largo decrease of crime in the Chittagong 
Division, and a smaller decrease in the divisions of Orissa and Chuta Nagpore. 
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There was an increase in all the other six 'divisions.^ There is a wide difference 
between tlie proportions of cognizable to non-cogtiizable crime in Bengal and 
Bchar. In Beliar cognizable exceed non-co^nizable cases by about 3.2 per 
cent., whilo in the more peaceable, but more litigious Bengal Proi)er, &on-co^i> 
zable ciiiue oxceeils cognizable in about the same ratio. 

14. The truiibfer of hurt cases under seel ion 323 and section 334, Indian 
Penal Code, by the jirovibions of tho new Criminal Procedure Code, from the 
eoftiiizable to the non-eogiiizablo class, effected a nominal reduction in the total 
number of cases under i1h‘ former class. Deducting for purpose of compariscfti 
the numbers of cases uiuler those two sections JErom the total numbers of 
cognizable offen<*e.s in Ibbl and lbb 2 , there was in 18b3 an increase of 8,740 
cast's as ef>m]>arod with the former, and of 5,2K9 cases as compared with the 
lattcu year. The toial number of cognizable offences reported in 1883 was 
304, 4o I Cases of offence's aeainst propt'rty increased by 2,312 ; against public 
tranqudlity by lOo, and other cases by 2,398. The peicentage of increase in 
cases against pioperty was 3*7. Considering the character of the season and 
the high prices which prevailed, this percentage was on the whole not so great 
as might have been cxpe‘*ted, and the number of such cases was actually less 
than in 18bl. The increase under the head of Other offences” was due to the 
number ol juosecutioiis loi public aid local nuisances exceeding that of the 
preceding ^eai by 2 ,o<)l. 

16. 'riie number of cognizable cases declared by Magistrates to be false, 
and never to have ocemred, shows a decrease of 2b9 as compared with the 
year 1882. In DTO they aniuuntod to 21,812. In tlio sueeeeding years, up to 
and inclusive of the 3 ear 1880, theie was a continued and max;ked decrease. 
Since that year, liowt'ver, the vaiiation has been slight. 'Ihe deerense was no 
doubt duo in a considerable degree to the jiroper definition and classification 
of charges intentionally lalse as distinguished liom llioso false by inistako 
of law or 1 ‘ict, but uimc to tho pei 'distent prosecution, under orders ot (lovern- 
mont, ol persons Ij) ing cliaiges -wiliully false. In Ibe year under icv-icw the 
percentage of ])ro 8 ccutions to f.dso cases was 20 against lb 0 , but increase 
in prosecutions was accoinpanitd by a dccieuse 111 Oie percentage of convic- 
tions followdug them from 34 to 31*2 'llie percentage of ca'^es declared false 
to those decluiod tiue w'as 7*1, as in tho piecoding \car I’lie Lieutenant- 
Go veiiior must hold that this peicentage is far too bigli, and that it lopieseiits 
the inti ict 1011 of a large aimtunt of suffering on innocent poisons ■wliicli might 
be clietlvcd. it is doubtless difficult, the ev'idciiec being generally of a negative 
chuiactei, to jnocuie convicUoiis 111 sneb inses. But tb<' Lieutenant-Governor 
must reitei ate bis ojiiiiion that the nuio prosecution of poisons lajring false 
churges atts as a clicik cn this fojiu of ciiine. ^Uie jiorcenlage of convictions 
to piosecutions may dimiiiisli ■with the iiicieasoin the nunibei of prosecutions ; 
but if the aggngate number of coimttions iiu lease, the decicase in the 
pereentago is of couipaiatively little moment. Uieie were no prosecutions 
for false cliiuges in tSingbbooni or the Ghittngong Hill Tiacts ; ‘wdiile in 
other dibtiuts the pioM*<‘utions vaiied fiom 7 per cent of the total number 
of false < bulges in Dm biiung.t, 8 07 jar cent in (^uttaclc, and 8*7 per cent, 
in lloogbly to 47 pciVi'iit. in Nuddea and l>arj<'clnig and 54 per cent, 
in Mooishcdub.id. 3 ho lepcatcd oidois of Govemim'iit thetefoio do not 
appear to bo sj sternal ic.dly earned out by Magistrates, and the Lioulonant- 
Goveinor rcqiit stb that Mugistrates of distiicts will exercise a' stricter super- 
vision in rtgaid to tins subjut over the courts suhoidinate to them. As 
suggested by the Magistral© Bungpoie, tlit* police, in repoiting a charge 
false, hiiould report m the foim tia' iiuau's of the witnesses on whose evi- 
doneo they have relied as proving it false Ihe Magistiute instituting and 
sanctioning a prosecution lor a false chai*ge should record propeily in his 
procct dings the grounds of his action and the evidence against the accused. 
The courts would then moro frequently than at present at least have primd 
Jacte evidence before them against those ac( usi d of laj iiig the false charges. 
Proceedings taken against persons la^ mg false charges will seldom, if ever* 
deter persons from laying tiuo charges, unless tho evidence they can produce 
is slight and insufficient ; and this inconvenience, oven supposing it to exist 
is but inconsiderable in compaiison with tho inconvenience caused to the police! 
to courts, and to innocent peisons by charges which are false. It is not 
necessary, when facts amounting to a petty offence are to some extent 
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that the char^ should be considered wholly and maliciously 
false* It should be entered under the minor ofConce which tho facts constitute. 

16. Of the total number of cog’nizable cases reported to have occurred in 
1683 and of ponding cases of previous years, amounting to 105,808, tho 

S olieo enquired into 88,744, or 83*8 per cent. Of 21,301 instituted before the 
Eagistrates directly, a police enquiry was ordered in 4,794 cases. Tho number 
of charges instituted befoie the police, in which enquiry was refused, was 704, 
or *6 per cent., but of these 87 wore afterwards enquired into by order of tho 
Magistrate, and 64 were wrongly entered owing to a mistake of jurisdiction. 
The total number not enquired into was thus only 553. Tho percentage in 
3882 was 3*6. The apparent decrease in 1883 is owing chiefly to the transfer 
of charges under sections 323 and 334, Indian Penal Code, to the non-cogni- 
zablo class. Excluding charges under tlH)se sections, tho percentage ot eases 
in which enquiry was refused was iu 1882 only *7. Enquiry was refused 
during 1883 in no less than 74 cases in the Sontlial Pergunuahs, and of this 
no explanation has been given. In Myincnsingh enquiry was refused in 116 
cases, owing to instructions issued by the Magistrate that the police should not 
enquire into but refer for orders all charges of cutring crops where a dispute 
was admit' od and the accused named or the informant was not an eye-witness, 
and could not name eye-witnesses, or where there had been unreasonable delay, 
Tho Commissioner has rightly eonsured tho Magistrate for issuing these orders, 
and it is presumed they have been withdrawn. 'Fho provisions of section 357 
of the Code of Criminal Procedure require tliat ijivestigation should bo made 
into every cognizable offence whieh tho olIi(*er in charge of the police station 
mny have reason to suspect has been committed, unless the charge is not of a 
serious nature, or the police officer iu charge secs no suflieieut ground to 
investigate it. General instructions to the police, directing them to enquire 
or not to enquire into e<'rtain classi's of charges of cognizable offences, are 
contrary to tlio principle of those iirovisions. Magistrates should be careful 
to see that gtnoial orders issued by them to the jiolico do not conflict with tho 
directions of tho law. The .Inspector-General icunurks that from tho returns 
of tho North-Western Provinces it appears ihat only 35 p“r cent, of the charges 
of ofl’cnces under classes III and IV, viz. of serious olFonces against person and 
projjcrty against juo)>erty only, and minor offences against the pt'rson, were 
enquired into h^’’ the police, this being due, lie believes, to petty charges being 
refused enquiry under bcction 157 already rofi'rred to. Enquiries regarding 
tho correctncHs of the supposition will b'j made of the Government of tho 
North- Westi*rn Piovluces. 'llio question is om‘ of interest as aflccting the 
amount of work jicrformcd hy tlic police in those IVovinecs ndatively to that 
perforiued in liengal. Of 76,111 cases enquired into by tho police and re- 
potted true, <*t>uvictionb w’<*io obtained in 41,250. The* peroeiitagi* of convictions 
to cases enquired into was 47‘7 in 1882, and in the year under review 
46*4. There has been little vaiiation for the hist tlireo years in this percentage. 

17. '1 litre weie 99,819 poisons arrested in the 3 ’'t*ur. In tho preceding 

year they riurnbeiod 103,678. (If 97,309 pi rsons actually appearing before 
the courts, 92,886 were actually tritd and 00,827, or 65*5 per cent, of them, 
were ctmvicted. In 3882 the porcentago was 6(>*5. As in the preceding 
year, the distiicts of Darjeeling, Patna, llowruh, and Singhboom, show tho 
highest percentages of persons convicted to persona tried ; while in Mymcn- 
siugh, Midnapore, Noakholly, Jessore, Pubna, and Fuirecdpore these percenta- 
ges were lt)W, being all under 50. The general jicrcontages of convictions to 
arrests, of convictions to pt'raons brought to trial, and of convictions to persons 
actually tried, show a m irked decrease as c iniptircd with tho preceding year in 
classes II (serious offences against the person), 111 (against person and property 
or against pioperty only), IV (minor offences against tho person), and V (minor 
offences against property). Tho number of acquittals was greater both of 

S ersons arrested by the police suo motu and those arrested by order of the 
[agistrate, but the percentages show but slight decrca.se in the former and 
considerable decrease in the latter. Tho low percentage of convictions 
during the past year is attributed to the additional faeilitios for compro- 
mise given by tho Criminal Procedure Code, and to tho fact that under the 
new provisions contained in section 495 of that Code no officer of police below 
the rank of an inspector can be permitted by the Magistrate enquiring into 
or trying a case to conduct the prosecution. So much of the decrease as is 
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due to the first cause is not to be revetted* nor should any attempt be made 
to prevent or check compromises made in good faith of compoundable offences* 
How much of the decrease is due to the second cause is not plainly shown. 
A court sub-inspector can no longer address the court or examine and cross- 
examine witnesses as a prosecutor on behalf of Government. The Inspector- 
General observes There is no doubt that the present Code, by prohibiting 
court sub-inspectors from acting as prosecutors, has had a bad effect on 
convictions. Some Magistrates allow the court subdnspector to make sugges- 
tions as an amicus curke^ and where this is allowed there is no great difference, 
but many Magistratt'S refuse to allow him to make any suggestion. It is 
difficidt to take any single case and say that it has failed owing to the want 
of a prosecutor ; but the result of the year’s work, and the consensus of opinion 
that there is on the subject, leave no doubt that cases have suffered from this 
cause. In a police point of view the appointment of a public prosecutor is 
much to bo desired. Such an offlcor, being unconnected with the police, would 
not be open to the imputation of unfairness so continually thrown on the 
police prosecutor. Should this not he possible, the amendment of the Act 
suggested by the M agistrato of Midnaporo by the insertion of * sub ’ before 
inspector in section 496 "^uld be the simplest remedy.” He then suggests, 
if neither alternative bo possible, the arrangement already noticed, by which 
inspectors should be put in charge of court work at least at head-quarters of 
districts. On the latter point further suggestions of the Inspector-General 
will bo awaited. On tho general question, however, the Ijeulonant-Governor 
docs not consider that sufficient cause has yet been shown either for the 
appointment of public prosecutors or for an amendment of the Act. In charges 
of a comparatively petty nature the court in tho vast majority of casi's permits 
a mookhtear or pleader to prosecute on behalf of the complainant. Tlu' court 
sub-inspector having many other duties to perform, and not having made the 
enquiry hims.elfa has less leisure to learn the ]>atticular8 of tho evidence, and 
no more sources of knowledge than are available to the pleader or mookhtear, 
and, in addition, has not tho like professional ex]>orience in examiuing and 
cross-examining witnesses. The cases in which no mookhtear or pleader is 
erajiloycd by tho complainant are generally of a simple nature, and tlic courts 
are quite competent to ascertain the true facts without any prosecutor but the 
complainant himself. In charges of serious oflences the police inspector who, 
if he has not himself made the investigation, should at least be thoroughly 
acquainted with every stop taken by his subordinate officers, is the proper 
person to prosecute the accused, and his sorvi<*es should bo used for this purpose. 
If his services are not available, the Government pleader, when necessary, 
may be employed in prosecution. 

18. I'he result of sessions trials was again unsatisfactory. Tho |K'reentagc 
of coiivi cations decreased from 59*1 in 1882 to 57*5. Twenty -one districts show 
percentages of ac(]uittals under 40 ; twenty-throe of and above 40. The total 
number <jf convictions by tlie Sessions and lligh Court was 1,287, and of acquittals 
912. Of the latter, 486, or 53*1 per cent , were of accused charged with serious 
offences against tho person. In tho Burdwan district, where in 1 8 ''2 tho 
percentage of acquittals was 60*9, in tho year under review it was only 25*4, 
and the Commissioner attributes this result to the piojicr preparation of cases 
and to good supervision over magisterial work. In Julingoreo the improvement 
was also marked, but the number of sessions trials held there is small. Tho 
Presidency Division also, as a whole, showed u satisfactory improvement; but 
in the I )acca Division tho Dacca district was tho only one in which convictions 
cxi'eeded acquittals. In Mymensingh 62 persons were acquitted to 52 
convicted ; in Furreedporo there wore 31 acquittals to 22 convictions. Regarding 
Howrah and Ilooghly the Commissioner remarks that he still adheres to the 
opinion expressed last year, that the jury system is unsuited to the country in 
its jirescnt circumstances. In the chief jury distric'ts, however, — Howrah, 
Dacca, 24-Pcrgunnah8, Patna and Burdwan, — the number of convictions was 
201 and of acquittals 131. The result of the jury system in those districts 
sliow'h a very marked improvement compared with that of 1882, when the 
number of persons acquitted was 97 and of those convicted only 44. No cause 
is assigned for thia sudden and great improvement. The subject of the results 
of trials by jury was fully considered by tho Lieutenant-Governor in his 
Resolution on the Annual Police Administration Report for 18b2, and the 
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workings of the synteni during the year under review oonfinna the opinion 
therein expressed, that there is no reason at present to withdraw the trial of 
persons accused of the more serious ofionces against the person from the 
judgment of juries. If in any case a failure of justice occurs owing to a 
manifestly wrong verdict of tho jury, the i emedy lies in Ihe application of 
section 807 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, which provides that when the 
Sessions Judge disagrees with the verdict of the juiy, or of a majority of the 
jurors, on all or any of the charges on which an accused person has been tried, 
so completely that ho considers it necessary for the ends of justice to submit 
the case to the High Court, he may submit it accordingly for orders, and if 
the original verdict had been one of acquittal, the High Court may acquit or 
convict tho accused of any offence of which the jury could have convicted him 
on the charge. These provisions, in the opinion of the Lieutenant*Governor, 
are too often overlooked. They should, if fully used, be a sufOicient check on 
improper acquittals by juries. 

10. Property amounting to lls. 9,57,779 was stolen in 32,978 cases. In the 
preceding year tho figures wore lis. 8,80,388 and 32,032 cases respectively. The 
value of the property recovered in 15,466 cases amounted to Rs. 2,79,823. The 
percentage of recovery to loss was slightly hotter than iii the yoor L882, being 29 2. 
In 1882 the amount recovered was its. 2,45,803, and the percontago of recovery 
27*9. In the new forms proscribed by the Government of India, the percentage 
of cases in which property is recovered to (;aaos in which property has been stolen 
has been mado one of the tests of police work, and tho Inspector-General has 
accordingly submitted a statement showing the percontago under this heading 
for each district. From this it appears that the percentage was over 50 in 28 
districts, the highest being in Burdwaii, where property stolon was recovered 
in 70*9 per cont. of the cases. This result must be taken as on tho whole 
satisfactory, but it appears doubtful whether the theft of property is generally 
reported. The Inspector-General points out that in the Chumparun district 
property is reportoa to have been stolen in 70 per cont. of the burglaries of 
which informatit)n was given, while in the neighbouring districts of Mosuffer- 
poro and Durbhunga tho figures are only 27 and 20 per cent ; in other words, 
if the figures are correct, men continue to commit burglary in the two latter 
districts, though only successful once in four times, while in Chumparun they 
are successful in seven times out of ten. It is obvious that in Mozufierpore 
and Durbhunga the first informations cannot be correct, and the district officers 
should endeavour to ascertain for tho future what amount of property has been 
taken with greater oxactuoss. Tho number of true cases of burglary for 
the whole Province was 17,643. In tho preceding year the number was 16,682, 
but the percentage of these cases in which property was reported to have boon 
taken is stated to have decreased from 60*6 to 58*4. 

20. Tho number of true cases under each of tho six difieront classes for 
the last five years is shown in the following statement : —

There was thus an increase compared with tho preceding year under all 
classes except class IV, and in that the decrease was due to the transfer of 
charges undor sections 323 and 334, Indian Penal Gudo, to tho non-coguizablo 
class. 

21. Under class I there was a total increase of 131 true cases. There 
were 63 true charges of riot, and 102 of resistance to arrest or escape from 
custody more than in 1882. Tho percentage of cases ending in conviction 
increased from 47*6 to 49*2, and of persons convicted from 56 to 56*3. The 
police investigated a slightly larger proportion of tho charges with slightly 
better results than in 1882, but there were a few more arrests of persons 
against whom there was no proof. Tho result of trials of ofiencos under this 
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class in ihe court of sessions was worse than in 1883, and of 502 persons on 
trial, only 103 wore convicted. In the B.aj8hahye and Ohota Na^fpore 
Divisions not a single person was convicted by the court of session. The 
increase in the total charges of rioting was due to an increase of 33 cases in 
the 24>Pergunnahs owing to land disputes in the south of the district; of 
29 cases in Bogra, mainly owing to disputes between the zemindars of Jope* 
shaye and their ryots ; of 21 cases in Rungpore, reasons for which are not 
given ; of 16 in Dacca, chiefly in the Naraingunge Bub<division, where two rival 
zemindars quarrelled ; and ot 33 in the different districts of the Bhagulpore 
Division. It is creditable to the Backergunge officers to find that there was 
a reduction of 27 in the number of charges of riot — a description of offence 
for which this district was formerly notorious. There was a decrease of 
31 riot charges in Mymensingh, probably due to the increased employment of 
police, the percentage of cases enquired into by the police in this district 
having risen from 64*8 to 72*9. The returns from Myroonsingh show a 
very largo number of pending cases. The Mappstratos should use their 
best endeavours to reduce the arrears. The Lieutenant-Governor is well aware 
how heavy is the charge of this great district, but the means at his disposal 
do not at present admit of its division into two separate districts. The 
only riot attended by loss of life which occurred on account of religious 
quarrels took pla(*e at Bhagulpore, where a number of Mussulmans com- 
mitted riot under the apprehension that one of their mosques would be 
pulled down by Hindoos. Twenty-four persons were convicted. The Lieuten- 
ant-Governor has subsequently remitted the unexpired sentences of ten of 
those convicted in consideration chiefly of the fact tliat the Mussulman 
<‘ommunity made a bond fide effort to settle the matters in dispute in 
a proper manner. The large increase in the number of <*hargos under 
sections 2t?4 to 226, Indian Ponal Code (resistance to arrest and escape from 
custody^, is not explained except as regards the district of Myuiensincrh. 'I’lio 
Magistrate and Gimmissioner attribute the increase of 36 charges in tliat dis- 
trict to the employment of chowkidars in effecting arrosls and forwarding 
prisoners owing to the insufficient number of police. 

22. In class II, serious offences against the person, there was a total 
increase of 417 true eases. There was a decrease under tlic' heudings of murdeis, 
unnatural offences, exposure of infants, attempt at suicide, and disposing of a 
minor for prostitution. Under other headings, there was un increase in eulpal>le 
homicide of 10 cases ; rape 3 1 cases; hurt for purposes of extortion, &c., 11 ; 
kidnapping 30 ; criminal force to n public servant or to a woman 77 ; grievous 
hurt 07 ; hurt by dangerous weapons 166 cases The total increase was due 
chiefly to increases undt'r tho last throe headings. Tht* Inspector-General 
attributes tho increase of 336 cases under those headings partly to the transfer 
of charges under sections 323 and 334 from tho cognizable to the non-cog- 
nizuble eatogoiy, and states that a certain number of charges which would 
formerly have been reported as hurt were reported under the more serious 
heading in order to make them cognizable. Tic* remarks that this result was 
to be expected as hurt cases are very profitable to tho police, and it is natural 
that an attempt should bo made to retain the power of enquiry in as large a 
number of this class as possible. Tho same result was noticed in tho Annual 
Administration Report for the Police of Calcutta and its Suburbs for the past 
year, but was attributed by the Commissioner of I’olico to bond fide efforts 
on the part of police officers to check affrays. The cause now assigned is 
highly discreditable* to the force, and the Lieutenant-Governor must insist 
upon Magistrates taking action to prevent police officers receiving any charges 
which are not sB'ic'tly cognizable according to the present law. Tho per- 
c«»ntage of convictions to persons tried was 43*4 — a result worse than in tho 
vcjar 1882, when tho percentage was 46, or in any of tho previous throe years. 
Before courts of sOHsions the percenrage of convictions was 43*3. Tho total 
number of murders of all kinds was 264 — a number loss than in any of the 
preceding seven years, notwithstanding tho fact that only 24*4 per cent, of 
tho persons tried woie convicted, and that this prop<)rtion has for some years 
post been steadily, decreasing. Seven of the murders were committed by 
robbers; 11 by means of poison. 

23. In accordance with the orders of the Government of India, the 
InspecV>r General gives the following details of murder of infants by their 
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CQOtherB One case of this kind^ oocnrred in Khoolna. A widow of the 
Ohundal caste gave birth to an illegitimate child. She and her mother 
placed the infant in an earthen pot and covered it with ashes immediately 
after its birth. One of the women got six months, and the other seven years on 
conviction boforo the^ Sessions Judge. Two cases occurred in liungporo. A 
Hindoo widow gave birth to a child, murdered it, and concealed the body? 
She was sentenced to transportation for life, but acquitted bytlio High Court. 
In the second case a woman quarrelled with her husband and cut her own 
throat and that of her son, who died. She lived, and was tried and transported 
for life.’* The sentence was, however, commuted by Government to one of 
rigorous imprisonment for seven yeara. “ A very similar case took place in 
BNirreedpore. A woman quarrelled with her husband and hanged herself. The 
suicide was successful in this case. Two cases occurred in Chumparuu. In the 
first a mother was discharged on tho ground of insanity ; in tlio second a 
Mahomodan woman was being tried for deserting her illegitimate child. 
Ponding trial it was made over to her, and she strangled it in jail. Tho case 
was pending at the close of the year. In L’atna a widow throw her illegitimate 
child into the river. She was tried and acquitted by tho jury, but the 
Judge differing referred the case to tho High Court, and she was sentenced 
to three years* rigorous imprisonment under section 31 7. In Mozufferporo 
two cases occurred of exactly similar nature. In both a wife had a quarrel 
with her husband. In the first case tho wife threw her child into a well 
and killed it, but was prevented jumping in herself. In the second the 
wife jumped into a well with two of tho children. She and one child wore 
rescued. Both tho women were sentenced to bo trant-portod for life.** 
In the former case tho Lioutonant-Govornor commuted tlie sentence to one 
of rigorous imprisonment for five years : in the latter to ono of rigorous 
imprisonment for seven years. “ In Purneah a mother jumped into the 
river, having previously tied her child to her back; she was rescued, 
but tho child was dr\»wncd. She was sentenced to transportation for 
life, which was reduced to seven years’ imprisonment by tho High 
Court. A family (juaiTt!! was the cause. In the Southal Porguunahs 
two widows murdered their illegitimate children. Both were sentenced to 
one year’s inqrt'isoiunctjt. In Cuttack a widow gave birth to an illegitimate 
child. Tho cliild was found dead and jiartly eaten by dogs. She was (‘onvicted 
and scntoncod to transportation for life, but was released by the High Court.” 
Since the close of tho year under review, the Govornmont of India have 
issued a further llesolution on this subject, coiiCrining the orders noticed in 
paragraph 25 of the Kesolution of this Government on the Annual Pt)lico Admi- 
nistration Koport for 1882, and pointing out that the orders istmod have not 
received sufficient uttoiitum in all tho Provinces. The original and recent 
orders of tho Government of India have been communicated to the High 
Court aud all District Judges and the Judicial Commissioner of Chota Nagjioro. 
For the future all cases in which women are found guilty of murdering their 
infant children, whether legitimate or illegitimate, must bo submitted by the 
judicial authorities to tho Local Government, so as to give an o])}>ortujiity 
for a consideration of tho question whether any comtnutuiiou or reduction of 
tho sentence should be allowed. 

24. Offences under class III of serious crime against property incr<‘asod 
from 18,520 in 1882 to 19,000 — a total larger than in any year since 187J), when 
the number was 20,602. There was a slight decrease in the offences of 
dacoity and receiving property stolen in dacoity, and in robberies by drugging. 
There was an increase under the head of house-breaking of 97 h cases, mnler 
robbery of 50, serious mischief and cognate offences of 55, house-trespass of 
15 cases. There was a decrease of throe in the total number of dacoities. 
In 13 districts no dacoity took place; 13 show ono each, four return two, three 
return three, and six four. Five dacoities occurred in each of the dis- 
tricts of Dacca and Hooglily, seven in each of tho districts of Gy a and 24-Pct- 
gumiahs, 12 in Dinagopore and Bungporc respectively, aud 17 in Miduapore. 
In the last-named district, however, the majority of the cases were, it is stated, 
petty. The decrease in Hooglily, }3oerbhooni, Howrah, and Burdwan 
amounted to nine. In the Presidency Division there was an increase of five 
true cases of dacoity. It is satisfactory to loom that since tho close of the year 
fL Calcutta gaug of dacoits has beea traced, arrested and convicted, and their 
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arrest has been followed W a oessatioii of fresh cases. Another gang was also 
arrested in the Diamond Harbour sub'diyision. Thirty-five true cases occurred 
in the Rajshahye Division against 32 in 1882 ; but out of 146 persons sent 
up for trial, only 28 were convicted. The total amount of property stolen in 
the commission of dacoities was Rs. €1,460, of which lis. 8,858 were recovered. 
In 1882 the figures were Bs. 53,490 and B.s. 7,358 respectively. As directed 
in paragraph 27 of last year’s Resolution, a Deputy Inspector-General of Police, 
Mr. Baker, was deputed to supervise and direct operations against the daooits 
in the so-called Midnapore circle. It is now stated that so far no good result 
has followed this arrangement, and the Inspector-General promises to submit 
a separate report on the subject. The Lieutenant-Governor remarks, however, 
that the Commissioner of Burdwan ascribes the decrease in daooity in the 
Bankoora, Burdwan and Hooghly districts to the close watch which was kept on 
the Tanteas of Chunderkona in Midnapore, and has no doubt that strict super- 
vision, if continuous, will do much to stamp out professional dacoity. It is not 
obvious from the report what proportion of the reported dacoities there was 
reason to believe was committed by professional dacoits. and the Lieutenant- 
Governor req^uests that in future reports the Inspector- General will indicate this 
point more clearly. Many offences against property, which technically are 
described as dacoities, are in reality of comparatively slight importance, and 
require no special means to check them. It is very desirable, when possible, to 
distinguish them from real dacoities of a professional character. The Lieute- 
nant-Governor wishes that in submitting the promised report the Inspector- 
General should submit, as far as at present possible, a complete scheme for the 
suppression of professional dacoity. The subject should be considered in con- 
nection with the proposed redistribution of the police force which is now 
relieved of much work by the removal of hurt coses from the cognizable to 
the non-cognizablo class. A special system for the suppression of professional 
dacoity has, it is believed, been developed and employed with success in the 
North-Western Provinces, and it should bo ascertained how far its principles 
can bo usefully made applicable for the same purpose in those Provimjos. 
One of the Deputy Inspectors-Gcneral might, the Lieutenant-Governor 
thinks, bo properly employed in the preparation of the scheme under 
the supervision, of course, of the Inspector- General himself, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor would be prepared to sanction to a reasonable amount the cxjicnditure 
it might necessitate. 

25. The value of the property stolen in the commission of robberies 
increased from Rs. 3,504 to Rs. 11,005. The increase in robberies extended 
over all the divisions cxcopt Chota Nagjiore. There wore two mail robberies 
in the Dinageporo districts, one in Uooghly and one in Lohardugga. The 
Inspector-General observes that during the ])ast year enormous sums have been 
carried by the postal-runners with no protection, and that it is rather to bo 
wondered at that robberies have not been more frequent In many places the 
mails pass through jungly places far from any village or human habitation, and 
where robbery may bo committed with comparative impunity. Such protection 
as can be given by the police is now afforded, but there is undoubtedly groat 
danger in the present system. The Commissioner of Burdwan has recom- 
mended *a system of postal cheques to be given to local bankers. The 
Inspector-General states that he has been in correspondence for some time 
on the subject of giving additional security to postal remittances, and the result 
will doubtless be communicated to Government. Meanwhile the Inspector- 
General, with the sauction of Government, has issued a circular directing 
District Superintendents to give every facility to postmasters in the way of 
furnishing them with information and granting escorts, and a special report on 
the working of the rules will be submitted at the close of the year. 

26. Of minor offences against the person under class IV, 2,813 were 
reported true. The percentage of coses ending in conviction to cases decided 
was 34 ‘7. Except a large and unexplained increase in the Presidency Division, 
there was but slight fluctuation in the offences in this class. No less than 371 
were compromised. 

27. In minor, 4 >ffenoe 8 against property there was an increase of 1,389 
true cases, the total number being 87,690 against 36,301 in 1882. All the 
headings, except those of criminal breach of trast and breaking a closed reoep* 
tacle, in which there were small decreases, show an increase. In lurking 
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house-trespass there was an increase of 88 offences, in cattle-theft of 87, in 
ordinary theft of in rocoivinj^ stolen property of 42, in criminal trespass 
925. Including the increase under the hcadm^s of house trespass and house- 
trespass with intent to commit an offence, aniountin;^ to 989 cases, the increase 
was 2,378 cases. The increase in the number of burglaries w'as out of all pro- 
portion to that of thefts. In Mymensingh alone there was an increase of 422’ 
cases of burglary, and the number has nearly trebled in the last three years, 
while at the same time thefts actually decreased. The increase under bur- 
glaries in tliis district is attributed by the District Superintendent and 
Magistrate partly to tho influx of bad cliai'acters working on the railway, 
partly to tho influence of the newly-iulrodueed punchaycts in preventing con- 
cealment of orirao, and ])artly to tho introduction of tlic beat ^system ; but the 
samo causes, if operating, should have shown an increase in tliofts also. The 
large nnmber of thefts and burglaries reported to have occurred in tho year 
uuder review is no doubt primarily to bo attributed to the high price of food- 
grains, and this view is strengthened by the fact that crime against property 
in Cuttack, Uackergungo, and Klioolna, where the harvest was good, decreased. 
At tho same time it would a priori appear that persona usually earning an 
honest livelili<K)d would, if driven to crime by distress, resort to theft rather 
than to housebreaking, Inspoctor-Ceneral should impress on Distiict 

Superintendents tho necessity of giving clearer explanations, when submitting 
their animal statement, of the fluctuations between these two classes of crime. 

28. Tho offences I’cpoitud to have been committed during the year under 
class VI of otlier offences, and those cognizable under special ami local laws, 
amounted to 29,045. In the previous year tho number Avas onlj^ 27,218, Excise 
oases sJiow an incioase of 140; A’agrancy and siainp offences a slight decrease. 
From a statoinont given in tho report of true cases in eA(‘iy year since 1877, it 
appears that there has b<'on a verv large increase in tlio number of offt'nces 
under this class In 1878 the total of offences Avas 14,990, oi Avhich 9,008 were 
offences of publi<* ami local nuisances. In the yt'ur under rovit'W tho total 
number of true cas<*s was 29,554, ot wliicli 22,071 wore of nuisances. The 
total increase m six years was thus 1 l•,558, and of nuisances 13,003. The 
latter class of oth'nces will probably continue to increase. 

29. The iiuinlK r <if true A’agraucy cases decreased from 1,121 to 1,082. 
The liisp(‘ctor-(ltncral again brings to notice the great ch'lay in tho disposal 
of bad liAt'lihood cases. Ten districts slmw an average duratirm of two months 
and over, and Khoolna, llungpore, and Keakliolly of over nimdy days in 
disposal. Mr. Ea all remarks : — “ I am strouglA in fuA’our of trial in the accused’s 
village Avlieii it is possible; but there is ^>f ton no judicial officer available to 
go out within a riasonable time, aud the advantage of tiial on tin* spot is 
dearly bought by such delay as is above shown. Tho greatest delay took 
place in liengul 1 ’roper, Avliere only 78 oases were tried in court against 4M1 on 
the spot In the Patna Division 1 1(> cases Aven* tried in couii against 155 on tho 
spot, Olid including 8huhubad tho average time A\as 35 days. These figures 
hlioAv that a large proportion of the dela}' is duo to adlieriiig to tho rule of trial 
t>n the spot, ami avIu n it is relaxed tho delay is less. I’ho existing orders on 
the subject also place the police in a distinct-'difliculty, as the Criminal 
Proceduie Code makes the vagriuicy section tho Code cognizable, and the 
police ought therefore to am'st aud semi up persons against wdiom bad 
livelihood is proved, wliile executive eiders direct that a mere rej)ort should bo 
sent” lie then HuggeH<’s that the orders of Coveruuient should be so far 
modified that the police should in future bo directed to send up A forms in 
accordance with tho law, and that orders should be issued t<> Magistrates to hear 
at once the evidence so sent up, and to fix, when pos.sihh', tiie iiojit date of 
hearing in tlie village, so as to bo able to test the evidence simt up by the police 
and recorded in coui't. Iho Dicutonant-tTOA'ornor is, how'ever, not disjiosed, 
until stronger reasons are shown, to modify the existing orders on tho sahject. 
The delay in the disposal of clmrges of bod liveliliood which occurred in certain 
districts cannot be considered as an incA'itable result of tho orders tor local 
enquiry, when in other districts tho cliarges were disposed ef in a compa- 
ratively short time Some delay, more than would otheiWA'ise occur, must 
of course take place, but this is a small o\dl coinjuu’od with the danger 
of vexatious arrests, which experiouco has shown to bo really opjiressivo 
to tho people. Tho most dangerous class of bud-churacters aro wandering 
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thieves whose names and residences are unknown, and regarding whom 
no local enquiry can be hold, and tlieao should of course be at once 
arrested and sent up for trial by the police. But where the accused has a 
settled homo in the districjt, it is better for every reason that the enquiry should 
be first made from his neighbours by the Magistrate himself. If the police 
exercise care in reportitig bad characters, the extra work entailed will never be 
too great fr)r the Magistrates to accomplish. It is satisfactory to find that 
the number of persons under surveillance was reduced from uoout 59,000 to 
4)8,209, and the police relieved of much unnecessary work. The Lieutenant- 
Governor believes that even this present number admits of very considerable 
reduction without any relaxation of proper supervision over j^rofcsslonal crimi- 
nals. During the past j’ear the number under surveilhmeo of the police was 
actually more than throe times the average jail population in the same period. 

00. There was an inci ease of 109 excise cases under the head of illicit 
possession of ganju over tlie number in 1882, and of 284 cases over the number 
in 1881. There is reason, however, to suspect that these were mainly con- 
nected with tho possession of wild bhang, and that tho oficncos wore in many 
cases merely technical. Similarly, there is a largo and suspicious iucreaso in 
tho prosecutions for the possosfioii of fermented tari, simultaneous with the 
decrease in cases* for the possession of fresh tari under the orders issued 
during the your. The Lieut on aiit-Govornor wishes to impress on the Inspector- 
General of Police and on Oommissioiiers and Magistrates, the nocessitj^ of carefully 
watching the ])rocce<lings of tho subordinate j)oliec in excise matters. It too often 
buppons that when pressure is put on the poli(50 to show more activity in the 
prevention and detection of illicit pmetiees, tho solo result is that the pef>plo are 
harassed by vexatious prcisccutions ft>r trivial or technical breaches of tho law, 
wliile really serious offences, whicli endanger the revenue, are overlooked. Thc're 
were 123 prosecutions for illicit distillation in 'Bocrbh<>oni alone. 1 his practice 
seoms to have been for a long porh)d unusually prevalent in this district. In 
Bengal there were 1,437 salt cases, an increase of ir>t compared with the 
preceding year. In 13ebar, under the North-Western Provinces excise autho- 
rities, tho number was 903. There were 1,082 offences under the Arms Act, 
of which 285 wore in tho Bliagulporo Division. Those offoncoh are for the first 
time shown soj>arutely in the statements lor tho year under i*eviow 

31. 'Jhe efi’orts made to induce tho Mugliya Domes in CMiuinparun to settle 
down to on lionost life wero continued during the year under review with consider- 
able suci'css U-he outtiini of the crops was very unfavourable, and the people were 
put to considerable straits. The l>omes were, however, very pro])erly made to 
midorstand that they must support themselves, and that no gratuitous aid would be 
given them. Some conscjwancy woik was found for 1 lu‘m, and they were 
enabled to cam their own living and suppoi*t llunnselvcs till the prospects of the 
crops brightened and a good d(miand for agiicultural labour sot in. At tho time 
the ropoit for tlio hceond year of tho settlement was written, there wero 175 
Domes at the bargaon settU'iuent cultivating 39 local bighas — about 50 acres. 
Forty-ftmr persons, including w'omcn and children, had left the settlement. 
Nearly all of those that remained in the district were apprehended for theft 
and lodged in jail. At the* Futtchporc scttlemoiii there wei’C 95 ])orsons culti- 
vating 13^ bighas. T wen ty-tw'o persons left tlui settlement during tho year. 
The settlers have some cattle, ])igs, goats and fowls. Mr. Henry remarks that, 
having regard to tho c<mdition.s under whicn the setthsments wore inaintuined 
during tlio year, it will bo admitted that the main body of the settlers has 
withstood a severe trial and come well out of it. They now actually realize 
that they liavc to dcpeiul s(dely tm tlieir own exertions, and it is hoped that tho 
exporicnco of tho ]>ast year may Lave some effect in making them self-reliant 
and provident. Of tho contribution, of 11 s. 1,050 made by this Govomineiit in 
the preceding year for ossisiing the settlers, Rs. 728-4, wore expended chiefly 
in the purchase of bullocks and in roofing and tiling the houses. Mr. Henry, 
considering that the settlomont has achieved greater financial independence, has 
asked for a further grant of Ks. 500 only, and the Lieutenant-Governor has 
given his sanction. Tho circumstances of the Mughya Domes in Chumparun 
differ widely from those in Sarun. The latter having settled homes of their 
own, it has not been found practicable to remove them from their villages. 
Since the close of tho 3 'car under review a sum of Ks. 2,000 has been placed 
at tho disposal of Colonel Skinner, District Superintendent of Police, Sarun, 
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for carrying* out his scfaemo for the reclamation of the Mughya Domes in that 
district. The main features of his scheme are to give the adult Domes small 
quantities of land in their own villages with the view of inducing them to 
take to agricultural pursuits and to abandon their oredatory habits; to give 
them a stock of pigs, poultry and the like ; and to lind employment for them 
in the indigo factories and municipalities in the neighbouihood of their villages. 
So far as the scheme has been tried, the results have been encouraging But 
the Lieutenant-Governor considers that the quantity of land obtained for the 
settlers bf>th in Chumparun and Sarun is at present too small for their numbers. 
It is insaflBcicnt for their support, and if they are compelled to wander about 
in search of cliance omploymont as day-labourers, thei'o is groat probablity that 
tliey will be tempted to resume predatory habits The Lieutenant-Governor 
hopes therefore that the district officers will be able at the close of another 
year’s duration of the settlements to report that the area cultivated by the 
Domes has considerably extended. 

•82. The number of ro-convictions was 1,159. In 1882 the number was 
1 ,397. Tlio decrease appears to bo real, and it indicates that the increase in 
ofEonces against property during the year w.^8 not due to nn increase in the 
number of crimes committed by habitual offenders. The decrease is })robably 
due to tho severity with whicdi re-convicted offenders arc now generally treated. 
Ihe Ins])ector-C5eiioral, however, quotes tho opinion of one .Judge who, in 
giving a man a light sentenct* on a third conviction, remarked ; ‘‘ I am of those 
who follow the practice of courts at liome where petty punishments are 
invariably Inflicted for potty thefts even up to n much greater number of thefts 
than that proved on tho present occasion.” It is to be hoped that but few 
courts share this opinion, which is incorrect as regards the suy>poscd facts 
on which it is based, and which would liuvo the practical effect of removing 
tho strongest cl'c'ck which at ]>rosent exists ou habitual criminals. Tho 
number of liabitual criminals photograjihed during the year was 170, 90 
being Uurvxars, 4(5 Hodias, Kayests and Mochics, and 34 poisoners; 11 
men were recognized by their likenesses. The result of the enquiry 
regarding the inexpensive methi>d of photogi*aphy referred to by the 
liispoctor-GeneTal in liis report of the preceding year was not favourable 
to its adoption. Tlio enqdoymont of a jdiotographcr for tlie express 
purpose of photographing criminals has now been sanctioned. Tho system 
of photographing criniinalh should lx* extended, as it is tho cheapest and most 
offcctrix* means of dotecting notorious criminals wlio conceal their names and 
residences. The photograplis would bo of great service if circulated, not 
m<‘rely among the police, bxit among jail *oflicials, as the latter, having 
criminals under their charge for a much long(*r period than tlio police, are 
better able to recognize the portraits. Unless the poli<*c work in conjunction 
with the jail authorities, it is not probable that photography will load to the 
detection of many old offemders. 

33. , Uffonces occurring oii railway premises are included in tho criminal 
statistics of the districts in wliich they occur, and only require notice as show- 
ing the working of the Kast Indian Itailway I’olico. There wore 09 J cognizable 
offences declared true, showing an increase of 100 as compared with the preced- 
ing year. Tho percentage of persons convicted was 7 4*8, and of recovery of 
property 52. Most of tho charges were for theft Tho number of non-cogni- 
zabie cases enquired into was 372 of whii*h 94 were of cattlo-trospass. J’rovioua 
convictions were proved against 21 persons. In 1882 the number was 31. In 
one case a man who was travelling in the same carriage with a Jcypore 
merchant changed to the next compartment, and there rolled about on the floor 
feigning illness. He contrived in doing so to steal money and jewels from the 
complainant's bag by putting his arm through the bars, but was detected and 
arrested. Ho then tried unsuccessfully to prove that another passenger was 
the thief. Subsequently ton previous convictions wore proved against him, and 
he was sentenced,, to mur years’ imprisonment. Ihe reasons for passing a 
sentence apparently so inadequate to the offence have not boon stated. 

34. The total number of ruilwa}'” accidents increased from 114 to 151; 
petty collisions from 12 to 19, accidents in which death was caused from 52 to 
70, and those in which only wounds were received from 34 to 56. In the 70 
accidents resulting in death, 76 persons were killed, and of these 30 were 
railway servants. Of the 46 other persons, 11 committed suicide. The only very 
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BoriouB accident, which occurred to a special train, was near Muraroe. The train 
left the lino on a girder bridge ; 14 passengers and the guard were injured. The 
accident resulted in one death. The number of cases of obstruction on tho 
line decreased ironi 20 to 12. I’liree boys and a girl were convicted in petty 
cases. Thirteen cases of theft of rail-spikes were reported true. The return 
does not show any conviction. Only tliree persons were convicted of thefts in 
running tiuins. The Assistant Inspector-General reports that tho preventive 
measures adopted checked the thefts ; but as the number is stated to have 
increased, the measures do wot appear to have been effective. 

3r>. The number of non-cognizablc offences taken up by tho Magistrates 
of their own motion was 7,374, and 103, 107 were instituted by complaint 
during the year. Tlie total for the year was thus 110,531. In 1882 the total 
was only 101,091, but tho increase is chiefly due to the transfer to the non- 
cognizable class of ofiences under sections 334 and 323, Indian I*eiial Code, 
numbering in the 3*ear under review 8,101. Offences against public justice 
increased by 428, offences of false evidence by 238. Charges of potty offences and 
of riot not cognizable by tho police decreased by 48. Ihere was a decrease of 
1,585 cases under the head of ctiniiiial force, and of 1,G04 under tho head of 
hurt. The decrease in petty cases generally accompanies any rise in the 
price of grain owing to failure of crops, as the people are thus less able to afford 
to spend money in litigation. There was a considerable increase in offences 
against tlie marriugt* laws, in offences of criminal intimidation, and of cases 
under Chapters VlllA, X, XIl, and'XXXVl of the Criminal Procedure Code, 
but of thi'se the Report docs not give any clear explanation. The police were 
employed to enquiic into 0*4 per cent, of non -cognizable charges, and 1,90S of 
tho eliargos \\eie of minor oflenccs against tho p(*rson. Magistrates of districts 
should discourage the <*-vceshive issue of oidcrs to the police to enquire into this 
class of ofTi'iicc. Mr. L} all remarks that there is a disposition «m tlu* part of the 
police in several distiicts to accejit such chaigi's, and that this is not uniiatuial, 
as it is in petty <*ascs of this nature that prolit can most safely Ix' made. Tho 
largo number of benches of Honoiavy Magistrate's now a])})ointed should enablo 
tho regular criminal courts to dispose of the grt'ut mass of such cliai’gi's without 
employing tho jiolice in enqniiies and without the courts being o^c^whelTned 
with an incicaso oi work. l*roco.ss W'ns issued in 83,7(>9 c ises against 78,325 
in 1882. Processb was issuc'd against 118,800 persons, and 41*7 per cent, of 
these were convicted. 

30. The coiifluet of the police is reported to have been fairly good in 
most districts. In liogra, however, the honesty of several iiiouibers of the 
force was considered qut'stioiiable, and tho giving of iiuzzers by <*oinpliiinants 
was stated to jirevail in a more or less degree. Any police oflieer against 
whom such maljiractice is proved should Ix' severely dealt with The conduc't 
of th<* Uiingpore ])olicc W’us also unfavourably reported on, and it is stated that 
they became so dcnioialized owing to lav supei’vision somo y'oars ag<i, that it 
will be a matter of time to set tht'm again in order. Tlie Inspector-General 
should considej* whether it wouhl not be well to transfer a number of Kuiigporc 
police to otJier distii<*ts^ sujiplying their places fi*om those districts. Their 
work may improve if lliey are lemmed from tlii'ir old associations There is 
still the coin] ilaint of want of detective ability in tho ]>oHco. Jt is doubtful, 
howt'vei*, wln'tlier tliis could bt' generally imiuoved except by the ('inployment 
of police officers of much higher qualities than arc possessed by tho present 
police, at a cost wholly disproportionate to the service rendered. Tho only 
moans at jirescnt available to en<*oui*agc detective energy and ability is the 
jiromotion of officers who disjday sjiecial aptitude in this branch of police 
work. 

37. The Lieutenant-Governor records with regret tho death of Mr Q. II. 
French, first grade Assistant Superintendent, and, since tho close of the year, 
that of Colonel llitchius. The office of Inspector-General of Police was held 
by Mr. 1). 11. Lyall tlirougliout the year, and tho Lioutenmjit-Govcrnor records 
with ]>loasure his apjireciatiou of tho intoi*est, energy, and ability disjilayod by 
Mr, Lyall in the administration of liis de]>ai*tment. A copy of tho remarks 
made conccriiitig tho oflieers favourably raoiitioued in paragraph 03 of the 
Report will bo forwarded to tho Ajipointment Dejiarimeut for record.
